Makepeace Towle, tho lecturer, spoke of 
the great inventors of modern times. 
The groat good which lias accrued to 
mankind from the heroic efforts of the 
inventors of modern machinery was 
pointed out, and a brief aud interesting 
account given of the history and devei- 
opemont of the steam engine, the steam 
boat, the telegraph aud telephone, and 
other inventions which make the world 
what it is to-day.

— At the convention, Rev. Mr. Horu- 
brooko received the solid vote of Wards 
1 and 7 with ouo uxcop ion, aud live 
votes from delegates from other wauls, 
who could not he persuaded into voting 
lor Mr. Weed, contrary to tho wish of 
the caucus. There was some lively wire- 
pulling, and the delegates from Wauls 5 
and (I, which contained three of the 
school committee, were solid, of course, 
for Mr. Weed. Tho program in favor of 
Mr. Weed was dictated by a secret cau- 
cus of the Wurd (I delegates. The next 
time that Ward (I lias a delegate to ure- 
sent at a City convention, delegates from 
this side of the city should give them a 
dose of their own medicine.

THE REFORM CONVENTION. 


John S. Tiirlow Nominated for 
Mayor. 


WAR!) SEVEN CAUCUS INSULTED. 

AH the Old Members of the School 
Board Renominated. 


The municipal reform convention met 
in the City Hall Tuesday night, the hall 
being crowded with spectators. Mr. E. 
O. Childs called the convention to order 
and said we have come together not as 
Demociats or as Republicans, but as 
citizens who desire economy in the city 
government. We come hole to bring about 
reform aud to place in nomination men 
pledged to an honest effort to carry out 
principles of economy. Mr. Child’s then 
called for nominations for a permanent 
chairman and Mr. E. L. Pickard nomi- 
nated Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, who was 
elected with applause. 

Mr. Hyde thanked tho convention for 
tho compliment paid him, and said that 
the large attendance reminded him of 
town meeting days. It was a new de- 
parture in municipal politics, as they did 
not meet as members of a party hut as 
citizens. Every caucus had been largely 
attended and there had been hut one 
purpose to choose delegates who would 
put men in office who would represent 
tho whole city, in whom the people had 
confidence, men of backbone, w ho would 
stand up for the right and go for the 
wrong wherever they found it. No 
better convention had met In the city 
for a long time, it represented tho big 
lax-payors, and all desire the best in- 
terests of tho city. No man present had 
any special candidate to favor, but all 
wanted the best men. 

A nomination for permanent secretary 
was then called for and A. L. Rand nomi- 
nated Bernard Early. 

Messrs. E. L. Pickard, Thomas Wes- 
ton, Jr., and A. L. Rand were appointed 
a committee on credentials and reported 
that all the delegations were full 

A WELL ARRANGED PROGRAM. 

Mr. J. W. Stover moved that the con- 
vention proceed to ballot for an aider- 
man from each ward, and Mr. Henry E. 
Cobb presented the name of Edwin O. 
Childs, as a man well known, a former 
city official, of an ability and knowledge 
of city affairs that would make him a 
useful member. Mr. Childs was nomina- 
ted by a hand vote. 

Mr. J. W. Stover nominated Council- 
man N. H. Chadwick for alderman from 
Ward 2 and he was unanimously chosen. 

Hon. Chas. Robinson, Jr., nominated 
Councilman (ieo. E. Dix for Alderman 
from Ward J, stating that he had served 
four years in the council, and was an 
old resident of the ward, in whom they 
had confidence. He was chosen uuani-, 
mously. 

Mr. E. L. Pickard nominated Mr. 
Frcdeiic Johnson, the present alderman 
, f roin Ward 4, who was greatly esteemed 
in his ward and had shown himself well 
fitted for its duties; chosen unanimously. 

Hon. Williard Marcy renominated 
Alderman Pottee of Ward 5, who needed 
no endorsement: chosen unanimously. 

Chairmau Hydo nominated Alderman 
Ward for Ward 0, who had been one of 
the most valuable men in the board; un- 
animous. 

Mr. I. T. Burr of Ward 7, said that un- 
fortunately his delegation could uot 
agree upon a candidate, the minority 
had selected Councilmau Tyler, aud the 
majority Councilman Kennedy. lie 
favored Mr. Tyler, who was an old resi- 
dent of the ward, and had filled the 
position of councilmau acceptably. 

Mr. Thomas Weston, Jr, said that he 
represented tho majority of tho delega- 
tion and nominated Mr. Kennedy, who 
had served faithfully aud acceptably in 
the Council and was well qualified. 

Mr. J. W. Stover said that as tho con- 
vention could not agree he would present 
still another name, that of Mr. Jesse 
C. Ivy; lie was a Democrat and would be 
the only representative of the Demo- 
cratic party on the board [shout# of 
laughter aud 'all pointed at Mr. Childs, the 
nominee from Ward 1] Mr. Stover apolo- 
gized to Mr. Childs and said that even 
two Democrats on the board would hardly 
bo a fair proportion. The only way to 
ignore parly lines was to divide the 
offices between the parties. Mr. Ivy 
was a lawyer of ability, had always taken 
a deep interest in municipal affairs, and 
would make an excellent official. He 
moved that the vote be taken by ballot. 
Mr. Weston said it was proposed to 
nominate Mr. Ivy to fill the vacancy in 
the council. 

The ballot was taken and Mr. Tyler 
received 25 votes, Mr. Kennedy 151, and 
Mr. Ivy 0. Mr. Tyler was declared the 
nominee. 

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Stover moved that tho vote he 
taken by show of bauds for members of 
tho school committee. 

THE SACRED SCHOOL BOARD. 

Hon. Chas. Robinson. Jr. said he 
would present the names of George A. 
Waltou and Fisher Ames, as members 
of the school committee from Ward 3. 
A good deal had been said pro aud con 
in regard to tho school hoard, hut it was 
time that offensive discussion should 
cease, aud the matter should not be car- 
ried into politics. All diseussiou was pre- 
judicial to the schools and the action ol 
the hoard should lie acquiesced in ami 
the school committee should feel that 
they are supported in whatever they do. 
Tho two members from Ward 3 hud 
taken opposite sides, but both men were 
equally honored and hud acted from the 
highest motives, lie did not wish to 
take any sides in the matter, the school 
committee had seen fit to make achauge, 
aud they ought to know moio about it 
thun any citizens. The quarrel should 
bo entirely healed up aud tho best way 
to do it was to re-elect all the members of 
the board and let it he understood that 
tho authority of the school board must 
be respected. 

Mr. Robinson's curious speech was 
enthusiastically applauded, especially 
by Messrs. Burton. Frost and Putney, 
members of the school board who were 
also delegates, aud who all voted for Mr. 
Walton. Mr. Ames was next nom- 
inated. 

HAS TIME TO GIVE. 

Mr. E. L. Pickard then ro-uoniinuted 
Rev. W. S. Smith, from his portiou of 
Ward 4, because lie had time to give to 
the duties of the position aud ought to 
he renominated.

GRACE CHURCH CONSECRATION 


BISHOP PADDOCK AND A LARGE NUMBER 
OF CLERGYMEN PRESENT. 


On Wednesday morning the service of 
Consecration, so long looked forward to, 
was held in Grace clinrch. A very large 
audience was present, including many of 
the ministers of the other churches in 
Newton. The service began at 11.45, the. 
visiting clergy marching in from the Par- 
ish House, followed liy Bishop Paddock, 
the latter reading the processional psalm. 
After the Bishop had Liken his seat with- 
in the chancel rail, the senior Warden, 
Mr. George a. Buncos, read I lie request 
to consecrate the clinrch, which was fol- 
lowed uy the bishop s exhortation and 
prayers. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn then read the sentence 
of consecration, which was followed by 
the Thanksgiving, ami the anthem. The 
opening portion of morning prayer was 
read by Kev. J. L. Ayer, grandson of the 
late Mr. J. L. Roberts of .Newtonville, 
one of the founders of the parish. Rev. 
11. A. Metcalf of Auhurndale, read the 
first lesson, Rev. W. G. Wells of Lower 
Falls, the second lesson, and Rev. C. P. 
Mills of Newtou Highlands, the Nicene 
creed and prayers. The visiting clergy 
included, besides those mentioned above, 
Kev. Philips Brooks, Prof. Lawrence of 
Cambridge, Rev. F. F. Fales of Waltham, 
Rev. N. G. Allen of Auhurndale, Rev. E. 
A. Rand of Watertown, Kev. J. F. Nich- 
ols of Boston, Rev. lloratio Gray, Rev. 
Dr. W. C. Winslow, Kev. Dr. Cooiidge, 
Rev. Dr. G. W. Porter, Rev. R. Kid tier, 
Kev. L. R. Stons, Rev. R. H. Howe, Kev. 
A. II. Wright, Rev. G. L. Prescott, Kev. 
Andrew Gray, Rev. C. J. Ketchum, and 
others. After the conclusion of morning 
prayer, the sermon was delivered by Kev. 
Phillips Brooks. 

TIIE WORK OF TIIE CHURCH. 

His text was the words “The Spirit and 
the Bride say Come,” and he began by 
calling attention to the picture presented 
by describing the cliurcn as the Bride of 
Christ, and the work that the church 
should do for mankind. The Bible iu its 
accounts of creation, presents a picture of 
man holding communication with God, 
and in Revelations the same picture is 
presented again. During the intervening 
portions there is more or less interrup- 
tion between man aud his Creator, lie 
hears the voice of G od, but he does not 
pay attention to it. When Jesus was here 
upon earth, the people in Jerusalem 
heard his voice, wherever lie went, and 
were affected directly by its influence. 
But the voice of Jesus is still saving 
“Come,” and its echo is heard in every 
heart. The meaning of the word is, that 
man belongs to God, who is calling him 
to his true home. When the shepherd calls 
his sheep, they lirst obey the voice of au- 
thority, but afterwards they recognize 
the delights of their own fold and follow- 
more gladly. So it is with man, he first 
responds to the call from compulsion, 
hut after, lie realizes that it is a voice 
from his true home. God wants the soul 
because it belongs to him. and his voice 
is heard from tiie other side of our sins, 
calling us, but the voice Is Tendered 
fainter by the sins, and the attractions of 
the world. The Bible ligures the future 
as a perfect union of man with God; man 
now struggles to answer the voice, he 
seeks forgiveness of his sins, and with 
growing surprise recognizes the pleasure 
and homelike feeling. Sorrows may come 
upon him, but he either finds consolation 
in God, or the feeling that He is on the 
other side of everything lightens his sor- 
row-, and this call of God keeps the soul 
from settliug down in its sins, makes it 
dissatisfied with its condition, and the 
greatest tragedy in life is to see this call 
dying out in men who for years have re- 
fused to listen to it, and growing old 
with no stirring of heart towards any- 
thing better or holier. 

The church is Christ's echo in the 
world, its duty is to simply utter the 
word of God, and to keep ever truth thes 
present that all men are God's men, not 
clinrch members only, but all: to fur- 
nish a help to lead them back to the 
home from which they have strayed. 
Our churches should feel more deeply 
the duty of hospitality, to seek out the 
strangers, the poor and the struggling 
and to give them a hearty welcome. 
The Christian should not turn to God 
simply to escape punishment for sin. 
but to obtain forgiveness, to put himself in 
harmony with the divine life, in tin- 
world we must expect tribulation and 
sorrow, hut victory comes at last. The 
church should try to keep a broad and 
spiritual sympathy for all men, and then 
its own dogmas will be illuminated with 
divine truth. 

This church of vours is rich and beau- 
tiful, hut you should not he satisfied 
with the merely sensuous pleasure from 
its beauty. Its beauty should awaken 
your minds to a desire for hotter living 
and a higher worship, and you to a liver- 
lier sympathy with the sacred truths 
tlmught in it. It should be made to con- 
vey message of God, that is the true 
function of church architecture. A 
church should not need to nave a label, 
but it should appeal to the voice of God 
in every heart, so that He may find His 
children. The church needs to he simple 
and beautiful, there is nothing gained by 
ugleness, hut it should teach one simple 
lesson, (of inspiring souls to worship. 
Let this church as in the oast echo the 
voice of God, and now that it has been 
consecrated, let there be a greater effort 
to have all things done here, so that 
souls may come to God. 

Tho audio uoe listened to the words as 
audiences always do libten to Rev. Phil- 
lips Brooks, and could not help feeling 
that they had heard an important mes- 
•age. 

The offerings of the day were for the 
mission of the church in this diocese. 

Kev. Dr. Shinn conducted the com- 
m union service, to which a large part of 
the congregation remained. 

The service was rendered especially at- 
tractive l>y the fine maimer in which the 
musieal part of the exercises w ere rend- 
ered by tiie double quartet, some of 
which was composed especially for the 
occasion. 

AFTER THE SERVICE, 


and found it struggling under a heayy 
debt Under his efforts, and by his en- 
couragement, the debt has now been 
lifted, and the result is one in Vhich lie 
can well feel a personal satisfaction. 
The church lias grown wonderfully un- 
der Ills charge. As will he seen by a 
brief history elsewhere, the parish house 
has been added, a large number of chari- 
table societies have been formed for par- 
ish and mission work, and in addition to 
his arduous labors in the church and par- 
ish. Dr. Bhinn is one of the busiest men 
in the city, and in the midst of his parish 
and other duties, ho has found time to 
write some valuable books, is a frequent 
contributor to the church papers, and 
does an amount of work that would be 
impossible to any but a very industrious 
man. Grace church is very fortunate 
in its rector, and it is gratifying to know 
that his people appreciate him. 

At the reception, there were some 
brief exercises, Mr. Gardner P. Gates 
reading an original poem, written in his 
usual happy >ien, and full of bright hits 
and witty sayings in regard to the church 
debt. As it was written solely for the 
occasion, Mr. Gates could not be prevail- 
ed upon to give it for publication. An- 
other original poem on the subject of St. 
Andrew’s Day, the day of the consecra- 
tion of tiie church, was read by Miss S. 
Louise Shelton, which she was prevailed 
upon to publish, ahd it is given below.

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THE CAUCUSES. 


A LARGE SI’MBKK IN ALL THE WARDS. 


Sucli a largo attendance at caucuses 
was never known in Newton, the citizens 
turning out generally in all the wards, 
and considerable interest being mani- 
fested. 

IN WARP ONE 

the citizens met. in Armory Hall. Mr. 
Ilcnry E. Cobb was chosen chairman and 
Mr. John Hahn secretary. It was voted 
to adopt the recommendation of the com- 
mittees, and have the delegation to the 
city convention divided between the two 
parties. Messrs. II. H. Powell and A. W. 
Rice were nominated for councilman. 
Mr. Bruce R. Ware made a brief speech, in 
which he alluded to the necessity of call- 
ing a halt in city expenditures, and having 
a government that would be more eco- 
nomical. The following list of delegates 
was elected: Henry E. Cobb, E. W. Con- 
verse, C. B. Coffin, John C. Potter, E. O. 
Childs, Chester II. Graves and E. J. 
Burke. 

WARD TWO. 

In Ward Two the attendance was large, 
some 200 hundred gentlemen taking part 
in the proceedings. The caucus chose as 
its chairman and secretary, Mr. J. W. 
Stover and Mr. John A. Fenno. The in- 
terest centered in the recommendation of 
a candidate for alderman from this ward. 
Mr. Henry K. Boss's friends had been 
active in his behalf, while opposed to 
him as candidates were Messrs. E. W. 
lied path and X. H. Chadwick, at present 
representatives of the ward in tho com- 
mon council. 

Mr. Pierce suggested that the voting be 
bv means of a marking list, and that a 
check list be used, the gentlemen receiv- 
ing a majority of the votes to be con- 
sidered the preference of the caucus for 
alderman. This suggestion was followed, 
Mr. iiedpatli receiving the largest num- 
ber of votes, Mr. Chadwick the second 
and Mr. Ross the smallest number. None 
of the candidates, however, received a 
majority and a second vote was necessary. 
Before it was taken Mr. D. C. Heath said 
that he had been requested by Mr. Red- 
patli to withdraw his name in case 31 r. 
Chadwick was a candidate. Mr. Red- 
path's withdrawal narrowed the contest 
to Messrs. Chadwick and Ross, the result 
of the second ballot being a victory for 
the friends of Mr. Chadwick, who thus 
became the nominee of the caucus. 

Messrs. Kedpatli, T. C. Nickerson, J. 
A. Fenno, C. P. Harkins, C. L>. Cabot, II. 
R. Thompson and E. W. Bailey were put 
in nomination for councilmen. The de- 
cision reached by a show of hands was in 
favor of Messrs. Kedpath and Fenno. It 
was voted that, in case of either of the 
nominees declining to run, the gentlemen 
having the next largest number of votes. 
T. C. Nickerson, should become the 
nominee. 

On motion of Mr. Austin 11. Mitchell a 
committee of seven was appointed to 
nominate delegates to the convention. 
The committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Mitchell, Pierce, Parker, Hollins, Ander- 
son, Dunn and If. F. Ross, nominated the 
following delegation, which was elected 
by the caucus: J. W. Stover, P. C. 
Bridgliam, James Dunn, B. S. Grant, D. 
C. Heath, Charles E. Adams, Otis E. 
Hunt. 

WARD THREE. 

The meeting in this ward called to- 
gether about 225 citizens, who oruanized 
with Mr. W. E. Sheldon as chairman, 
and Mr. C. W. Shepard as secretary. 

Mr. James T. Alien moved that A. J. 
Fiske be elected by acclamation one of 
the candidates for the council. To this 
Mr. Thomas Drew objected and Mr. Al- 
len withdrew' bis motion on request of 
Mr. E. A. Paddock who proposed that 
the old method of nominations from the 
Hour be followed. Mr. Paddock’s mo- 
tion prevailed. A large number of 
names were mentioned, but many de- 
clined to have their names used; among 
them being Councilman Dix, who said 
that he had served lour years which was 
long enough. II. H. Hunt received 105 
votes, A. J. Fiske 108, Lawrence Bond 
04, S. E. Howard 50, X. C. Pike 44 and 
G. G. Elder 38. Messrs. Hunt and Fiske 
were declared the nomiuees, hut Mr. 
Hunt positively declined, and Mr. Bond, 
who stood next on the list, was substitu- 
ted. 

Seven delegates to the convention were 
next chosen in the same way as the nomi- 
nees lor the council, that is, by a show of 
hands. As the name of each candidate 
was proposed he was subjected to a 
catechising as to liis preference for may- 
or and scliool committee. Mr. L. G. 
Pratt was the first gentleman named, hut 
so unanimous was the trust reposed in 
him that no one asked him auy questions 
whatever. The questions put to the can- 
didates was whether or not they favored 
the re-electiou of Mayor Kimball. Of 
the seven elected, two, Messrs. Humphrey j 
and Lawrence, are in favor of Mr. Kim- 
ball’s re-noininatiou. Three of the dele- 
gates are Republicans, two are Demo- 
crats and two are Independents. The 
question of the alderman from this ward 
was not touched upon and the delegates 
were not instructed in any way. The 
list of delegates is as follows: 

Lucius Pratt, T. B. Fite, F. E. 
Crockett, Wm. F. Lawrence, F. H. 
Humphrey, Lawrence Bund, Chas. Rob- 
inson. 

‘WARD FOUR. 

The largest and most representative 
caucus ever held in this ward assembled 
in Auburn Hall. Mr. K. B. Haskell was 
chuseu chairman, and Messrs. Bernard 
Early and R. L. Bridgman secretaries. 
Mr. K. L. Pickard read a note from 
Councilman T. W. Gore, declining a re- 
election, hut Mr. Pickard said that pos- 
sibly Mr. Gore would eel compelled to 
accept a unanimous nomination and ac- 
cordingly it was given to him. As it was 
understood that Councilman Moody 
did not wish to ho returned, Mr. 
Bernard Early was nominated as 
the other member of the Coun- 
cil hut he decliued positively, say 
ing that the position would he such an 
important one iu the next Council that ! 
it ought to he tilled by an abler man. 
Councilman E. E. Moody was then re- I 
nominated. 

Mr. Pickard said that lie hoped the I 
arrangement made hy the committees 
w ould he carried out in electing delegates 
to the convention. Fifteen names were 
proposed, the seven receiving the highest 
number of votes to he tlu* delegates. 
These were: W. B. Atherton, E. L. Pick- 
ard, E. B. Haskell, B. Early, 0. \V. 
Robinson, C. C. Burr, and C. 11. Johnson, 
Mr. MoVicar raised tiie point that this 
was not carrying out the recommenda- 
tion or the committees. Ex-Mayor Fowle 
replied that he had voted for the best 
nun without regard to tlieir politics. 
Alter further remarks hy Messrs. Mc- 
Viear, Fowle, Fiske, Pickard, Early, and 
Dolan, it was voted to let the list slaml 
just as it was, and the causus adjourned. 

WARD FIVE. 

There was a large attendance at the 
caucus, principally from the Highlands, 


ns the Upper Fulls voters did not like the 
idea of municipal reform caucuses. E. 
J. Williams was chosen chairman and W. 
T. Log an, secretary. Frank J. Hale and 
Elliott J. 11 vde were nominated for com- 
mon councilmen, and the delegates were 
instructed to vote for Alderman Pcttoe 
for Alderman. Tho delegates to tho 
convention are Willard Marry, Amos 
Hale. Levi C. Wade, A. B. Putney, W. 
C. Frost, E. G. Pond and David Bates. 

WARD SIX. 

A. L. Rand was chosen chairman of 
the largely attended caucus and Mr. 
Perrin secretary. The present represen- 
tatives in the common council, Homan 
M. Burr and H. H. Read, received a 
unanimous renomination. These were 
chosen as delegates to the convention: 
J. F. C. Hyde, (4. F. Richardson, Samuel 
Jackson, A. L. Rand, C. C. Barton, E. 
H. Mason, Aldon Spoare. Xo instruc- 
tions were given. 

WARD SEVEN. 

Konantum Hall was tilled with citizens 
when the caucus was called to order, 
some 200 being present. Hon. Thomas 
Weston, Jr. was chosen chairman and 
Mr. G. T. CoppiiiB secretary. On motion 
of Ex-Mayor Ellison Councilmen Tyler 
and Kennedy were nominated by ac- 
clamation. 

Ex- Alderman Powers said that tho 
large attendance showed that there was 
an important issue before the caucus. 
Two ballots had been prepared contain- 
ing listsjof delegates; he hold one ballot, 
which contained the names of Geo. B. 
Jones, S. A. D. Sheppard, James W. 
French, James Maoomber, Wm. J. Fol- 
lett, Arthur C. Mudgc, and Henry 
Brooks. They were all good men and 
personally known to tho members of tho 
caucus. These gentlemen would vote 
for tho best man for mayor, including 
Mr. Farquhar, and tho other ballot con- 
tained the names of men pledged to vote 
against him. Such an issue was unpre- 
cedented and ought not to he raised 
against one of the citizens of this ward. 
Xo man was less under obligations to 
Mr. Farquhar than himself, hut he did 
not believe in carrying over the animosi- 
ties of one campaign into the next. Mr. 
John S. Farlow’s name had been mention- 
ed for Mayor, hut if he will not take the 
office tho delegates were at liberty to 
vote for the next best man including Mr. 
Mr. Farquhar. There was no man on 
the list who could he called a politician 
and he hoped that the caucus would not 
vote for delegates who would shut out 
from a chance of nomination a citizen of 
their own ward. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich said that he was 
sorry Mr- Powers did not report the case 
fairly. The opposition ticket, as he 
called it. was pledged to no one, either 
for or against. It would not do to im- 
pute any unfairness to such men. They 
were not selected to oppose Mr. Fai- 
quhar, or anyone else; they were men 
in whom such confidence was felt, that 
it was considered safe to send them ab- 
solutely unpledged. The ticket that 
contained the’ names of Isaac T. Burr, 
Geo. S. Bullens, Thomas Weston, Jr. 
Geo. T. Coppins, John (’. Chaffin, Wm. 
H. Emery, and M. V. B. Paine, spoke for 
itself. 

Mr. Burr said that ho was surprised 
at the remarks that had been made. He 
certainly was not pledged to exclude any 
one and he did not think his associates 
were. 

The vote was then taken, the check 
list being used, and the ticket headed 
hy Mr. Burr received 120 votes, to 00 for 
that headed by Mr. Jones. 

Mr. Wm. C. Bates then presented a 
petition signed hy a large number of 
ladies, and recommending that Rev. F. 
B. Ilornbrooke he nominated as member 
of the school board, in place of Mr. 
Weed, whose term expires this year. 

Mr. E. W. Gay said that it was not 
right to overlook the services of Mr. 
Weed, who had served the city faithfully 
and he moved that Mr. Weed’s name ho 
substitute i. 

Mr. Bates said that he was willing to 
discuss the question on its merits, if Mr. 
Gay desired, but Mr. Weed had served 
several years, his time was out, and there 
was no* discourtesy in not re-electing 
him. The school hoard needed now 
blood. 

Mr. Gay said that an attempt was being 
made to punish the members who had 
voted againist tho retention of Mr. Cutler, 
and he hoped it would not succeed. It 
was said that wo wanted men of inde- 
pendent character in the city govern- 
ment, and Mr. Weed had shown his in- 
dependence in voting ns he did. 

Mr. C. E. Whitmore said that some 
attention ought to be paid to the wishes 
of the mothers of the city; they know 
more about the schools than the fathers, 
and the school hoard had shown that it 
had no regard for the wishes of the 
citizens. Ho was iu favor of Mr. Horn- 
brooke. 

A vote was then taken and Mr. Weed 
received four votes, to some 180 for Rev. 
Mr. Ilornbrooke. Evidently public senti- 
ment it*. ward seven is not with the 
majority of the school board.

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THE APPROPRIATIONS PASSED. 

BOTH BRANCHES OF THE CITY GOVERN 
MKNT IN SESSION. 


Both branches of tho city ffovcrnmont 
mot on Monday evening to discuss the 
appropriations for the coming year. All 
of tho aldermen wero present and all of 
tho common council except Councilman 
Kennedy. 

In the hoard of Aldermen, Mayor Kirn- 
hall submitted a message, stating that by 
tho public statutes tho amount to be ap- 
pripriated for tho water sinking fund 
was limited in any one year to $20,000, 
and therefore the appropriation of $22,- 
000 for that purposo was illegal. On mo- 
tion of Alderman Grant tho extra $2,000 
was stricken out. 

The board then took up the list of ap- 
propriations in detail. The ilrst item to 
cause any discussion was tho salary of 
the chief engineer of the fire department, 
■which the common council had increased 
from $1,500 to $1,000. 

Alderman Pettee said that a petition 
had been received from tho firemen that 
their pay which had been cut down in 
1870, should bo restored to its original 
figure, and ho called upon Chief Bixby 
for particulars. 

■Chief Bixby said that ho was willing to 
forego any increase to his salary if that 
of tho engineers and drivers was 
croased. The council had passed an or- 
der that they be uniformed, and this cost 
them from $50 to $00 a year extra. The 
precedent had been established in tho 
police department of allowing an extra 
$100 for new uniform, and if it was fair 
in one department it was in another. 
Tho mon had been cut down $100 in 1870, 
and four years ago half of this decreaso 
had been restored. Their salary now 
was below that of firemen in other cities 
of tho size of Newton. In reply to Alder- 
man Ward, ho stated that in Brookline 
and some small towns, the firemen did 
other work, but there tho fires only aver- 
aged five or six a year, while in Newton 
they averaged two or three a week, and 
such a plan had been tried hero and 
found impracticable. Tho men could not 
work in two positions successfully. 

Tho board then concurred with the 
other branch in raising the salary of the 
•chief $100 and tho salary of the assistant 
a like sum. Tho board also concurred in 
adding $50 to tho salaries of three engi- 
neers of steamers and soveu drivers. 

THE BRIDGES. 

In regard to tho appropriation of $25,- 
000 for new bridges at Lower Falls and 
JEtna Mills, Mayor Kimball stated that 
he had had the city engineer look over 
the two bridges, as to tlio possibility of 
putting them in thorough repair, and 
the probable cost, and in accordance 
with his report, he submitted the follow- 
ing message: 

To the City Council,— 

Herewith I respectfully 
submit the estimates of the City Engi- 
neer, prepared at my request, of the cost 
of repairing the two bridges for tho sum 
of six thousand dollars, instead of building 
two new bridges, as contemplated in the 
appropriation bill at an expense of $25,- 
000. Considering the necessity for econ- 
omy, I recommend that the bridges be 
thoroughly repaired instead of building 
now bridges. 

Alderman Nickerson said that he was 
in favor of leaving the matter to another 
highway committee. It was a question 
with him whether they could be repaired 
•economically. 

Alderman Petteo said bo was in favor 
of tho Mayor’s recommendation. If the 
•bridges could bo repaired fora small sum 
it was much bettor to do so than to 
build expensive now bridges, especially 
mow that economy had become the fash- 
ionable cry. 

Mayor Kimball said that the bridges 
hau ween reported unsafe by one of the 
Highway surveyors in the other branch, 
and he did not think the city could afford 
to take tho risk of leaving them in that 
condition. 

Alderman Nickerson moved to non- 
concur and strike out the $25,000 for new 
bridges, which was done. After similar 
action by tho common council tho board 
-voted $0,000 for the thorough repair of 
the two bridges, it being stated by the 
city engineer that the expenditure of 
that sum would put them in good condi- 
tion for tho next five years or more. 

THE FREE LIBRARY. 

Alderman Petteo said that he sup- 
posed that there was no way but to 
grant the increase asked for by tho trus- 
tees of the library, as they stated that it 
was made necessary by tho increased de- 
mand for books, and it was passed. 

Alderman Grant said that tho finance 
committee had considered the salary of 
tho city almoner, and decided that $1,000 
was as low as they ought to ask any man 
to work; $700 was altogether too small, 
and he moved to non-concur with tho 
•001111011 and make the salary $1,000; the 
•motion passed. 

OUR COHTI.Y SCHOOL SYSTEM. 
Alderman Johnson asked if there was 
mo way to cut down tho extravagant ap- 
propriation for schools. The school 
•board asked for a largo increase every 
year, and there was no limit apparently. 

Alderman Grant said that the finance 
committee had had to accept tho esti- 
mates of the school board, and the 
only reduction they could make was to 
take out the amount of (he dog tax, 
which they did. Alderman Pettee said 
that tho school committee now ask for 
$120,000, and they evidently had no in- 
tention of reducing their demands. They 
now want over one-firth of the total tax 
levy, and it amounts to a tax of some- 
thing over $5.50 on a thousand. Tho mat- 
ter of education is becoming a great bur- 
den to our people, and will become more 
so unless a different system is intro- 
duced. If the amount keeps on increas- 
ing as it bus done the past four year, 
cither the taxes or the valuation will 
have to bo largely increased. The gen- 
eral appropriation of $105,000, the school 
committee asked for $107,500, was then 
voted. 

In regard to tho appropriation of $11,- 
750 for school incidentals, Alderman 
Pettee said that some portiou of it should 
be set aside for the conveyance of pu- 
pils from NVurds 4 and 0, as hud been 
done for the past 20 years. When the 
proposition to have two high schools in 
t he city was given up, there was a tacit 
agrocmeut that uu appropriation should 
he made for the « onveyauce of tho pupils 
on this side ot the city, so us to place 
them on an equality with the pupils on 
the other side. The parents in Upper 
Falls had to pay as much, or mo B, than 
those in Newton Corner or Auburndalo, 


and tho city appropriation was given to 
equalize matters. In $120,000 of expen- 
ditures, the school hoard would hardly 
miss the $500, which he moved should he 
set ap&ft tor tiiu conveyance of pupil*. 

Alderman Grant said that the school 
board bad no right to sot apart any sum 
for conveyance of pupils, unless it was 
so stated in the appropriation. 

Alderman Ward ankod how tho school 
hoard could then appropriate money to 
convey pupils from Oak Hill to the Ma- 
son school at. Nowton Centre. 

Alderman Grant mwved to make tho 
sum $250, which ho said would last, until 
the Eliot station was finished, and his 
motion prevailed. 

THE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 

Alderman Ward asked that $5,000 be 
appropriated for the sewerage commit- 
tee, so that they could make surveys and 
determine where it was best to locate 
sewers and provide plans. If anything 
was to be done the coming year, it was 
very important that careful surveys 
should first, bo made, and estimates ob- 
tained. The people in many parts of the 
eity wero in urgent need of relief. 

Alderman Harwood said that the 
sewerage question was one of the most 
important ones before the city, and in 
many places in Ward Seven, tfie people 
were suffering from the lack of some 
method of disposing of this sewage. 
The money was needed there as much as 
in any other department of the city. 

Alderman Grant said that it was a very 
large question, and could not be decided 
in any fifteen minute discussion. It 
would bo better to postpone it to some 
evening when the board would have 
more time for discussion. He therefore 
moved to lay it on the table for the 
present. 

MORSF. FIELD DRAINAGE. 

Mayor Kimball read a message, recom- 
mending that $150 be expended in build- 
ing a drain from the corner of Boyd and 
Jewett streets to take off the surface 
water. The work could bo done at once 
and would give the people of that section 
some relief where it was most urgently 
needed. An order was passed appropri- 
ating the money, and charging it to tho 
appropriation for drains and culverts. 

The board then concurred in the other 
changes made by the lower branch in the 
appropriation bill and it was sent down. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

The appropriation for the payment of 
$245 to Amasa Crafts, increased by the 
lower branch to $279.99, came up and 
the aldermen voted to adhere, and it was 
sent down. The common council also 
voted to adhere, and Aldermen Ward 
stated that ho had seen Mr. Crafts, and 
that the latter had said that if the city 
would give him a quitclaim deed of the 
land, he would not ask for any payment. 
Mr. .1. F. C. Hyde had looked into the 
matter and had said that the city had no 
title to the land. It might be a good 
plan to settle in this way with Mr. Crafts. 
The Boston & Albany was reported to 
be willing to pay $5(M) for a part of the 
land, but they supposed that it included 
a lot belonging to another party. 

Alderman Pettee moved to recede and 
concur with the lower branch. 

Alderman Johnson said that if the 
hoard was right at first it was right now; 
he did not believe in 10 per cent interest. 
If Mr. Crafts could sell the whole of his 
land for $500 he would not he willing to 
let the city have it for $279.00. The 
board adhered to its former action, a 
committee of conference was appointed 
by botli branches, but after a prolonged 
session they were unable to agree, and 
the matter was postponed. 

A petition was received fora fire alarm 
signal of the Rogers system, at the 
corner of Kenilworth and Ivanhoe 
streets; referred. 

Alderman Grant gave notice that tho 
public property committee would ask be- 
fore the end of the year for $8,000 for the 
now school house at Tliompsonville, for 
which the school board had been so 
clamorous. They had received proposals 
for the building, and it would cost about 
$ 8 , 000 . 

Alderman Nickerson read a petition for 
the laying out of a now street from 
Chestnut street, to be known as Putnam 
street, stating that the street has been 
properly laid out and constructed. 

An order was passed for the laying out 
of Putnam street from Temple street, 
and Dee. Otli appointed for a hearing be- 
fore the board of aldermen and Dec. 12th 
for a hearing before tho common council, 
in both cases at 8 p. m. 

Two hundred dollars was appropriated 
for tho construction of a eaten basin on 
Park Place, Ward Two, and $000 for a 
drain on Centre street, from the residence 
of E. W. Converse to Fairmount avenue, 
both to be charged to the appropriation 
for drains and culverts. 

Alderman Grant reported in regard to 
tho gift of Hon. John C. Park of refer- 
ence books and engravings for the 
judge’s room, accepting tho gifts and 
conveying tho thanks of the city govern- 
ment therefor. Tho city clerk was direct- 
ed to convey to Judge Park a copy of tho 
resolution. 

James Clancy was granted a license to 
move a building from Washington street, 
Ward Three, to River street. 

Alderman Grant reported in regard to 
tho public bath house, that the cost of 
constructing the building would bo $1200, 
and that it would be cared for at an 
annual expense of $450. The most suit- 
able location was on Bullough’s Pond, 
ami one of tho owners of land there 
would give permission for tho use of his 
land. 

Alderman Grant reported that an agree- 
ment had been reached by'tho Nowton 
Electric Light and Power Company and 
Matthew Burns, whereby the latter was 
relieved of cause of complaint, ami ac- 
cordingly the petition of the company 
for an increase of power was granted. 

'J he common council having concurred 
in all the items of the appropriation bill, 
it was adopted by a yea and nay vote. 
The total is $505,750, it reduction of some 
$25,000 from the recommendation of the 
finance committee. The board at 11.45 

adjourned* 


The Common Council. 

In the common council after business 
from the other branch bad been adopted 
in concurrence, a conference committee 
consisting of Messrs. Re ipath, Tyler and 
Burr was appointed to meet Aldermen 
Ward ami Pettee in regard to the Crafts 
mattor and after a lengthy discussion 
they reported that they were unable 
to agree. 

The committee on printing was author- 
ized to contract for the printing of tho 
city documents for 1887, and the school 
board was requested to have their an- 
nual report included. 

When tlio order strikiug out tho $25,- 
000. for new bridges, ami appropriating 
$0,000 for tho thorough repair of tho 
old ones, came down, Couueiliuuu ('hud- 
wick said that he did not believe in any 
temporary repairs, as it was only throw- 
ing away money. 


Councilman Rcdpnth suggested that 
the whole matter ho referred to next 
year’s committee. 

Couucilman Moody said that the bridge 
at Lower Falls was unsafe, and it should 
he repaired in a substantial manner, or a 
now biidgo should ho built. A good 
deal had been said in favor of reform in 
his part, of the city as well as in the rest 
of Newton, and puttimr the bridge in 
thorough repair for such a small sum, 
instead of going to the expense of a new 
bridge just at tins time, would he a 
move in that direction, especially as the 
selectmen of Wellesley, according to 
statements that had been made, had no 
intention of helping to build a new 
bridge at present. It was better to have 
the bridge repaired, than to have noth- 
ing done, which seemed tho only alterna- 
tive. If tho nexteity government deem it 
advisable, they can add to this amount a 
sufficient sum to build anew bridge. 

Councilman Burr said that if tho 
bridges could bo repaired in a substantial 
manner for 20 per cent of the cost of now 
ones, ho would favor it, and asked tho 
city engineer as to the possibility of 
repairing thorn. 

Mr. Noyes said that ho had examined 
both bridges carefully, and thought that 
they could be repaired so as to last ns 
long as now structures of the same kind, 
which would bn for fivo or more years. 
Planking lasted about three years, and 
timbers about 10. 

Councilman Burr said it was not dign 
fled nor fitting that a city like Newton 
should allow unsafe bridges to remain; 
they should bo made safe, whether by 
repairs or by building now ones. 

Co in oilman Chadwick said it was not 
a time or any temporary work. There 
was a great deal said about economy, 
hut it was all bccauso an election was 
approaching; after election nothing 
would be heard of any demands lor re- 
ducing taxes, and the council should 
act on that principle. 

Councilman Powell agreed with tho 
last speaker and said that a permanent 
structure should be built if anything 
was done. 

Councilman Moody said it was extre- 
mely doubtful if the Wellesley selectmen 
would agree to build a new bridge the 
coming year, but ho thought there was 
no doubt of tlieir being willing to expend 
a moderate sum in making thorough 
repairs. 

On motion of Councilman Burr the 
action of the Aldcrnion was concurred 
in, tho $25,000 for new bridges was 
struck out and $0,000 for repairs inserted. 

Tho order taking $250 from the school 
incidentals for the conveyance of pupils, 
gave rise to a long discussion, It being 
opposed by Couucilmen Tyler, Dix and 
Powell, and advocated by Councilman 
Bilbngs, Redpatli and others, but at the 
end Councilman Tyler said that he 
would give way, as it might be a hard- 
ship on the pupils at present, and as 
there seemed to be so much fueling in 
regard to the matter. This was the last 
item of disagreement and after concur- 
ring, the board adjourned.

THE GREAT REFORM VICTORY. 


The general dissatisfaction at the 
action of the Reform convention in re- 
gard to the school board should not 
cause pooplo to ovorlook what they did 
that was really praiseworthy. After all 
the great flourish of trumpets over re- 
form and economy, the convention, com- 
posed, as the chairman proudly an- 
nounced, of our biggest tax-Dayers, went 
to work and renominated three out of 
the seven present members of the board 
of aldermen, and would probably have 
renominated the remainder if they had 
been willing to accept. The four 
vacancies thus left, they filled by pro- 
moting three members from the Common 
Council, so that the net reform pro- 
duced was one alderman. Mr. Childs 
will have a heavy burden upon his 
shoulders the coming year, as upon him 
alone will rest the burden of introducing 
all the much talked of economy and re- 
form. If Alderman Ilollis had consented 
to accept, the whole reform accomplished 
by the convention would have consisted 
in nominating a candidate for mayor who 
refused to accept the nomination. 

The task of accomplishing all this in 
the cause of reform and economy was so 
burdensome, that the convention had to 
take an adjournment, when, having found 
a candidate for mfiyor, they will proceed 
to construct a platform for hi in to stand 
on. The renomi nations of course mean 
that those gentlemen are all right, they 
have only to follow the same course they 
have in the past, and the platform will 
be solely for the guidance of the new 
alderman and the mayor. 

In the common council the cause of re- 
form will flourish also, in the shape of 
seven out of the fourteen councilmen, 
live of whom were chosen because the 
old members refused a renomination, and 
two because of the promotion of the 
former members to the upper branch. 

A great victory has certainly been won 
for Reform, and the members of the con- 
vention deserve the congratulations of 
their friends and neighbors for their 
brilliant success! It was only accom- 
plished by good solid work, ami if the 
appropriations were not all exhausted, 
except that for drains and culverts, the 
city council ought to vote each member 
a medal, as was done to the members of 
the old guard at Chicago. 

Seriously, however, is not the city 
government of Newton to he congratu- 
lated, when after a Reform campaign and 
the most searching criticism, so little 
fault can be found with the city council 
that all its members who desired it are 
given a renomination. They have been 
censured right and left for spending so 
much money, and then consoled by being 
given a renotnination, and told not to do 
it again. While the convention is about 
it, it ought to renominate Mayor Kim- 
ball for the sake of “harmony” and be- 
cause ho has been “criticized,” and on 
accuuut of “the principle of maintaining 
respect for authority,” and probably just 
as much progress would he made towards 
reform as under any other man that could 
be nominated. As has been said many 
times, the mayor of our city has very 
little to do with the expenditure of 
money. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD QUESTION. 

The action of the Reform convention 
in regard to Ward Seven’s candidate for 
the school board was an instance of al- 
most u n parallelled discourtesy. That res- 
pectable gentlemen should he willing to 
lend themselves to a movement to force 
an undcsired candidate upon a ward 
lias uullcd forth much unflattering com- 
ment, and it is something which they 
will regret, we believe, in cooler mo- 
ments. 

We have nothing to say against Mr. 
Weed personally, but bis ward caucus, 
composed of a majority of its voters, said 
explicitly, and by a vote of 4 to 180 that 
they did not want him. After this there 
is only one thing tor a gentleman who res- 
pects himself to do. and that is to retire* 
To accept a nomination under such condi- 
tions is something which few men would 
be willing to do. 

The speakers at tlio convention, who 
had met to defeat the nomination of a 


city official w horn tln\v have been criti- 
cizing more or loss severely, rather in- 
consistently advanced Ihe imminent that | 
when a city official (meaning a member 
of fho school committee) is adversely 
criticized, he must be re-elected, in order 
to maintain a proper respect for authori- 
ty, and they gravely announced it a prin- 
ciple that, members of the school board 
must be bold sacred from adverse criti- 
cism. They also announced that all tlio 
members must, bo returned, for the snko 
of harmony, and showed their determi- 
nation to fight for it by clubbing Ward 7, 
thus interfering in n ward matter with 
which they had no concern, and foisting 
an undesired candidate upon the voters 
of a ward. Perhaps the speakers wero 
not so much to bo blamed, however, they 
had to carry out the demands of a caucus 
held at the office of a member of the 
school board. 

Although the members of the school 
board are above criticism, we should like 
to ask, with all due reverence, whether it 
was in good taste for Mr. C. C. Barton, 
the leader of the majority of the school 
board, and for Messrs Frost and Putney 
— two other members of the majority, to 
take an active partin a convention, when 
their own acts wero to be in a measure 
passed upon? Most men would have 
lacked the moral courage, we will call it, 
for such a proceeding, hut as was intima- 
ted at« I be meeting, mombers of the 
school board are not amenable to ordi- 
nary rules. 

Weshouldal8oliketoa.sk, if it is not 
impertiment, why one or more of these 
gentlemen refrained from voting for Mr. 
Fisher Ames, although thay seemed to 
have no conscientious scruples against 
voting for any of the other candidates? 
It was to be ’expected, of course, that 
they would be among the most enthusi- 
astic listeners to the unique sentiments 
that were put forth. 

Another thing, this was a “Reform” 
convention, supposed to bo actuated only 
by sincere desire for economy and ro- 
form, lower taxes, and to be thorough- 
going non-partisans, and so on. Yet in 
spite of these pretensions they vote to 
return men who have aided to make 
their department not only tlio most ex- 
travagant one in the city, but iu all New 
England, and whose demands upon the 
city increase at an alarming ratio every 
year. If economy is needed anywhere, it 
is needed iu our school department, and 
it is also the most difficult one to con- 
trol. The city council can bo changed at 
every election, but it is different with the 
school board, who have shown them- 
selves regardless of public sentiment. 
The schools cost now about $120,000 a 
year, and the new buildings and repairs 
would bring the sum to nearly $150,000, 
one fourth of the whole appropriation of 
t lio city. For this reason alone it is time 
that new members were put upon the 
school board, who will put a stop to ex- 
tiavagance. No matter who is elected 
Mayor, he has no control over school 
board expenses. 


A COMMON SENSE REMEDY. 


There is no question that a reform is 
needed in our city government, but the 
necessity for it is evidently not felt yet 
so strongly as to lead to any honest 
efforts to obtain it. The so-called Reform 
convention of Wednesday, turned out to 
be merely an effort to have a change in 
the office of mayor, regardless of 
the fact chat under the present city 
charter the mayor is merely a figure- 
head, with no vote in any committee, no 
real authority over any if the depart- 
ments, and with very little responsibility. 
He can interpose a veto, it is true, when 
the appropriations are brought in, and 
he can use his influence, but he can not 
prevent any committee from spending 
money iu any way they desire. 

! If the mayor really had the power that 
that official has in other cities, it might 
make a great difference who held that 
office, but when our city charter was 
framed, there seemed to be a feeling of 
distrust of mayors, and he was given as 
little power and responsibility as possi- 
ble. The present system does not work 
satisfactorily, it is evident enough; there 
is no man who can be lifeld responsible, 
the power is so divided up between the 
members of tlio various committees. 

It is of course impossible to amend the 
charter at once, hut a correspondent 
points out how certain much needed re- 
forms could be easily brought about, if 
the next city government desire. His 
1 suggestions are worthy of careful study, 
and if heeded they will save the city 
much expense, as well as introduce a 
more systematic sud business like method 
of transacting the city’s business. A 11 
excellent board of aldermen bus been 
nominated, even if all but 0110 are 
old members. Aldermen Johnson, Ward, 
and Puttee have proved their efficiency 
and worth; Councilmen Chadwick, Dix 
and Tyler are all business men, who give 
the same care to the city’s business that 
j tiiey do to their own, and Mr. Childs has 
i enough independence and ability to equip 
suverul aldermen. The board cun do a 
I great deal towards reform if they feel 
j that the people demand it. 


THE RETIRING ALDERMEN. 

1 The retiring aldermen will deprive the 
city council of some of its most valuable 
1 members. Alderman Hollis has brought 
| about much needed changes in the street 
light department, and could always be 
depended upon for intelligent action on 
any question that came up. It was with 
great regret that his determination to* 
refuse a reuomiuatiou was heard. Aider- 
man Grant was one of t lie best business 
men on the board, and bis acuteness 
and keen insight could always be relied 
upon when knotty questions came up. 
On the finance committee his services 
were invaluable. Alderman Nickerson 
ns chairman of the street committee hud 
probably (lie most laborious and difficult 
position to fill in the eity council, but 


ho was alw nyson hand at the meetings, 
and ho managed that department ns well 
ns any man could have done, as the com- 
mittee is now mado up, and when pro- 
perty owner* all over the city were de- 
manding that their streets should re- 
ceive attention. Some of the men who 
are now calling most loudly for economy 
wero the most clamorous for improve- 
ments on thoir streets. Mr. Nickerson 
has a right to enjoy his well earned 
leisure. 


OUR COSTLY SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


The last report of the State Board 
of Education gives some interesting 
statistics regarding the public schools 
of tlio state. From this it appears 
that Newton heads the list as regards 
school expenses. For each child of 
school ago Newton expended for the 
year the report was made out, 1885-80, 
$28.71, or a total of $108,091.45. No 
other city or town in tho state came 
within $1.04 of the nmount. 

A list. haR been made up of the larger 
cities and towns, showing tho sum ex- 
pended for pupil, the total appropriation 
and tho number of pupils, ■which is 
worthy of careful study by all wlio do 
not believe in extravagant expenditures.

that our 


school system costs more than that of 
other cities with nearly double our num- 
ber of pupils, while it is double or more 
that of cities which have about the same 
number of pupils to educate. 

It should be remembered that the 
school appropriation this year is some 
$14,000 more than that of two years ago, 
and that it does not include tho cost of 
new school houses, repair of buildings, 
and many other items, which would bring 
tlio total up to a formidable sum. 

The school expenses increase every 
year and many people are beginning to 
inquire if it is not time some economy 
should be introduced into our school 
system, as well as into other depart- 
ments of the city. They are also asking 
why it is that Newton schools cost so 
much more than those of any other ejty 
in tho state, and if they are so much hot- 
ter than the schools of Springfield, 
Worcester, Quincy, Lowell, Lynn, or any 
other cities, that we are justified in ex- 
pending so much more than those cities? 

If this extra cost is necessary, of course 
nothing would be said. Newton believes 
in giving her school children the best 
possible advantages, but the question is 
whether all this money is necessary, or 
merely needless extravagance? . 

We do not pay the majority of our 
teachers much if any more than do most 
other cities, where the expenses are much 
less; we have about the same number of 
pupils to a teacher; the same proportion 
of school houses, and all this extra ex- 
pense is difficult for outsiders to account 
for. People are asking whether a careful 
scrutiny of the accounts would not reveal 
a largo number of items that could be 
cut off without injury to the schools. 

Perhaps the accession of new members, 
who are interested in an economical ex- 
penditure of the school funds, may have 
a wholesome effect upon the majority of 
tho board, who have brought the ex- 
penses up to such an extravagant total. 
Certainly no relief could be reasonably 
expected if the old mombers are kept in 
power year after year. People are ask- 
ing why the majority of the hoard and 
tho superintendent are so bitterly op- 
posed to the election of any now mem- 
bers, and willing to resort to any means 
in order to prevent it? 


SOME FATAL BLUNDERS. 


The refusal of Mr. Farlow eaves the 
Municipal Reformers in a very bad plight, 
and it was an almost fatal blunder to 
nominate a man who had repeatedly 
said that lie could not accept, and who 
has tlio reputation of meaning what he 
says. The convention no longer occupies 
tho proud position of seeking tho best 
man for Mayor, they are now only look- 
ing for a man who will accept. Most 
men have some excusable pride, and are 
not willing to accept a second hand 
nomination that has gone the rounds of 
the leading men of the city. It is 
astonishing how many men there are 
who are now too much occupied with 
private business to accept that nomina- 
tion. 

This blunder, added to the ono in 
regard to the school committee, has 
given the opposition every advantage 
they could ask for, undif Mayor Kimball 
! could be persuaded to accept another 
term, the so-called Reformers may con- 
sole themselves witli the fact that they 
have done their best to elect hi in. 

It is a very different set of men who 
will meet at City Hall, Saturday night; 
humility will take the pluoe of arrogance 
They have had their chance and reck- 
lessly thrown it away, uml the main 
interest will now center iu the other 
convention that meets in Nickerson's 
Hall. As Mayor Kimball is a member of 
the school committee, the] convention 
ought to have renominated hint, in order 
to ho consistent, hut unf utuimtely lie 
was not on the side of tlio majority and 
so the convention was not ordered to 
support him. 


— Tiik refusal of Mr. Fisher Ames to 
accept a rcmmiinatioii for the school 
board dm -* not excite much surprise, 
although Ids refusal will he a great loss 


to tlio hoard. There e»e t. If a dozen 
members who could have hotter been 
spared. As at present constituted, the 
school hoard is not a very pleasant place 
for any man who is not willing to havo all 
his thinking done for him. 

Why was Alderman Harwood’s namo 
not presented at tho Reform convention 
is a question which his fricndR are ask- 
ing. Was ho picked out as a victim to 
“reform,” or what was tho matter? It 
is said that ho was not givon tho usual 
compliment of a second term, because 
hiR claim to recognition conflicted with 
the ambitions of the other candidates. 


Tiik question is asked whom Mr. Weed 
will represent., if he should take tho nom- 
ination ro curiously givon him by tlio 
convention? Ho will not represent Ward 
Seven, as th it ward did not choose him, 
and 1ms shown that it does not want him. 
He should he credited to Ward Five, one 
of whoso delegates nominated him, or to 
the city at large. 


Tub Reform Convention was a model 
for “partisan” bodies to follow. As 
was stated by tho speakers, none of the 
delegates had any candidates in mind, 
but only desired the men who would best 
represent tho city, and then tho proceed- 
ings went off with tho Smoothness of 
clockwork. Such unanimity in a con- 
vention that had arranged nothing before- 
hand was certainly phenomenal. 


Friends of No-License in Newton 
should not forget that it is an issue in 
tho coming election.

WHAT IS TRET REMEDY? 


A COMMON SENSE PLAN FOR BRINGING ABOUT 
REFORM. 

Editor of tho Graphic: 

I ventured in u communication last week to 
suggest that it i9 useless to hope for much im- 
provement in tho management of the city’s af- 
fairs, so long as the present system continues, 
and the nominations by the non-partisan Re- 
form caucuses and convention do not contradict 
the statement. The experiment of surrendering 
our votes, and giving to a caucus-appointed 
committee the selection of our municipal gov- 
ernment is a dangerous one, and in this in- 
stance it, has not shown any improve- 
ment over the ordinary methods, while the 
possibilities for unfair dealing arc greatly in- 
creased. The nominees of the convention do 
not lit once suggest a vigorous and fresh reform 
impulse in the city council, the place where re- 
form is needed. Mr. Kimball’s long experience 
with tho city’s business, makes him the best 
qualified to conduct the business, so fur as it 
rests with the mayor, in au economical and effi- 
cient manner, and in my judgment, a change, 
even for a man of such sterling qualities ami 
liijjffi character ns Mr. Farlow, is not likely to 
bring about any improvement. Tho only rem- 
edy which cun improve things is 11 radical 
change in the eity charter, giving to the mayor 
a much greater power and corresponding re- 
sponsibility. Take the highway department, 
for instance : under the charge oi' a committee 
of seven members, one from encli ward, the 
conditions are the most favorable possible for 
irresponsibility and shiftless and vacillating 
management, and that is just what we liud iu 
that department. Wo have too many regular 
.employes; too many horses and carts, and too 
little good work done on our streets. The 
work of repairs should ull he luid out, the cost 
estimated, and the work supervised by one man 
only, who should ho responsible to the mayor, 
of course limited to the appropriations previously 
grunted by the city conned. 

If the board of aldermen, after proper inves. 
t'gatiou, are satisfied that a new street is iv- 
q tired, they should lay it out in due form, and 
men entrust the execution of the work to the 
superintendent, and he should have the right 
and the power to huve such work done by con- 
tract or by day labor, 11s be should find to be 
most for the city’s interest, jii9t as he would 
manage his own private business. This cannot 
be done without an enabling net of the legisla- 
ture, and is hardly worth considering now. as it 
is out of reach ; tiic new eity government can at 
least do something to help l>\ changing the or 
dinancc in regard to the committee on high- 
ways. so that the committee shall not consist of 
not more than three members; in that way the 
responsibility cun be narrowed somewhat. Then 
that committee should he required by public 
sentiment, if not by ordinance, to place the 
management of the street repairs into the hands 
ol' the superintendent of streets, and ullow no 
huaiuess to ho suggested by uuy member. It 
this were done, one of the worst leaks in the 
public purse would he partially stopped. Tho 
same thing should he done with all the commit- 
tees, and the supervision of all work done for 
the city put into the hands of someone at the 
head of and responsible for the department in 
which it is done. Put the charge and the re- 
sponsibility together as lar us can he done under 
our present system. 1 think the average mem- 
ber of our city council is not anxious for the 
putronugc or the power thut his position gives 
him, and that ull would lie relieved if a proper 
man could he charged with tho duties, whom 
they could hold responsible. Tho city govern- 
ment can best show their. desire for reform by 
concentrating resnonsibility uud not subdivid- 
ing it. * Judex. 

THE RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


AN IXqt’KHT IIEI.D TUESDAY MOHN1XG. 

TESTIMONY OF HKVEItAL WITNESSES. 

Judge Park presided at the inquest 
Tuesday morning, in tlio police court 
room, relative to the accident tit Newton 
011 Thanksgiving afternoon, by which 
three men lost their lives. Mr. Hudson 
represented as counsel the Boston and 
Albany Railroad Company. Mr. \V. If. 
Whittier testified that he crossed tlio 
track just previous to the accident, hut 
found nothing to obstruct his passage on 
the south side: on the north sides the 
gates were slightly raised, allowing him 
to ptiss under them. 

The second witness was Mr. Thomas 
Keith, the gateniau. He testified that 
both gates were down ami tho lanterns 
lighted and hau^iug from them. Tim 
gates were not raised after they had been 
lowered for a Boston hound train, behav- 
ing heard tlm signal announcing the ap- 
proach of the express, then about a quar- 
ter of a mile away, immediately after the 
passage of the inward train. One of thu 
northern gates was broken off near tlm 
castings by the |horse or carryall which 
was thrown against it when struck by tlm 

Mr. ( 'has. Flagg, the engineer ofjtlie ex- 
press, said that lie had been an engineer 
about thirty years. The night 011 which 
the accident occurred was very dark, and 
tlm first intimation be had was when the 
engine struck something, and he saw it 
was a team of some kind. Apparently 
the team was not directly iu front of the 
engine, but rather to one Hide. Tlm train 
was running about thirty miles an hour, 
and tho engine bell was ringing before 
the crossing was reached. 

Mr F. E. Judkins, tin* next witness, 
Huid that a short time before tin; accident 
he stood looking from a window of the 


enginoihousr, which is nearby. / Rhotinli 
verj dark, he could tell that < ho R ttea 
were down, for I 10 saw the lights sus- 
pended from them, Hearing tho crash 
lie wmt to the crossing, w Hero he found 
Gorman, the man saved, lying I otwocn 
the gate and tlie gate house. Assistance 
was obtained, and the man carried to tlio 
engine house. 

Mr. John Carter, wlm stood near tlio 
south side of the track, nls<> testified to 
the gates being down, having seen the 
lights. The team was driven at a pretty 
rapid rate against tho gate, snapping a 
portion of it off; trtssing across three 
tracks it, turned to the west, when on the 
northernmost track. 

Mr. W. J. Crowell substantiated Mr. 
Carter's evidence in regard to the break- 
ing of the gate and tlio crossing tho 
tracks. lie was driving down Washing- 
ton street and saw the team just, ahead 
of him. 

The hearing was adjourned until Fri- 
day, Doc. 9, as Patrick Gorman, the sur- 
viving member of tho party, was unable 
to be present.

TUESDAY’S CONVENTION. 


tiib schools sacrificed in the in- 
terest OF POLITICS. 


Editor of tho (iiurmc : 

The self-styled “Reform” movement, which 
culminated Tuesday evening in the convention 
ut City Ball, was remarkable in several ways. 
The people were led to helieve that the move- 
ment promised u milleuium In our city affairs. 
The citizens without regard to race, party or 
creed were to meet in their respective wards, 
and elect delegates to a convention. All seif- 
interest, jealousy uud personalities were to he 
left ut home, die present city government was 
to be turned out ami “u radical change in ad- 
ministration of our inuuieipul affairs” to lie ac- 
complished. 

Lured hy such promises hundreds of citizens 
atteuded the ward caucuses, who hud never ut- 
leaded before. In most of the wards the nmy- 
unility was the ull-uhsorbiug topic of discussion, 
uud the other matters were lost sight of. Tues- 
day eveniug the convention met — old bauds 
grasped tho tiller, ami the convention proved 
exceedingly tractable. Harmony was to be ob- 
tamed no matter who were nominated— there 
must tie no differences in tho convention, what- 
ever might he uecessary to pruveut them. The 
wishes of the constituents were of no conso* 
ipiciiec so long as tho delegates were satisfied, 
tor (so reasoned the leaders) “our’s will lie the 
only ticket in tho Held, and is therefore sure to 
be elected, whomever we nominate." A good ex- 
ample of this feeling was the treatment of Ward 
7. The extraordinary doctriue was advanced 
thut the school oommittee were not to be crili- | 
cued, hut their authority upheld aud their 
uctious endorsed by re-election, no mutter of 
what sius of commission or ouiissiou they 
might be guilty. The mayor aud uldurmou would 
he held to strictest account of their steward- ! 
shin, hut the school board was something higher 
ami a ho vo the reach of the humble voters -tho 
people were taught thut reverence uml submis- 
sion was ihie to this august body, whose ucts 
were not to he questioned. So, when I l.e dele- 
gation from Waid 7 presented the name of a 
most highly respected clergy mao, (as thev hail 

been uuuuimously instructed lo do) as their rep- 
resentative in the school hoard, the convention, 
jed by members of other wards, who hail no in- 
terest (except a pcrsouul oue) in the decision, 
forced upon the ward a candidate, whose ua uie 
huii beeu submitted lo the caucus uud rejected 
by tbc overwhelming majority of 17D lo 4 ! There 
was no slighting of the questiou at the ward 
caucus; the issue was made by Mr. Weed’s 


(Virndil, and the ranrus by a unanimous vnfo of 
Ih 3, instructed the delegates to prevent lo the 
convctHkitV tin* irfi'iie of Mr. Ilornlirooke. The 
meeting was more than usually representative 
in it« character, « large number attending for 
tbc first time — ami probably for the lust time, if 
the unanimously express’d wish of the ward 
coneeining its own representation is to he thu* 
ruthlessly ignored and set at defiance. The del- 
egates of Ward 7 failed in their duty to their 
constituents in not in«i*ting upon their wishes 
being respected, or in ease of refusal, in not 
resenting the insult bv withdrawing from the 
convention. It was not a question as to whether 
the late head-master of the High School was 
light or wrong, as intimated by one of the 
members. This is a thing of the pa*t and re- 
venge is neither sought nor desired — it is simply 
whether the wishes of voters of a ward, prop- 
erly expressed in a public meeting railed for the 
purpose, arc to lie respected or not. The rea- 
sons prompting such wishes may lie many or 
few, hut they in no wav concern the convention. 
The only pretext for ignoring and overruling the 
wish of "file voters, was that “in the interests of 
harmony, the hoard should he endorsed," even 
though it might he necessary to unduly disre- 
gard the choice of the people. The question 
now before the voters of the ward in question is 
whether thev will qnictlv submit to this outrage, 
or whether they will protest in a manner which 
cannot lie misunderstood. The other wards arc 
also interested in this matter, for there is no 
telling whose rights may next lie sacrificed “to 
secure harmony" — and votes for certain candi- 
dates, 

It has come to a pretty pass when nomina- 
tions for the school committee, a perfectly non- 
partisan body, nre dictated by other wards than 
the one which the enndidate is supposed to rep- 
rr«-~». merely to suit the whims or intorc

Thc proceedings of the convention moved with 
agreeable smoothness — each knew his part, and 
when thc proper time came spoke his little piece, 
nominating a candidate, who was accepted 
without question— apparently the members 
feared that any discussion would disturb the 
equilibrium. 

The statement by the chairman that no dele* 
gate came there to work or vote for any particu* 
lar candidate now appears in its true colors, and 
we now realize what a stupendous piece of 
humor it was. In short the unanimity of the 
meeting proved conclusively (which is the cur. 
rent opinion to-day) thut it was “all cut aud 
dried" beforehand by astute politicians. 

But naw as to (he promised reform. Docs re- 
form cousist iu the re-election of 9 out of 14 
councilmcu who now compose thc present 
“corrupt and extravagant" common council ? 
Or in thc elevation of three of thc remaining 
five to the hotml of aldcrmcu ? Out of a city 
council of 21, 14 liavo been renominated, and 
among those who have not arc some of thc very 
best men in tbc board— J. Edward Hollis among 
them, who refused to accept another tm 

Thc hopes raised by the "Reform" movement 
have failed to materialize. Reform as under- 
stood by the convention is synonymous with 
anti. Kimball. Everything bus been sacrificd 
and trades consummated in a mad desire to 
defeat Mayor Kimball's rc-olcetion. We can 
well understand that there may lie opposition to 
Mr. Kimball, but the mayoralty is no; the only 
office to be filled, and thc others must not lie 
crowded out of consideration, merely in order 
that this one may be settled to the liking of any 
faction. The comtnou council and the school 
hoard are fur more important in thc proper ad- 
ministration of our city affairs, and in making 
nominations fur these positions the convctiliou 
bus most signally blundered.

The Great .Reform Resolution. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

I have been reading with a great de-d of in- 
terest the commiinieations for several weeks 
past in tbe Newton paperserving for “Reform 
and Retrenchment" in our city expenditures, 
uixt io«>*eU for a great revolution to be accom- 
plished by the non-pnrtisan caucus, where the 
best citizens would unite and nominate only i lie 
b-Bt men, to bring about the reform .so ardently 
desired, and wnat a disappointment »c have 
bad ; This woud.rful coalition lias met and 
re-nominated in tlnur caucuses, nine of the 
present laeinbers of the common council, and 
• lected forty nine delegates to n city convention 
who Imva ••out llerodeil Herod" l*v elevating 
three of the remaining cuuncUme*, ton ,)>at in 
the boaru of aldermen, and re-nominated three 
of the present aldermen, and no doubt would 
have re nominated the other four had thev been 
willing to serve another term. Every one knows 
that it is the aldermen and eouuciliuen that ap- 
propriate und expend thu city taxes, therefore 
how s lallow tills cry has been. There is more 
hvprociicy in the cry of reform than any other 
word known to the English language. 

I favored this coalition movement, believing 
good results might he accomplished and although 
a former snpportion of Mayor Kimball, I was 
ready to see what a change* might accomplish, 
hut when we look at the result, it is plain to lie 
seen that all this noise and cry is a personal 
light against our present worthy Mayor, und 
that no other object is aimed at or desired. 

Let me recite one incident that bus just trans- 
pired in making the city appropriations for the 
coming year. Moth branches of the city council 
had voted to appropriate 825,000 for the building 
of two elaborate st tne bridges, and bis Honor, 
in response to the demand for a lower rate of 
taxation, requested t lie City Engineer to examine 
Into the matter, and report if a comparatively 
small sum would not rebuild the unsafe abut- 
ments aud put the present bridges in a perfectly 
good condition, so as to last live or more years. 
The engineer’s r* port was that three thousand 
dollars expended on each bridge would accom- 
plish this, and make them perfectly safe for a 
term of five to eight years or more. The result 
was the city c mneil rescinded their former action 
and appropriated $ 6000 , tlius saving the tax 
pavers the coming \ ear the very large smn of 
$10.0.k) 

If you want “Reform and Retrenchment" you 
must commence at the other end, and turn out 
jour present board, electing members who 
"will he able to show a surplus at the eud of tbe 
year of £50,000 sived out ol file appropriations. 
What a disappointment tills movement will l>e 
when the tax payers receive their hills for 188* to 
find they are higher thau the present year.

This order la confined to crowned heada.tnlnbtera 
of the crown or state generals and admiral*. 
Thla chapter meet* once every year In the royal 
palace, and the king presldea on the occasion. 
Its officers are a chaneeip.r, secretary and execu- 
tive council. No decoration can be glv.n with- 
out the advice and consent of the council, and 
the pnhllc statute* eontaln the form of organiza- 
tion, the laws and the name* of the members or 
tlie order. On King Knlakann’s coining to 
the throne Feb. 12. 1*74, he established ••The 
order ol Kalakana." Till* has font grades. 
Knights, Knights Companion, Orand Officers 
and Grand Cross. This Is conferred for eminent 
services to tho state. Upon his coronation tho 
king established a third order called “The Crown 
op Hawaii/’ Hulisequently he Instituted the 
order “Kapiolani," In honor of his qneen. These 
last two orders are conferred for services ren- 
dered to the crown, or to the king or queen and 
for civil services In the kingdom. Another order 
Is the “Bur of Ocean ca," conferred upon other 
kings or chiefs and persons rendering servlee in 
preserving and aiding Polynesian independence 
and prosperity. Unless the decoration is tnsde 
ai the expense ol the government, the recipient 
pays a fee varying from $75 lo $250 for each 
grade. There was a large attendance of the 
members, and after enjoying the hospitalities of 
their host the club adjourned for a fortnight.

a large and interested audience. Prof. 
F. 11. Bniloy of Boston was the lecturer 
and the abstruse scientific facts wore en- 
livened by frequent * poetical and 
mythological quotations and references, 
which added much to its popular interest. 

Prof. Bailey begun by saying til at ho 
would present a few facts of primary 
phenomenal astronomy and illustrato 
them with the cosmosphero, and then 
some of a more advanced nature that the 
instrument would equally well illustrate. 
Two instruments weio used, one being 
six feet in diameter, which is the only 
largo one yet made, and tho school size, 
which is thirty inches in diameter. 

Tho cosmosphere is a transparent globe 
representing tho celestial Rplierc. On its 
surface aro representations of tho con- 
stellations, tho positions of stars being 
indicated by holes in tho figures. A 
circular piano is suspended in tho centre 
of tho globo in such a manner ns to main- 
tain a permanent horizontal position; tho 
margin of the piano represents tho ob- 
server’s horizon, and has indicated upon 
it the points of tho compass. The in- 
strument was correctly adjusted for New- 
ton by placing it so that the axis was 
parallel with that of the earth. The 
points of tho compass on tho margin of 
tho plane then- corresponded with those 
of tho horizon. It was set for tho correct 
time by means of a twenty-four hour 
time dial which surrounds the north pole. 
The audience was asked to imagine itself 
in the centre of the horizontal plane and 
to look lroin that position and see the 
stars in their correct position, a thing 
easy to do with a transparent globe, and 
as the globe i evolved to seo illustrated 
the daily movement of the heavens as 
seen from Newton. Varying positions of 
constellations relative to the horizon in 
rising and setting weie pointed out; the 
Twins were seen to rise in the northeast, 
lying down parallel with the horizon, but 
to set in the northwest, standing erect, an 
astronomical paradox. The axis of 
tho globe was next brought into 
the plane of the horizon and the move- 
ments of the heavens shown, as seen 
by an observer on the earth’s equa- 
tor, every star in the heavens rising and 
setting at right angles with the horizon 
and being half the time above the horizon 
and half below. 

Tho spectators were then asked to 
imagine that they were travelling over 
the earth from equator to north pole, and 
to see the variation in tho daily motion 
caused thereby. Then while the globe 
was revolving from east to west it was 
also revolved through one-fourth of a 
revolution from north to south around 
an invisible axis, the poles of which 
occupied the cast and west points of the 
horizon, the central plane remaining con- 
stantly horizontal, thus showing the 
difference in apparent daily motion as 
seen from different northern latitudes; 
fewer and fewer totals rising and setting 
as the latitude increases, and those mov- 
ing nearer and nearer parallel with the 
horizon until at tho north pole the stars 
are seen to move from left to right per- 
fectly parallel with the horizon, and not 
a star ever rising or setting. The latter 
remark applying to the fixed stars, the 
seven wandering stars — ‘‘great gods” ol 
the astrologers — would then be seen to 
rise anti set, the sun once a year, the 
moon once a month, and the other five in 
varying lengths of time. 

Next, the instrument was set again for 
Newton and tho movement of sun and 
moon illustrated, as here seen. On the 
sun’s yearly path is marked his position 
for each day, hence tho place and time 
of his rising and setting and his move- 
ment through the heavens for each day 
aro clearly shown. Some of the most 
puzzling moon phenomena wero repro- 
duced and explained with perfect clear- 
ness; tho reason why the moon some- 
times runs high and sometimes low’; why 
tlie highest full moon is al wavs the one 
that occurs nearest Doc. 21, and the low- 
est tho one that comes nearest June 21; 
why the new moon’s horns aro pointed 
upwards “to hold water,” in tho spring, 
and so tipped as 4 to spill water” in the 
autumn; why the harvest moon when full 
rises, at this latitude, only half an hour 
later for several successive nights, but 
when new an hour and a quarter later. 

One of the most interesting and in- 
structive illustrations is that of the vary- 
ing phenomena of day and night for the 
different zones. The professor claims 
that his experience with schools of all 
grades has convinced him that but very 
few pupils of any grade obtain, from the 
theoretical method in which tho subject 
is taught, anything like clear conceptions 
of tho difference in day and night in the 
different zones. lie has even met teach- 
ers of astronomy who have maintained 
and taught for years such errors as that 
the sun would bo seen, to a spectator on 
tho equator, to rise exactly in the east 
and set in the west throughout the en- 
tire year. With the instrument sot for 
the equator, days and nights wero seen 
to have a uniform length, but the sun to 
rise in tho east and sot in the west no 
more frequently than when seen from 
Newton. At tho City of Mexico the long- 
est day (June 21) is one hour longer, and 
the shortest day (Dec. 21) one hour 
shorter than at Quito. At Now Orleans 
June 21 i* fourteen hours day and ton 
hours night and* Dec. 21 ten hours day 
and fourteen hours night. At Philadel- 
phia the first is fifteen hours day and 
nine hours night, and the second the 
reverse. At bt. Petersburg, on June 
21 there are nineteen hours between sun- 
rise and sunset, and on Dec. 21 but five 
horns. 

As the cosmosphere has a time-dial at- 
tachment, it not only illustrates tho fact 
of the varying length of day and night 
tlnoughout the year for every place on 
earth not exactly on the equator or at a 
pole, shows the exact point on the hori- 
zon whero the sun rises each day, the 
exact angle ef his path, his apparent 
movement through the heavens and the 
point where he sets, but by means of the 
dial the time of bis rising, southing and 
setting, either in sun or mean time. Thus 
the instrument becomes a perpetual al- 
manac, good for all latitudes, giving the 
time of sun rising and setting very accu- 
rately. 

As seen from the earth's equator, the 
sun always rises perpendicular to tho 
horizon, in midsummer about oue-fourth 
way from the eastern point towards the 
northern. Kuril succeeding meriting for 
six months it comes up ut six o'clock a 
little nortll of its previous point of rising, 
till in midwinter it rises apout one-fourth 
way from east to south, thus using one- 
eighth of the horizon for rising purposes; 
ami as it uses the same amount of tlm 
horizon for setting, it uses for both a 


Alaska, snd nil of it is in one month at 
Fort Conger, followed by five months in 
which the sun docs not rise or sot. 

Tho illustration of the phenomenal 
movements of the planets wero only hint- 
ed at, for want of lime. 

The lecturer next took up the subject 
of tho “Precession of the i< quinoxes,”and 
showed the changing position of tho 
henvens as scon from Newton during tho 
entire processional period of nearly twen- 
ty-six thousand yoaiH. By setting tho 
instrument for tho latitude of tho Great 
Pyramid, some of tho statements of tho 
“miracle in stone” hcIiooI of pyramidolo- 
gistsenn he verified mid others proved 
false, and the fallacy of the fundamental 
argument of their theory exposed. Last- 
ly, the movements m the eqninoxial 
points and changing position of the signs 
relative to the constellations wore illus- 
trated and explained. 

Tha instrument is also capable of il- 
lustrating apparent movements of sun 
and stars, ns seen from any latitude of 
Venus, Mars or Jupiter: consequently 
tho phenomena of day and night ns ex- 
perienced by the inhabitants o: any of 
our planetary neighbor

(Continued from Pa?* 1 ) 
tion, when voters gathered to nominsto 
members of the school commltteo from 
bis section of the city, they oxpeeted to 
hear tlio names of Mr. Isaac llagar pre- 
sented. Ho ha«l Reived faith Hilly for 
many years, but ago was beginning to 
tell upon him, and ho says that ho does 
not wish a renomination. Although ho 
withdraws from the board bo docs not 
withdraw from the hearts of tlio citizens. 
Mr. Atherton then nominated Dr. David 
E. Barko. Both men were nominatod. 

WARP SEVEN INRITLTD. 

Mr. I. T. Burr said that bo had boon 
instructed by the caucus of his ward to 
present tlio namo of Rov. Francis B. 
Hornbrooko, as their unanimous choice. 

Hon. Lovi C. Wade, who sat on the 
samo settee with Messrs. Frost and 
Putney of the school board, said that be 
bad a disagrocablo duty to perform. It 
was not plcasnnt for a citizen of another 
ward to nominate for the school com- 
mittee of a ward not his own, a man who 
had been rejected at such a largo caucus 
of that ward, but tlio Crisis called 
for the ronomination of the present in- 
cumbent, Mr. A. S. Weod. 

Hon. Thomas Weston. Jr., said that 
both gentlemen were friends of his and 
be recognized the ability and fidelity of 
Mr. Weed, but the largest caucus ever 
held in Ward 7. bad voted unanimous- 
ly in favor of Rev. Mr. Ilornbrooke, and 
some regard should bo shown to the 
wishes of tlio caucus. 

Mr. Henry E. Cobb said that after the 
action of Ward 3, the convention would 
hardly do itself credit if it left off the 
name of Mr. Weed, who was a useful and 
able man. He hoped the convention 
would vote to support the members of 
the school board in a manly discharge 
of their duty and rofuse to engago in any 
quarrel against them. A great principle 
was at stake — and the school children 
and others must bo taught to respect 
authority, both m the persons of their 
teachers* Atul in the school board. Great 
applause from the school board dele- 
gates. 

The ballot was then taken and the 
convention voted 30 to 18 to nominato 
Mr. Weed. Such a high-handed over- 
ruling of tlio wishes of a caucus was 
never beforo known in Newton, but it 
only shows bow skillfully the campaign 
has been worked up. 

JOHN 8. FAULOW FOR MAYOR. 

Mr. E. B. Haskell then arose and said 
that it only remained to nominate a 
candidate for Mayor. He had noticed 
that whenever a certain namo was men- 
tioned, it gave a feeling of confidence 
that his election would mean a return 
to the best state of things ever known 
in Newton. No man was more honored 
than Hon. JolinS. Farlow, and be moved 
that lie be nominated as a candidate. 
This was done amid applause. 

Mr. Coffin then moved that the con- 
vention adjourn to Friday evening at 
7.30. This was objected to as that is 
prayer meeting night and many of the 
delegates did not wish to be kept away. 
On motion of Mr. Childs the date was 
changed to Saturday evening at the same 
horn*. This was dono to hear the deci- 
sion of Mr. Farlow, as lie was in New 
York, and would not return until Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Stover moved that a committee of 
one from each ward bo appointed to 
bring in a series of resolutions or plat- 
form of what was desired Of tile next 
municipal government. ChairrAan Hyde 
appointed as the committee Messrs. J. 
W. Stover, H. E. Cobb, Chas. Robinson, 
Jr., E. B. Haskell, Levi C. Wade, C. C. 
Barton, and I. T. Burr. 

Mr. Wade moved that one delegate 
from each ward and the officers of the 
convention be appointed as a committee 
to wait upon Mr. Farlow, inform him of 
his nomination and learn his decision. 
The committee appointed were Messrs. 
L. C. Wade, E. W. Converse, P. C. Bridg- 
litim, L. G. Pratt, E. L. Pickard, Alden 
speare and J. C. Chaffin. 

The meeting then adjourned until 
Saturday evening.

THE PEOPLE’S VERDICT. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD RECEIVE AN 
EMPHATIC REBUKE. 

THE OLD nRnRERN BVRIEDRV 
THE VOTERN. 


MAYOR KIMBALL GETS THERE A8 A 
MATTER OF COURSE. 


And No Do ihr f’tlllrn.' Candidate** 


The city election was the most exciting 
one held for several yearn, so many ques- 
tions entered into it, and such a large 
class of citizens were so deeply interested 
in the rusult. There were any number 
of tickets in tho field, headed “Regular 
non-Partisan,” “Independent non-parti- 
san, ’’ “Regular Citizen's," “Independent 
Citizens,” “People’s,” and a number of 
other headings, while there were pasters 
innumerable. Men who never before 
bad visited tbe polling places were 
seen there all day, and the unwary votes 
was confused by the number and variety 
of the tickets forced upon him. If he 
had not a clear idea of the ticket he 
wished to vote, he had an excellent op- 
portunity to obtain it after once entering 
the ward room. All the available seat* 
wore filled most of the day in tue various 
ward rooms, occupied by conscientious 
voters struggling to select out the candi- 
dates for whom they wished to vote. No 
one felt compelled to vote tbe regular 
ticket, gs there were no strict party 
tickets, and the consequence was that 
every voter became a Mugwump, and 
fixed up liU ticket to suit himself. 

The majority of the school board made 
a gallant fight against public sentiment; 
and their workers stuck to their posts 
amid great discouragement. Those who 
favored new meu were also on hand, but 
they either were gifted with morp per- 
suasion, or found better subjects on 
which to work, for their efforts were 
much more fruitful. The action of the 
Reform convention in regard to Ward 
Seven had aroused such feeling that men 
all over the city, who had never before 
voted for Mayor Kimball, voted the 
straight Citizens’ ticket this year, and the 
fact that the Republicans had made no 
regular nominations, released a large 
number of Mayor Kimball’s friends, who 
had never been able to vote the Citizens’ 
ticket in former years. 

The manlier in which the Reform con- 
vention had snubbed the ladies interested 
in school affairs, caused them to vote 
solidly for the citizens’ candidates, 
that convention having showed them 
more consideration. 

For alderman there was only one real 
contest, that between Mr. Nickerson and 
Mr. Dix in Ward Three. In Ward One 
Mr. H. J. Woods was nominated in op- 

f iosition to Mr. Childs, but he declined 
n a letter to the Boston Herald, refusing 
to serve If . elected, and advising all his 
frieuds to vote for Mr Childs. In Ward 
Six Mr. F^isAlso withdrew and refused 
to allow his uame to be used. Mr. Nick- 
erson was elected, as many thought he 
had not been fairly used by the Reform 
convention, and his name was also ou 
the victorious ticket. 

There was a contest in every ward but 
Ward Four over tbe nominations for the 
common council. In Ward One E. J. 
Burke, the Citizen’s candidate, was de- 
feated, and in Ward Seven E. S. Ham- 
blen was elected. In Ward Two. the 
Citizens’ candidate, E. T. Wiswall, de- 
feated E. W. Bailey, the nou-partisau 
candidate, and in Ward Three A. J. 
Fiske, the nominee of both conventions, 
was defeated by H. II. Hunt, who ran 
on an independent ticket. The mayor- 
alty question was probably the cause 
of Mr. Fiske’s defeat, and lie will be a 
distinct loss to tho council. I11 Ward 
Five, E. II. Greenwood defeated E. J. 
Hyde by 10 votes, the latter being the 
candidate.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 


LECTURE OX BERMUDA BY MR. S. A. D 
SHEPPARD. 


Those who attended the regular meet- 
ing of this society on Wednesday even- 
ing, enjoyed a rare treat, and one they 
will not soon forget. 

Mr. Sheppard spent three months on 
these islands last winter, and being of 
a scientific and investigating turn of 
miud he proved an indefatigable collec- 
tor of information and specimens 
of natural history. He exhibited to 
the audience a large collection of 
beautiful shells, corals, cora’.ines and in- 
teresting specimens found ou the islands. 

ne commenced his lecture bv describ- 
ing the sea voyage from New York to 
Bermuda, first sight of the islands, the 
long detour around the coral reef to the 
narrow opening through which the 
steamer enters to reach the leading town, 
the ports and their armament, the inhabi- 
tants, including the 1500 red coats doing 
garrison duty, and the productions for 
export, which are principally onions and 
potatoes. 

By the aid of a map he showed the 
different islands, the principal points of 
interest and the position of the coral reef. 

The Bermudas, while under the British 
crown, and intensely loyal, numbering 
only about $00 voters, have a royal gov- 
ernor and House of Parliament. The 
governor appoints ten men for the 
Upper House, and the people elect thirty- 
six to the Lower House, for a term of 
seven years. As these legislators have 
so little to do they limit the laws to three 
or four years so that they can have the 
labor or the fun of passing them over 
again, or new ones in their Twice. 

Mr. .Sheppard then described the plant 
life of the islaud and the animal life in 
the waters surrounding, aud illustrated 
with the beautiful specimens spread o*t 
around him. He presented many one 
specimens to the audience aud the 
society. Mr. Sheppard is au easy, in- 
teresting speaker, and describes every- 
thing iu so clear a manner that his audi- 
ence never tire, and only wish he would 
talk longer. Although his lecture was 
an hour and a half in leugtb, wheu he 
closed the audience lingered half au 
hour longer to ask him questions, awi 
enjoy looking over the line collections 
had brought to exhibit. 

On motion of Dr. Frisbie the thanks of 
the society wore presented to him for his 
able, instructive and interesting lecture.

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MR. TROWBRIDGE'S EMMANUEL. 


AN APPRECIATIVE CRITICISM FROM A 
HIGH AUTHORITY. 


[American Art Journal.) 

In the lino of American music, this 
production, at the T turnout Temple, Nov. 
1(1, was an important step. .1. Eliot 
I rowbridtfe is a Newton man, and ins 
work lias had a smaller hunting there and 
in Kramiiuliam; but this was its first pro- 
duction 01 . a ,.nge scale, with an orchestra 
ol 2d, a chorus of 200, S. B. Whitney at 
the o rif an, and Mrs. Humphrey-Alien, 
Miss EdtnauUs. Goorgu I’arker and 
Clarence Hay as the chief singers, assist- 
ed by an additional quartet in a lew 
numbers. 

While such works come from native 
pens, there is hope for art in America 
If the report be correct, tiiata pronnnoht 
director refused to consider its produc- 
tion, the outcome shows that this refusal 
was a misjudgment. 

In the way of general excellences Em- 
manuel is lunctul and Uriel, covering 
only ninety minutes in execution, an 
average ot one and a half minutes only 
to each ot its sixty numbers. Like a true 
Yankee, Mr. Trowbridge lost no time in 
waits, even between us parts. Some- 
times he tailed to bring players and sing- 
ers into lull union, but that is always to 
be expected. 

Part 1 is the Advent. A melodious 
Overture, sightly built, loails to a bass 
solo. In the outset this gives color to 
the charge of some critics, tliat Trow- 
bridge’s recitatives might no mistaken 
for arias, iroin which they are nut dis- 
tinguished by tlio customary form of 
composition; but the composer rightly 
conteuds that he has a right to make the 
recitative suit his theme and purpose; 
and he further argues that the connect- 
ing cadenzas, where there are changes 
from key to key, though demanded in 
opera, are not demanded by the con* 
certized method ot the oratorio. Mr. 
Trowbridge also thinks it unfair to cen- 
sure him as wanting iu counterpoint, in- 
asmuch as he did not undertake to write 
in the contrapuntal style, hut only in 
what is known, in the science or Counter- 
point, as Imitation or imitazione. By 
what right do his critics assume that he 
is ignorant of sucli deeper matters, sim- 
ply because lie has not sliown his knowl- 
edge iu Emmanuel? 

No. 3 is a fugue chorus (with a weight 
of strings) on the words, “Thou Bethle- 
hem. in the land of Juda.” Then conus 
the story of the Shepherds, a soprano 
cluster leading to the “Glory of God in 
the Highest,” by the chorus, the quartet 
taking up tne “Peace on Earth.” No. 11 
introduces Simeon, with delightfully sou 
treatment of “the parents brought in the 
child Jesus;” while the Nunc JJimittia is 
strangely assigned the chorus. In ‘‘A 
light to lighten the Gentiles” a climax is 
reached; and we have the first specimen 
of a fashion which the author, both here 1 
and afterwards, makes very effective, in 
the lorm of an umi-climax, a softened 
repetition of the first phrase of the num- 
ber, — iu this case, a letuin to the words, 
“Now lettest iliou thy servant depart in 
peace.” More fine phrasing comes in the 
crescendo description, “and the child 
grew.” Now we have a brief portrayal 
of Jesus’ career aud teaching “Come un- 
to me” (which returns to the opening 
phrase, in the manner just described) be- 
ing a soprano solo, necessarily provokes 
comparison with Handel’s great aria; but 
it is no copy, and, but for the memory 
which the text provokes, would stamp it- 
self at once as a most worthy production, 
— much stronger than the bass recitative 
“He that heareth my word,” which fol- 
lows, and leads to a forcible alto aria, 
“Blesserttn'e they that put their trust in 
him,” iu which Miss Edinands phrased 
beautifully the italicized words. There 
seems uo special fitness in the introduc- 
tion here of the words of the common 
Gloria fcppt found ill Scripture), and the 
Choral ends the first part with a rather 
weak Amen. 

Part II, Betrayal and Crucifixion, begins 
with a bass recitative, of much simple 
and direct beauty. A lovely unaccom- 
panied female trio. ‘’Peace I leave with 
you,” is followed by a sweet orchestral 
symphony (interlude) of which we have 
two later specimens, not so striking. 
Very expressive is tho alto recitative, 
“He* kneeled and prayed.” No. 29 is an 
unaccompanied quartet, “Remove this 
cup from me,” developing into a chorus 
of “Angels strengthening him.” 

The basso and organ bring the multi- 
tude to the arrest. A tenor aria leads to 
the prayer of Jesus “Father, forgive 
them,” sung by tho chorus; and this is 
followed by a second orchestral interlude, 
thin and not very timely, but perhaps 
with a faint suggestion iu it of the Homan 
march idea, which Gounod has made so 
prominent in his Redemption. Hereto- 
fore the Jesus words have been sung by 
the basso, but now (whv this change?) 
tlie tenor takes up the Saviour’s dying 
cry, “Why has thou forsaken me?” — not. 
very strongly treated. In the death of 
Jesus a climacteric opportunity is lost; 
but there is a delicate suggestion of per- 
vasive silence, followed by another inter- 
lude, somewhat weak and untimely. Then 
comes iu the basso, with the veil rent in 
twain; aud this part fittingly ends with a 
crescendo chorus. in choral form: “Truly 
this was the Sou of God.” 

Part III is tho Resurrection and Ascen- 
sion. Here a question arises as to the 
propriety of including iu the same solo 
such nil rases as “And he saitli unto 
them,” and “she saitli unto them.” Why 
not begin at once with “Bo not af- 
frighted” and “They have taken away 
mv Lord,” an aria finely phrased bv Miss 
Edinands. and ending also in the effective 
da capo stylo before mentioned. The 
dialogue between Mary, the Angel, and 
the risen Christ are treated with a simple 
sincerity which merits high praise. The 
wind instruments and chorus now* take 
up, crescendo, the farewell, “I ascend to 
my Father.” There is another creBceudo 
at the benediction, “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost,” Jesus here speaking by the 
soprano voice, aud then comes a fitting 
climax of a st rong chorus, “Then opened 
he their understanding,” that the Gospel 
should he preached “among all nations.” 
Not always are the words so strictly ac- 
curate iu their Scriptural relations*; for 
at an earlier point the resurrection angels 
are credited with a Hallelujah which the 
New Testament places not in the Gospel, 
but in the Apocalypse, where the angelic 
voices sing it before the throne of God, 
not at the tomb of Jesus. 

•Stupid people vacate a hunch of seats 
near the platform iu the midst of the 
music. Fortunately this does not spoil, 
though it interrupts, the final chorus and 
double quartet, which has something 
Handelian ; m its structure, so well is it 
worked up* “Go ye, therefore, and 
leach all nations,” — the Master’s words 
being assigned to a multitude of voices. 

The name and theme of Mr. Trow- 
bridge’s oratorio inevitably invite com- 
parison with Handel's Messiah. Though 
alike iu Biblical text, using partly the 
same passages, there the likeness ends. 
As thi! composer says, in a private lettci : 
“I did not attempt to write an oratorio 
to be placed iu comparison with the 
great and immortal oratorios composed 


by tho master*. This would have boon 
fool-hardy and presumptuous in tho ex- 
treme. What l did attempt was, towrito 
an oratorio, in strict form, whoso music 
should not he too difficult for use by 
singers and societies of average ability 
all over the country, and at the same 
time maintain the dignity which the 
sacred character of the text required. If 
tbt> music had been more difficult the 
plan would have been defeated. In the 
composition of tho music I was very 
careful not to launch out, and whenever I 
found myself doing so would stop and 
begin again. How well I have succeeded in 
the plan must be left to others to decide.” 

For one, your correspondent thinks 
that Mr. Trowbridge has succeeded re- 
markably well. While far ahead of such 
cantata oratorios as Root and others have 
written, like Esther, for instance— Em- 
manuel does not reach a- height that 
makes even old and long-trained societies 

almost giddy in the olitnbing. Wfi agree 
with Trowbridge, that “there is need of 
such works.” 

If ever the public is to learn to like and 
sing Elijah and Engedi, it must be by 
hearing kindred works, within the length 
of their cable-tow. 

A criticism might be that the numbers 
(as tho old Scotchwoman said of the 
stories in the dictionary) are unco short; 
but this is far better than tho involutions 
and evolutions which impede the move- 
ment of some great oratorios, till you 
wish the singer would Hy up and have 
done with it. 

Hero and there, in this running and 
imperfect comment, are indicated the 
strictures which occurred to me in listen- 
ing; but these do not affect judgment of 
the oratorio in general. In many points 
it is so impressive as to bow the head of 
the reverent mind. I wish the composer 
might take up St. Paul, not in the 
Mendelssohn way. — but tho narrative of 
Paul’s trial before Agrippa and Festus, 
his appeal to Rome, Ins voyage thither, 
shipwreck, and linal arrival, as the story 
is told iu tho last four Chapters of the 
Acts.

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SATURDAY HISfHTS CONVENTION. 


AN EXCITING KVKN1NO AT WEST NF.W- 
TON. 

Last Saturday evening thorn wn« a 
great. deal of excitement and politiea at 
WcRt. Newton. The Reform awl Citi- 
zen’a eonventionsdrow out A large crowd, 
the majority of whom Bottled down in 
Niekerson’R Hall. 

The municipal Reform convention 
Rtnrtcd ofT with the announcement that 
Mr. Fallow would not accept, although 
ho appreciated the honor and confidence 
bestowed upon him. 

Mr. J. W. Stover moved that the con- 
vention adjourn to the common council 
chamber for conference. 

Mr. W. F. Lawrence moved that the 
members of the convention pledge them- 
selves to support their nominee for may- 
or at the polls. The motion failed to 
pass by a largo majority. 

The convention then adjourned for the 
conference, which lasted about an hour 
and a hnlf. On their return an informal 
ballot resulted in 50 votes being cast, and 
another was taken, when Mr. E. W. 
Wood receivod 83 votes, Mr. 8. L. Powers 
13 and Mr.C.C. Barton 2. A formal ballot 
showed the same result and the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Wood was made unanimous. 

Mr. Samuel Barnard was nominated to 
fill the vacancy caused by the declinniton 
of Mr. Fisher Ames, as a candidate for 
-school committee. 

The following letter was read by the 
eh airman of tho convention: 

Gentlemen of the Convention— In rela- 
tion to my position to the matter of can- 
didature for tho office of Mayor of this 
city. I beg leave to sav that 1 am not a 
candidate, and do not desire re-election, 
a fact which I stated several weeks since 
to members of the ward and city com- 
mittee. 1 have been honored to an unu- 
sual degree, having been three years a 
member of the common council, four 
years a member of the board of aldermen, 
and four years mayor of the city. I ap- 
preciate the honor conferred upon me, 
and extend to my fellow-citizens my 
hearty thanks for their suffrages, 

J. Wesley Kimball. 

Tlie platform proparal was adopted, 
and tho contention adjourned. 


The Citizen's Convention. 

Nickerson’s Hall was crowded long 
before the convention was called to order 
by Mr. Wm. Follett. Air. Geo. L. 
Bean was chosen chairman, and Mr. J. 
Edward Hills, secretary.

There was some discussion over tho 
members of the school committee from 
Ward 3, Mr. W. 11. Mague making an el- 
oquent speech for Mr. Walton’s re-nomi- 
nation, but he was not supported.

enthusiasm. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


CORPORATIONS SHOULD BE COMPELLED 
TO ABOLISH THEM. 


The accident nt Newton resulting in 
tho loss of several lives, brings up afresh 
the question, “Can thero not bo a statute 
law enacted compelling ovory railroad 
corporation to go over or under every 
highway or rail crossing?” Since the 
opening of tho Boston & Worcester rail- 
road in 1833 thoro have been 75 deaths 
at the crossings. Nino of these crossings 
are to ho found within the limits of the 
city of Newton, and all are dangerous. 
At one point in Newton, between tho 
hour of 8 A. M. and 8.12 A. M. thero are 
four trains of passenger ears, two being 
express, tho bitter steaming up to 40 
miles the hour, and if behind time to ((0 
miles tho hour. What are tho guards at 
these crossing!? Simply a slender spar 
without any support, over wliieli or 
through which a team of frightened 
horses or a drove of cattle could go with 
impunity. 

Tho crossings in tho eity of Newton 
arc — first, the one at the foot of Brighton 
bill; second, the one crossing tho great 
highway, between Watertown and New- 
ton Centre; third, the famous Washing- 
t on-street crossing, near the Jackson 
estate, where the record shows tho loss 
of over 20 lives; fourth, the Hurvuvd- 
street crossing in Ward 2; fifth, the 
Walnut-street crossing at the square in 
Nowtouville: then the two at West New- 
ton, and two more in Auburudale. 

The very best of men are employed to 
guard these crossings, but they are 
mortal and fallible. One can imagine, 
but hardly describe what a fearful loss 
of life there would boat any one of those 
crossings if a heavy team should be 
staked ou the track and an express train 
rushing along at a speed of 40 miles an 
hour, should strike it. 

It costs the Boston & Albany railroad 
over >100,000 a year to maintain these 
erossiims. There is not a railroad en- 
gineer living who would not be willing 
to contract for tho rising or depressing 
of the roadbed at these crossings for loss 
than $3,000,000. 

There is a statute law of the State 
which provides that every railroad oor- 
porutiou shall pay into the treasury of 
the State ail surplus earnings above 10 
per cent net. The treasury of the Com- 
monwealth cannot show a dollar receiv- 
ed under this provision, and yet the 
Boston A- Albany railroad corporation 
lias expended millions upon useless im- 
provements to keep their construction 
account open. Recent consolidation of 


railroad lines tends to the payment of 10 
per cent per annum, and a bonanza 
gratuity beside. 

The boom fora $40, 000,000 rapid transit 
road botweon New York awl Boston has 
just received a fresh impetus in order to 
reduce tho timo between tho two cities 
to three and a half or four hours. Of 
tho four railroad lines between Boston 
and Now York there is not one which 
cannot mnko its 80 miles an hour, by 
abolishing ail rail and highway crossings 
at grade, and what, a chapter of horrors 
would ho left out if this was done.— [Bos- 
ton Traveller. 


Tho Way to Retrench. 

To the Editor of the Graimiic: 

How much do wo soo and hear about 
retrenchment in our eity expenses, a 
thing most desirable to ho sure, hut I 
1m vo seen as yet no really practical sug- 
gestion in tho light of real reform in that 
direction. There can be in my opinion 
but just one effectual way to bring down 
our city expenses, and that ono way 
inay bo adopted perhaps by spontaneous 
meetings of citizen*? all over the city, who 
when assembled together, will vote, and 
pledgo themselves, each and every man, 
not to ask their respective ward commit- 
tees for a dollar’s worth of work, which 
may be avoided, in any part of tho city 
during the whole year of 1888. There 
are certain expenses that can not bo con- 
trolled, as for instance the school hoard 
spend nearly one fourth of the w’holo .ap- 
propriation; but our city officials appro- 
priate the balance of the people’s money 
very largely because the citizens them- 
selves constantly importune them to 
spend it in one way or another. If wo 
really wish for retrenchment let us all 
make it manifest in the way suggested. 
Let us see if we are quite sure wo are 
ready to adopt about the only effectual 
course whereby we may certainly reduce 
the running expenses of our city. If we 
are not ready for this course let us at 
least drop this great hue and cry about 
retrenchment and lower taxation. We 
may institute and run this lino of reform 
just as well after the election as before 
it, and if wo approve of it let us go at 
once about it. Why not try it? 

There is ono effectual wav to bring 
down our family expenses, and that is by 
living a while on hash. We have pro- 
cured a city charter, one of the most ex- 
pensive institutions in the world, got 
our parks and electric lights, etc., etc., 
with the reputation of residing iu the 
handsomest place in the country, and 
have mn things generally on the high 
pressure system, and we don’t like it, 
that is wo don’t like to pay the hills. 
Now, who of us will take the initiatory 
steps in calling such meetings of citizens 
as here suggested. Let us seo if we are 
ready to go down to the very roots of 
this whole matter, and the result may de- 
cide if we really mean business.

Grade Grossings Must Go.

It is getting to he more and more ap- 
parent that tlic main grade crossings of 
the Boston & Albany in such thickly set- 
tled places as Natick and Newton, are 
nothing more or less than death traps.

And one of 
the worst features of all is that many of 
the employes who have the best chance 
of witnessing these terrible accidents, are 
I too ready to swear that it was no fanlt 
j of the road, and that the victims were 
either asleep or drunk at the time.

As with the Chinese, so grade cross- 
ings “must go;” the present custom of 
driving an express train at forty miles an 
hour upon highways which cross the 
track at right angles — saying nothing of 
those more dangerous places where they 
cross diagonally, in the cover of hills or 
trees— is <juite too risky to be long toler- 
ated in this country ; a recent trip over 
tho railroad between New Haven and 
New \ r ork city, showed us a large num- 
ber of instances in which the highways 
are being either raised above or lowered 
below the railroad track to avoid the 
fatal traps; Connecticut’s recent legisla- 
tion on this subject is of the most sensi- 
ble sort; and we hope the- time is not far 
distant when the High, Water, Main, 
Sterling and Woodlawn street grade- 
crossings in this town will be super- 
seded by bridges. 

Free Library. 

There 1ms been placed in the Free Li- 
brary during the past week, four large 
and very handsome albums, which have 
been called “The Cathedral Books.” 
They have been so named because they 
contain photographs of the English cath- 
edrals, collected and arranged by the 
late librarian, Miss Hannah 1*. Janies. 
The first volume is devoted to those of 
Norman architecture and contains pho- 
tographs and plans of the cathedrals of 
Durham, Rochester, Ely, Hereford, Nor- 
wich, l’eterhoro and Gloucester; vol. 2, 
early English, Canterbury, Salisbury, and 
Worcester; vol. 8, the decorated style, 
Wells, Lichfield, Lincoln, York and Exe- 
ter; vol. 4 contains examples of the per- 
pendicular style, Chester, Winchester, 
Uipon, Bristol, Bath, and St. Paul. The 
photographs are magnificent and care- 
fully mounted and arranged, in which 
work Miss James was assisted by Miss 
K. 8. Dodd and Mr. Arthur < lallin. The 
title pa^o preceding each subject is beau- 
tifully illustrated, and hears the Episco- 
pal arms of the bishop; the illuminations 
were tho work of Mr. A. 11. Berry and 
the heraldic emblems of Miss L. 1*. Mer- 
ritt. The sketches in outline were drawn 
by Mr. Robert Lewis and Evelyn Purdic. 
Miss James and her talented assistant 
generously donated their work, and the 
collection is u very valuable addition to 
the library. The hooks will he on exhi- 
bition every Wednesday at 2 p.in.

In proposing a fixed limit of the rate 
of taxation of 15 to 1000 valuation, we 
said “in our belief it ought to he less.” 

! Your paper has it in our helralf, and 
I a«d again when we say, a known limit 
would ho a help, etc.; your paper has it 
that no limit would he, etc. 

To establish such a rule would he a 
practical thing, as it is just what all are 
striving for, nnd is not in the way of a 
reduction to 12 if found possible. * Tho 
city of Newton is composed of half a 
dozen villages, in some respects jih dis- 
tinct in their wants as if different towns. 
We don’t think the whole city should 
ho taxed thousands of dollars and per- 
petual care for a hoys’ play ground at 
Newton Centre. It is a local matter that 
should he locally provided; each village 
knows its exact want in this respect, and 
tho best anil cheapest, way of providing 
for it. Perhaps Home kindred of Mr. 
Farlow’s would in each village come for- 
ward and give us play grounds for hoys, 
with the condition that those who used 
it should take care of it. 

It is much the same with watering tho 
streets, for which $3000 is appropriated; it 
is a local matter, Romo need watering and 
some do not.and some residents care for it 
and others do not. When living in Boston 
wo for years contributed to the watering 
of particular streets with no reference to 
general taxation. Wo are aware much is 
said of saving tho material from blowing 
away, but tho streets should he so taken 
care of as not to blow away. C.

A DECISIVE VERDICT. 


One of the excellent things about our 
form of government is that sooner or 
later all public questions must be sub- 
mitted to the people for their verdict. 
Those who founded our government did 
not intend that an exception should be 
made in regard to school boards, as some 
of the speakers at the Reform convention 
seemed to think. Because a member of 
a school board is adversely criticized is 
no more reason that he should have a life 
term of the office, then in the case of a 
mayor, for instance. It was a curious 
argument to advance, especially as new 
blood is needed occasionally on a school 
board, if it is needed anywhere. 

The recent election has shown what 
the public think in regard to a matter 
that has caused so much discussion, and 
this knowledge will be nowhere so valu- 
able as to the majority of the school 
board and their partisans. They have 
claimed that all the opposition came from 
“a parcel of school boys,” and that any 
deference shown to public sentiment was 
“letting the school children run the 
schools.” One member of the board who 
went down in the general defeat declared 
long ago that the opposition had all died 
out. He learned his mistake on Tues- 
day. Members of a school board have a 
three years term of office, and this fact is 
apt to make them a little careless of 
public opinion, but the day of reckoning 
comes to them as well as to members of 
other legislative bodies. Members of a 
school board are chosen to represent the 
people, and if they are not able tv) dis- 
cover what public sentiment is, they must 
expect to suffer for their mistake. 

The power entrusted to a school board 
is almost unlimited, but for that very rea- 
son they are expected to make a careful 
and judicious use of it, and not to allow 
themselves to be blinded by prejudice, or 
over persuaded by those who are skilled 
in makiug the worse appear the better 
reasou, or to make a mistake in judg- 
ment. 

The school board had its day of triumph 
when it treated the numerous petitions it 
received with contempt, and disregarded 
the unanimous sentiment of one of the 
largest public meetings ever held in New- 
ton. The people had their day last Tues- 
day and they improved it. Teaching chil- 
dren to respect authority is all very well, 
but they should also be taught to re- 
spect truth and justice. 

There is a great deal that might he said 
upon this question, hut it is well to be 
generous in the hour of triumph. Public 
sentiment has spoken, and its voice is so 
emphatic that it will no doubt be heeded. 
If the majority had been able to give one 
good reason for their action, the result 
might have been different, but there were 
nothing hut vague insinuations, one be- 
ing given out as the falsity of a former 
one was shown, and the members acted 
us if they were accountable to no one for 
their doings, 

We hope that the new members will 
see the necessity of allowing the fullest 
publicity to be given to all matters affect- 
ing the schools, as this course will prove 
of benefit both to the schools and to the 
public. If it is necessary that we should 
spend more money for schools than any 
other city in the state, in proportion to 
our number of pupils, let the reasons be 
explained, a list of the expenses given, 
ami all the details. If our schools are 
better fitted out with books and school 
appliances than the schools of other 
cities, let that be explained. Let the 
committee hike the public into their con- 
fidence, ami if such great expenditures 
are a necessity, which we do not believe, 
then the public will not regret the cost. 

The new members of the committee, 
Mrs. Davis, Mr. Samuel Barnard, Mr. 
Clius. E. Parker, Dr. Baker ami Rev. Mr. 
I lombrooke are exceptionally well fitted 
lor forming | opinions of their own on 
school matters, and we lutfo no doubt 
that they will be able to bring new ami 
valuable ideas to their duties. Thu three 
who had opponents were chosen by 
majorities ranging from 400 to 709, which 
was certainly complimentary. 

And now in common with some of the 
speakers at the Reform convention, the 
people of Newton hope it,.,! die school 
question has disappeared from politics, 
for a season at least. The only question 


THE MAYORALTY QUESTION. 


All sorts of reasons are given for the 
result of the voting for mayor, and most 
of them contain more or less truth. In 
the first place Mayor Kimball is popular 
with a large class of voters, and in his 
own ward he can carry all before .him. 
Last year ho received .‘197 votes there, 
and this year 394. Ward Five is another 
of his strongholds, as ho increased his 
majority there from 77 last year to 84 
thiR year. In the other wards ho was 
able to divide the vote in nearly equal 
parts, so that only an exceptionally 
strong candidate could defeat him, when 
all things are favorable. This was not 
the case this year. The circumstances 
attending Mr. Wood’s nomination ren- 
dered defeat probable, and he was also 
badly handicapped by the action of the 
convention in regard to the school ques- 
tion. The mere fact that tho adjourned 
convention refused to pledge themselves 
to vote for their nominee, was another 
obstacle to the success of their ticket. 

Tho letter which Mayor Kimball was 
persuaded to write was a very amusing 
document to those who know all the 
facts, and furnished no reason why his 
friends should not work for his nomina- 
tion. It was evidently intended to mean 
just what the writer said. The satisfac- 
tion that it gave to his opponents did 
not increase, the more they pondered 
over it, as it left him perfectly free to 
accept any nomination that was ten- 
dered him. 

Like the members of the school board, 
Mayor Kimball desired a vindication, but 
unlike them he received it. He had 
every provocation to run again, and 
show his strength, as much of , the criti- 
cism passed upon him was undeserved. 
The Mayor of Newton is not alone res- 
ponsible for extravagant expenditures or 
for high taxes, as he has no vote in any 
committee, and after all the denuncia- 
tions concerning extravagance and high 
taxes, to single out the Mayor as the- 
only man to blame, was to give him a 
challenge which few men could resist, 
especially as his election was rendered 
certain by the course of his opponents. 

It was a curious coutest, and Mayor 
Kimball appears to have carried off 
the most of the honors. Nevertheless, 
the demand for economy has been so 
pronounced, that we are sure Maypr 
Kimball will do all in his power to 
bring about retrenchment and reform. 
There is no man in the city who has a 
greater desire to please the people, or to 
follow what seem to be their wishes. 
Heretofore there have been only com- 
plaints because more improvements 
were not made, because this or that 
street was not attended to, or this mod- 
ern invention was not introduced, and it 
is no wonder that the Mayor and City 
Council should have striven to give the 
public what they wanted. Now all this 
has changed, and we may expect Alder- 
man Nickoij&pn to resolutely report on 
all petitions for the acceptance of new 
streets, recommending that the petition- 
ers have leave to withdraw, and the 
same method from the chairmen of all 
other committees, all of which will be 
duly approved by the Mayor. The Re- 
form ticket was defeated, but the cause 
still lives, and the members of the city 
government will be false to their own 
political futures if they do not give us a 
year of reform, that will bo a forcible re- 
minder of that blessed town government 
of which we are hearing so much. 

If we could have it for one year, we 
imagine that every one would be glad to 
return to the present somewhat costly 
condition of things. 


Tiie statements made by the Newton 
correspondent of the Boston papers in 
regard to the recent election, come 
under the head of “amusing reading.” 
they have been so wide of the facts. 
Among them are such gems as “the re- 
sult of the election is regarded with con- 
siderable surprise, especially the vote 
for mayor.” We doubt if even’any of the 
delegates to the Reform convention were 
surprised, as the re-election of Mayor 
Kimball was conceded as soon as the 
lirst meeting of the Reform convention 
had adjourned. Mr. Wood led a forlorn 
hope from the start, and only his strong 
sense of duty, and the feeling that he 
owed it to tho citizens of Newton who 
had conferred so many honors upon him, 
led him to accent the leadership of tho 
campaign. Ilis friends made a strong 
tight, and that they made such a good 
showing is creditable to them and their 
candidate. When a convention refuses 
to pledge itself to support their nominee, 
by an over-whelming vote, 'there need bo 
no “surprise” that he|is defeated. The 
Mugwump doctrine appears to bo popu- 
lar in Newton. 


A ( ouukhpondknt presents in another 
column some rather startling figures, in 
! regard to the growth of our school ex- 
penses during the past thirty years, and 
argues that it is high time that “a reason- 
! able school economy” should be secured. 
Tho figures presented in the Gramik 
last week, showing tho comparative cost 
of the schools in tho larger cities of the 
state, were 1 a great surprise to most of the 
citizens, who had no idea that we were 
paying so much more than other commu- 
nities, and who are not able to under- 
stand why Newton schools require such 
extravagant expenditures, in their annu. 
al report, which is dated the tirst of next 
mouth and will he issued some time next 
summer, it is to he hoped that the 
j majority of tin; school hoard will make 
| some explanation. Public curiosity will 
hardly have entirely died out by that 
' time.

School Extravagance. 

To the Editor or Tho Graphic: 

I was much interested in an editorial 
in the Graphic of Dec. 2nd. on “our 
costly school system.” With your per- 
mission, I will, to direct much needed 
/sontinued attention to the subject restate 
some of its facts, together with addition- 
al ones, and add a few comments. 

The animal report of tho Newton school 
committee for 1880 happens to contain 
some very interesting statistics for 1857, 
now thirty years, ago. From it we mako 
the following comparisons: 


18:)7 ‘ 1886 
Children of school age 1210 3785 

Number of schools 22 86 

Salaries ot* teachers $10,154 $82,046 

Care of buildings $496 $5,906 

Total expense . $11,850 $113,288 


It will be seen from this table that, 
while the number of children 1 b very 
nearly three times as groat now as in 
1857, the cost of tho schools is not three 
times, but more than ten times as great. 
Are our children ten times as well taught 
as they were thirty years ago? Who be- 
lieves it? 

Coming, now, to present comparisons 
with other places, it would seem that we 
must be either employing more teachcis 
to a given number of pupils, or else pay- 
ing higher average salaries then else- 
where; for, out of the total of over $113,- 
000, no less than about $85,000 are for 
teacher’s salaries, including that of the 
superintendent. 

it would also be interesting to know 
just what $15,500 for “school incidentals” 
were expended for, when only $11,85# 
was the total cost of all tho schools for 
1200 children, thirty years ago. 

Now lot no ono mischievously raise a 
false issue by false accusations of opposi- 
tion to progress, “progress” and “re- 
form” being the best abused words in the 
language. None of our citizens are op- 
posed to either, or to any real improve- 
ment. But the value of things and 
especially of the best things is not neces- 
sarily in proportion to the amount of 
money spent on them. Websters, Clays, 
Wilsons, and Lincolns were not the pro- 
duct of palace schools, to which they had 
a daily freo ride, and so we may well 
ask, why five or six, instead of more than 
ten times tiie cost, is not an abundant 
allowance for improvement in teaching 
three times tiie former number of pupils. 
Such an increase of cost, would make the 
expense per child $19.00 a year or less, 
instead of the present $29.00, nearly, and 
.would save about $40,000 a year to tho 
vast majority whoso taxes are a grievous 
burden. And are Newtonians so vastly 
superior to their fellow citizens in such 
places as Brockton, Worcester, Lowell, 
Salem, Springfield, Cambridge, and New 
Bedford, in all of which there is much 
intellectual as well as material activity, 
hut where school cost per head ranges 
from $10.70 to $15.82, that not even $19.- 
00, but the unreasonable excess of almost 
$29.00 per head must bo spent on our 
schools? Surely it is high time that a 
reasonable school economy should bo 
called for, day and night persistently, 
until it is secured.

Why the School Board Was Defeated 

To tbp Editor of the Graphic: 

Tho citizens of Newton, at a meeting 
held in June, after considering a ques- 
tion that seemed of importance to thorn, 
passed resolutions and appointed a com- 




mittee to wait on the school committee, 
requesting them to grant the petition of 
more than two hundred mothers, more 
than two hundred past graduates, aud 
more than four hundred of tho scholars 
of tiie High school. This they refused 
to do, and even went further, refraining 
from extending the civil courtesies duo 
any ono who offers a petition, by refusing 
to refer the same to a committee. 


At the time our citizens were consider- 
ing the question before them for discus- 
sion, they were told that it was wrong 
for them to criticise tiie school committee 
when no good could come from it. but that 
their redress was at tho polls. if the 
different petitions had been referred to a 
committee, and due consideration bad 
been paid to the request of a large num- 
ber of our citizens. 1 am quite sure that 
even it the school committee had car- 
| tied out their original plan, there would 


have been no fooling such as now exists. 

The remarks of a certain gentleman 
from West Newton at the Ro-callcd Re- 
form convention, “that the action of the 
school board should bo acquiesced in, 
and that the school committee Rhould 
feel that, they nro supported in whatever 
they do,” is simply a reflection on over 
five hundred of our intelligent citizens 
who attended this meeting, and nil 
others who were interested in a question 
thatRcemed to bo of enough importance 
to demand investigation. 

The gentleman is wrong who Rays that 
the school hoard are to bo supported in 
whatever they do, for ono of tho privi- 
leges of an American citizen is that ho 
can resist and criticise any olectod func- 
tionary who holds office, and when tho 
day comes that this privilogo is denied 
him, it will bo a sorry one for our coun- 
try. 

Tho citizons of Newton are greatly 
indebted to the Graphic for tho manly 
and independent stand it has taken in 
this matter.

The emo- 
tional nature plays a large and intimate 
part with the nervous system, as may bo 
seen by tho flushed cheek and blanched 
countenance upon any disturbance of 
the nerves. One should never expend all 
their nervous energy, but leave behind a 
reason force. Nervous prostration, tho 
reserve of over-taxing tbo nerves, must 
find a cure only in rest and diversion. 
Worry hurts more than work, and if our 
women would perform more of tlio duties 
of the household and avoid so much 
friction with servants, it would conduce 
greatly to the stronger tone of their 
norves. Men by their ffrcecr out door 
lifo, possess, as a whole, stronger nerves 
than women. Tho mind cure has its 
place, and should ho recognized. She 
alluded to a remarkable fact which is 
hold by scientists of the present day — 
“The central or stellate Bhaped cells of 
the brain aro collected into a grand 
aggregation, and form the gray substance 
of the surfaco of tho brain matter, and 
tho central portion of tbo spinal cord, 
while the mass of white neural matter 
with which they are associated consists 
wholly of amassed conducting fibres. It 
is probable that an individual coll per- 
forms but one act during life, and yet so 
lavish is nature with these lifo centres, 
that although she furnishes a separate 
cell for every motion, for every thought, 
reflection, memory, for every object seen 
through life, every sound, every taste, 
every odor, still a person in average 
health, after having led an active life, 
will have had an innumerable number of 
these origin cells left after rcachiug a 
good old age. Memory has been defined 
as tbo power of ransacking these stored 
away cells to find the one which contains 
the record of a given act, or thought.” 
Miss Hunt will read a paper before the 
next meeting, on “Education among the 
Rocky Mountains,” based upon personal 
experiences. ■

There was a very large audience at 
Armory llall, Tuesday, to listen to the 
first, lecture of I)r Mary E. Bates on 
Health. The subject of the evening was 
“The Skin, and its relation to Health and 
Beauty.” Tho lecture was fully illustra- 
ted by the stereopticon, under the man- 
agement of Mr. Black of Boston, which 
milled much to the interest of the lecture. 
Dr. Bates was introduced by Alderman 
Harwood, chairman of the Reail fund 
committee. Dr. Bates spoke in an easy 
and graceful manner, and retained the 
interest of her audience to the end. The 
lecture was full of bright sayings, very 
happily expressed, and the lecture com- 
bined both instruction and amusement. 
She said that people were beginning to 
pay more attention to their bodies, and the 
conditions in which they lived. The old su- 
perstition that the body was not worth 
care or thought was passing away, as the 
conditions of health were becoming better 
understood, and people were living more 
in accord with common sense principles. 
To know what we do know and also to 
know what we do not know is to be truly 
wise, and the way to secure and retain 
perfect health is one of the things that 
all should know thoroughly. It is im- 
portant for mothers, who are then able to 
teach their children to avoid sickness. 
A sound constitution is the best inherit- 
ance that one can have, and the fortunate 
possessor should know’ how to keep it 
unimpaired. After these introductory 
remarks, the speaker took up the subject 
of the evening, and showed the very im- 

f iortant part the skin plays in the role of 
lealth. The surface of the skin amounts 
to about 15 square feet, and the millions 
of sweat-pores aro all the time discharg- 
ing w’asto matter, a portion of w’hich is 
solid and in some cases poisonous. For 
this reason, those who wish perfect 
health must bathe frequently. Cleanli- 
ness is one of the first principles of health. 
The three divisions of the skin were also 
described, and many illustrations given. 
Sections of the hair and the nails w’ere 
shown highly magnified, and the pro- 
visions made by nature for tho growth 
of these described. It is estimated that 
a person 80 years old has renewed his 
finger nails 200 times. The dangers re- 
sulting from an obedience to the dictates 
of fashion were shown. The lecture 
closed with pictures of some of the noted 
beauties thrown upon the canvas, to 
illustrate the use and duties of the pig- 
ment or coloring matter betw’een the true 
skin and the cuticle. This pigment 
alone makes the difference betw’een the 
white man and the negro, the blond and 
brunette, the coloring matter being 
darkened to form the blackness of the 
negro. Those who were present felt well 
repaid for their attendance, both from the 
pleasure of listening to the lecturer and 
the great amount of valuable information 
they received. The next lecture will be 
given next Tuesday evening. 


Intolerable Nuisance. 

Before the Police Court, on Monday, 
two Watertown roughs were arraigned. 
They had* been to Brighton on Sunday 
afternoon, and returning through New- 
ton, full of whiskey, made an unprovoked 
lyssault on one of our citizens. On their 
plea of guilty fines were imposed upon 
each, which with the costs amounted to 
$23.00, or $47.20 in the whole, which 
they paid. As each of them earned but 
$10.50 a week, it will take half of a 
month's earnings to pay for their Sun- 
day’s otrences.

The residents 
on those streets are annoyed by them to 
sueh an extent, that one gentleman, at 
the court house, stated that they had 
become such an “intolerable nuisance” 
to him and bis family that if it could not 
be suppressed lie w’ould sell his property 
and move.

FROM A HOME STANDPOINT. 

THE VALUE OF KANSAS FARM MORTGAGES 
FROM THAT POINT OF VIEW. 


[From the Atchison (Kan.) Champion.] 

Speaking of Kansas farm mortgages, 
tho records show that while Kansas owes 
on farm mortgages about $285,000,000, 
Illinois owes $1,000,000,(00; Indiana, 
$085,000,000; Iowa, $507,000,000; Michigan, 
$500,000,000; Wisconsin, $857,000,000; and 
Ohio, $1,127,000,000. So that, after all, 
Kansas is not. so heavily in debt as som # 
of its envious rivals are endeavoring to 
make it appear. It is true that Kansas is 
much the youngest State named, but it is 
also best able to carry its debt, and that 
the proportion of our indebtedness to 
the total indebtedness of the States enum- 
erated is much smaller and far less bur- 
densome. 

Our lands have been mortgaged at 
about one third their minimum value, 
while those of the States referred to have 
been mortgaged at over one half of their 
minimum value. Our farm lands, 
mortgaged at a very low valuation, at a 
time when the prices of lands were 20 
per cent lower than at present, and upon 
the basis of partially developed capabil- 
ities, without taking into account, to 
any great extent, their future almost un- 
limited productive capabilities, our con- 
stantly and rapidly increasing home and 
foreign markets, the phenomenal increase 
of our population, our annually extended 
facilities for transportation, and the in- 
evitable certainty that for 25 years to 
come their debt-paying power ‘will in- 
crease year by year in proportion to their 
increased and more thorough cultivation, 
supplemented l»y manufacturing indus- 
tries, like the sorghum and beet sugar, 
'the salt and silk, the canning and flouring, 
the cotton and iron mills— each and all 
of which are sure to develop into pro- 
fitable magnitude— are a much safer and 
more profitable investment for capitalists 
than arc similiar investments in the 
States east of us. 

Kansas will for years to come bo in- 
creasing her power of liquidation, while 
States like Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa 
and Michigan will he decreasing theirs. 
The difference between Kansas and the 
older States, in this and many other re- 
spects, is just the difference* between a 
vigorousy oung man, of splendid plivsique, 
in perfect health, full of energy and enter- 
prise, with glorious opportunities and 
the money-making faculty developed to 
the highest degree, and an old man, whose 
usefulness is largely past, whoso oppor- 
tunities are numbered, whose ambition is 
gratified, and whose future is too limited 
for successful endeavor. 

Kansas may owe $285,000,000 on farm 
mortgages, but this seemingly large in- 
debtedness is in about the same ratio to 
her ability to meet her obligations that 
one is to one hundred. 


A MELANCHOLY VIEW 


OF TUE SEVEN DISTINCT MUNICIPALITIES 
IN NEWTON. 


The Boston correspondent of tho Iling- 
hain Journal takes a very pessimistic 
view of affairs in Newton, llo writes: 
Municipal Reform seems to he catch- 
ing among tho suburban cities, such as 
Cambridge and Newton. The people, or 
a certain class who think they are the 
people, are clamoring for some change. 
What they want would be more difficult 
to define than what they have apd what 
they can’t have. 

'1 can’t practically speak much of tho 
administration of affairs in Boston be- 
yond tiie fact that the streets are fear- 
fully neglected and abominably dirty. 
Of Cambridge I know nothing. But 1 
live in Newton, and have, off and on, for 
forty years. When it was a town it was 
the best governed town, not excepting 
Brookline, in the Commonwealth. 
Though comparatively one oi tho young- 
est cities in the State, it lias attained a 
reputation for mismanagement and ex- 
travagance that would have made Boss 
Tweed leave the place. 

There are seven distinct municipalities 
within the limits of Newton, and each 
is governed by a local ring for purely 
local interests aud without the least re- 
gal'd to tho good of the whole. Tell 
about the ting rule in Boston! Why, it 
is<a blessing to the poor man and the 
modest tax-payer alongside the ring rule 
in Newton. If the two differ in degree 
so far as ability is concerned, the odds 
are on the side of Boston. And yet this 
is claimed as one of the model cities.

POME OP THE MAIN FACTS IN ITH HIS-

The services of Grace Church were held 
first in the parlor of the residence of 
Stephen and Catharine Terry, at tho cor- 
ner of Galon and Williams streets, Wator- 
town, just across the Newton line. Mr. 
and Mrs. Terry Were members of tho par- 
ish at Waltham, lint the distance to too 
parish church lining considerable, and as 
there seethed to bo a favorable

askod their rector, tho Rov. Thomas F 
Fales, to hold sorvicos in their house. 

80 much interest was awakened by 
these ministrations, and so earnest were 
tho friends of the movement, that it was 
soon thought best to securo a hall in 
Newton, and so the second place of wor- 
ship used by the congregation was 
Union Hall. It is not standing now. It 
was consumed by lire long ago, and its 
site is to-day covered by other buildings. 
From May, 1855, to November, 1858, 
“the Sacrament and other Kites and 
Ceremonies of tho Church'’ wore cele- 
brated in Union llall, and on one occa- 
sion a Candidate tor Holy Orders was 
there ‘‘made a Deacon in the Church of 
God.” 

Tito third place of worship was a wood- 
en chapel, near the corner oi Washington 
and Ilovcy streets. It was a convenient 
structure, built alter tho plan* of Mr. A. 
K. Esty, architect, and seated nbout 
three hundred. In tho rear, but con- 
nected with the chapel, wa< a school 
house used for various parish purposes* 
On tho side streot was tho rectory, a 
commodious and attractive resideuo e. 
Tho largo lot at tho corner was long re- 
served for a permanent stone church; but 
tho noise of railroad trains and the 
growth of population in another direc- 
tion rendered it finally advisable to re- 
move from that neighborhood. The 
Chapel, the Rectory, and all tho land 
were sold, and a new location was select- 
ed — on Eldredge and Church streets. 

Tho old chapel was used from 1858 to 
1873, when tho present building was oc- 
cupied. Tho stone structure, now to bo 
consecrated, was begun in tho Spring ot 
1872, after plans drawn by Mr. A.. R. 
Esty. The corner-stone was laid by ‘the 
Rev. Mr. Fales, Sept. 4, 1872, and tho 
building was first occupied for public 
servicos Nov. 30, 1873, just fourteen 

years ago, Its walls are of conglomerate 
stone laid in rubblo pattern. It consists 
of a Chancel, Nave, Aisles, Transepts. 
Yestry Room, Organ Room, Tower ana 
Porch. The outside length is 122 feet; 
its width is 72 feet. The ceiling is open 
to the ridge, and is divided into panels 
by tho open timbering. The clero story 
is supported by columns of polished Bel- 
gium marble, with sand-stono bases and 
capitals. The shafts supporting the 
stone arch of tho Chancel are of Lisbon 
marble. The Altar and Font are of Nova 
Scotia stone. All the windows are filled 
frith rich, warm tints of stained glass. 
Many of them are memorials. The 
wood-work of tho interior is of heavy 
black walnut. The seating capacity of 
the building is about seven hundred. 
The Tower terminates in a graceful spire 
of Htono work, and receives a chime of 
bells. 

In completing tho building a heavy 
debt was contracted, buf the interest has 
always been promptly met and tho prin- 
cipal has been steadily reduced year by 
year. Tho receipt of a generous bequest 
from the estate of tho late Henry Homer 
Linder, in October of this year, encour- 
aged a new movement to cancel the mort- 
gage debt. Rich and poor, young and 
old united, and God blessed their labors 
and their gifts. 

In 1884, stimulated by the kindness of 
a giver who prefers to be unknown, the 
congregation contributed generously to- 
wards erecting another building to sup- 
plement tho purposes of the main edifice. 
The Chanel and Parish House, on the 
north sine, wore built after tho plans of 
Mr. \V. P. NVentworth, and wore all paid 
for as soon as completed. 

TIIK INSTRUMENT OF DONATION. 

Following is the instrument of dona- 
tion : 

Whereas, wo, tho Vestry of the Parish 
of Grace church, in tho City of Newton, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, cheered 
by the co-operation of the faithful aud 
under tho favor of Almighty God, have 
erected in tho said city of Newton a 
house of public Worship, and hereby do 
appropriate and devote the same to the 
worship and service of Almighty God, the 
Fathei, the Son. and the Holy Ghost, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Trutcs- 
tsnt Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America, in its Ministry, Doc- 
trines, Liturgy. Rites, and Usages, and 
by a congregation in communion with 
the said Church in the Diocese of Massa- 
chusetts, — 

Now, therefore, we do hereby request 
Tho Right Reverend Kcnjamin II. Tad- 
dock, D. D., Bishop of Massachusetts, 
to take tho said building undyr his spir- 
itual jurisdiction as Bishop aforesaid, 
and that of his successors in office, and 
to.’ consecrate the same by the name of 
Grace Church, and thereby separate it 
from all unhallowed, worldly, and com- 
mon uses, and solemnly dedicate it to tho 
holy purposes above mentioned. 

And wo do moreover declare tho said 
building, and the ground on which it is 
placed, to be fully paid for and free from 
lien or other incumbrance, aud wo hereby 
relinquish all claim to any right of dis- 
posing of tho said building otherwise 
than is provided for in tho Canons of the 
Church, or of allowing the use of it in any 
way inconsistent, with theteimsand true 
meaning of this Instrument of Donation, 
and with tho Consecration hereby re- 
quested of the aforesaid Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

RECTO H8 OF TIIK PARISH. 

Grace Church has had the following 
rectors: Rev. John Singleton Copley 
Green, Jan. 1, 185(3 to Oct. 1, 18(14; Rev. 
Peter Henry Steenstra, 1). I)., Nov. 1. 
18(14 to July 1, 18(H); Rev. Henry Christian 
Mayer, Aug. 8, 1870 to May 2(1, 1872; Rev; 
Joseph Sherburne Jenckes, Jr., L L. 1)., 
July 1, 1872 to Sept. 2. 1874, and tho pres- 
ent rector, Rev. Geo, Wolfe Shinn, I). D., 
assumed the office Jail 3, 1875. 

Of tho seven who have been wardens of 
the parish, three, Geo. Linder, Edward 
Peabody Bancroft, aud James E. Butts, 
Jr., are dead; and two, Edwin F. Waters 
aud Adiu Ballou Underwood, have re- 
signed.

After 
liaviug preached seventeen Sundays to 
the satisfaction of the congregation, Rev, 
Joseph Grafton, “Father Grafton” as he 
was fondly called, was ordained as pas- 
tor, and served until his death in 18.10. 
An assistant, Rev. Frederick A. Willard, 
was appointed in 1835. Following the 
financial troubles of 1837, Prof. Ripley 
temporarily filled the pulpit* Rev. S. F, 
Smith, the author of “ America,” was 
pastor f ruin 1842 to 1854. Rev. O. S. 
Stearns, now a professor in the Institu- 
tion. from 1855 to 1808; Rev. W. N. 
Clarke, of Keene, N. II.. 1800 to 1880, 
ltev. Mr. Braislin, now pastor of a large 
church in Brooklyn, from IKso to 1880. 
Of the eight pastors four are living and 
four have joined the silent majority.

Mr. Bush also favored the name of 
Prince street, and stated that tho survey 
took off a large slice from his corner lot, 
which lie did not think necessary, as 
there was no reason for so much of a 
rounded comer. The lot was too narrow 
already, 

Alderman Nickerson said that it was 
one of the conditions of the acceptance 
of new streets, that the corners should he 
properly rounded off and it only took in 
all 40 square feet of land.

Alderman Nickerson reported orders 
from the Highway committee, in response 
to numerously signed petitions, for the 
laying out of Park Place, off' Washington 
Park, Newtonvillo; Prospect street, off 
Washington street; Station avenue, from 
Lake to theB. *fr. A. R. R. grounds, Now- 
ton Highlands: and hearings were ap- 
pointed for Monday, Dec. Ill, before the 
hoard of aldermen, and Wednesday, Dec. 
28, before the common council, at 8 p.m. 

Orders were passed for the laving out, 
grading, and acceptance of Tappan Place, 
Ward 5. and Edinboro street, from Wal- 
nut to Lowell, Ward 2. 

An order was passed that the City 
Treasurer he authorized to credit to the 
appropriation for Highway general re- 
pairs. $396.32, the amount rucoivod for 
labor performed and materials sold, and 
wirro go credit to the same appropriation 
the amounts received for the construc- 
tion of Allston street, and the material 
sold. 

A number of bills were read and ap- 
proved.

The 
pictures were excellently brought out 
and aided by the lecturer's graphic de- 
scriptions the audience gained a very 
clear view of the physiological aspect of 
the subject, the functions of the several 
organs, and the fundamental principles 
of health. The importance of thorough 
mustication of food was dwelt upon as 
the first requisite of a good digestion, 
and also the necessity of taking time for 
meals. We have been called a nation of 
dyspeetics, and dyspepsia arises in the 
first place from the habit Americans have 
of bolting their food. The lecturer also 
showed a chart illustrating the pro- 
perties of different foods, and closed by 
an earnest aud eloquent plea for tem- 
perance. The audience was a large one 
and the witty stories used to illustrate 
the points made were received with entliu- 
' siastic applause. The whole subject was 
treated in a popular and very instructive 
manner and such lectures are calculated 
to do great good, especially to the largo 
number of young people win* attend the 
Bead ‘fund course. The last lecture by 
Dr. Bates will lie given next Tuesday 
i eveuing.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 


THK AI.DRHMRN DECLARE THE RESULT OF 
THE ELECTION 


Both branches of the City Council were 
in session at, City Hall, Monday night, 
the board of aldermen holding a special 
meeting to declare the result of the 
recent election. All the members were 
present, including a majority of the new 
men. Very little business was transacted 
in either branch beyond reports of com- 
mittees in the board of aldermen and 
concurrent action in the common council. 
The contested election-case in Ward 5 was 
decided by a recount which showed that 
E. H. Greenwood had 11 votes more than 
Elliott J. Hyde. 

IN DETAIL. 

In the board of aldermen the petition 
for a recount of the votes for councilman 
in Ward 5 was received and read, and 
7.45 o’clock appointed for the recount. 
Notices were served by the city clerk 
upon E. H. Greenwood and Elliott .1. 
Hyde, both of whom were present, and 
at the hour appointed the election com- 
mittee. Aldermen Pettee and Nickerson, 
together with Aldermen Johnson and 
Hollis, proceeded to the recount, and it 
was found that E. H. Greenwood had 41, 
Elienezer H. Greenwood had 124, making 
a total of 105; Elliott J. Hyde bad 154. 
Mr. Greenwood was declared elected. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

Alderman Nickerson reported from the 
Highway committee several orders, legal- 
izing work upon the streets which had 
been completed, in response to numerous 
petitions. The committee reported favor- 
ably on the petition for the relocation 
of Lexington street, from River street 
to the Waltham line ; for the acceptance, 
laying out and grading of Middle street, 
from Adams to Chapel; Chapel street 
from Watertown to Middle street. Orders 
were passed setting apart Wednesday 
Dec. 2Sth, at 8 p. m. for hearings on these 
streets before the board of aldermen, 
and at 8.15 before the common council. 

THE NEW ELECTION SCHEME. 

The city solicitor reported on the peti- 
tions to have all the heads of depart- 
ments elected by the people, that the 
change did not come within the province 
of the City Council, but must bo made 
by the Legislature. 

THE MOllUISSY MATTER. 

Alderman Pettee reported from the 
fire department committee, in regard to 
the Richard J. Morrissy petition, as 
follows: 

Dec. 12, 1887. 

The joint standing committee fire de- 
partment, to whom was referred the peti- 
tion of Richard Morrissy, for investiga- 
tion of certain charges made against 
him by the chief of fire department, hay- 
ing considered the same, report that it 
did not aopear in evidence to the com- 
mittee sitting to investigate the causes 
of grievance, set forth In said petition, 
that the said Richard J. Morrissy had 
been injured in character or reputation 
by acts done or charges made by the 
chief of the fire department; and inas- 
much as the claim of the petitioner was 
that he had suffered ‘‘both iu character 
aud reputation” by charges made by the 
said chief, and the object of the petition 
to re-instate the said petitioner in such 
character and reputation; and in view of 
the utter lack of evidence tending to 
establish this claim, the committee 
further reports that they deem it un- 
necessary to make any finding upon the 
other matters set forth in the said peti- 
tion.

THE SINKING FUND. 

Alderman Grant reported from the 
finance committee an order appropriating 
*2,000 for the payment of water bonds for 
1888. and to be charged to the tax levy 
of 1888. 

Alderman Ward asked for an explana- 
tion, and Aldei man Grant replied that 
the sum originally asked for in the ap- 

S ropriation bill was 822,000, but it had 
een cut down to 820,000. on account of a 
clause in the city charter providing that 
only that sum 'should be appropriated 
for the purpose in any one year. This was 
passed in 1872, but upon consultation 
with the city solicitor, he gave it as his 
opinion that the provision was over- 
ridden by the general statute passed in 
1875. requiring cities to pay all bonded 
indebtedness iu not to exceed 30 years. To 
do this, the appropriation would have to 
be 822, 000. The order was then passed. 

THE CANDIDATES ELECTED. 

The city clerk read the returns, show- 
ing what candidates had been elected, 
and he was directed to notify them of 
the fact. 

FOR NEXT YEAR. 

Alderman Fetteo reported on the peti- 
tions for new lire alarm signal boxes on 
the corner of Kenilworth street and 
Waverly avenue;on Lexington street, and 
at the corner of Chapel and Middle 
streets, stating that the committee had 
considered the petitions favorably but on 
account of the near approach of the end 
of the year, they recommended that the 
petitions be referred to the next city 
government.

An order was passed appropriating 
844,7(1, to pay R. R. Risk of the Lawrence 
Industrial school, for the funeral ex- 
penses of Thomas Kelly, deceased, and 
charging the same to the miscellaneous 
appropriation. 

The bills for the expenses of the city 
elections weru read, ami it was stated 
that the new law in regard to the Yes aud 
No ballots had rendered the constant at- 
tendance of one of the assistant inspec- 
tors necessary, and it was voted that ho 
be paid the same as the principal. 

After approving some other small bills 
the board adjourned. 

In the common council only concur- 
rent business was transacted.

was a wonder and delight to see the 
consequent change of expression both 
■upon the face of nature and the face of 
man. Whatever else you may find at the 
front door of every woll-furnished house 
there is sure to be a feather-duster, 
generally hanging from the bell knob, 
with which the visitor may brush tho 
•dust off his boots and clothing, 
which awaiting the servant whom ho 
flhas just summoned by pull of bell. 

It was just beginning to be dusty 
again, showers wore hoped for every 
■night, but, on appearance of gathering 
•clouds after dinner to-day, wo all said, 
•“It will not rain this p. m., it never 
rains here except in the night, ’’and so wo 
started to walk down the railroad track, a 
.few squares away to a vineyard of rich 
muscat grapes,— a two peck basket on 
■my arm. We had hardly reached our 
destination when the drops began to fall 
.-and wo had to pick grapes without much 
view to selection. However we didn’t ge 
much wet, and we have at least a peck of 
good grapes for a few days’ supply. 

In our suit of rooms we have a little 
stove which would not keep a closet 
warm in N. E. ; hitherto it has served as 
a convenient receptacle for small waste 
papers, grapo stems, etc. To this had 
been added for possible emergency a 
.small stick of “greese root,’’ a few bits 
of red wood, etc., all of which would 
perhaps fill a quart measure. When the 
rain came an hour ago wo concluded to 
light our fire, and its slight warmth will 
keep us comfortable without further re- 
plenishing of the stove, for the rest of tho 
day. This, as I said, is our llrst fire, al- 
though to-morrow will be the first day of 
wintor. 

I wish your readers, many of them al- 
ready weary, I will warrant, with the 
mnremitting, merciless cold of a northern 
winter, could look out of my window this 
p. m. Here all is life and beauty and 
'verdure. That orange tree in our front 
yard is full of fruit which just begins to 
turn golden, and one cluster, hanging 
gracefully from a slender stem, lias by 
actual count thirteen fully developed 
oranges, yet the same tree has room for 
blossoms too, each as sweet as ever blest 
a happy bride. Then the foliage presents 
the most beautiful shade of green, — the 
orange tree would serve as an ornamental 
tree if it never bore fruit. After a rain, 
especially, and in the suu-shine, it seems 
as if each iudividaal leaf were about 
both to laugh and give thanks. That 
near neighbor, too close in fact, is the fig- 
tree; homely enough at the best, and 
especially so by contrast. 1 can see now 
why the fig tiee that refused to bear fruit 
received the curse; but in this plentiful 
land no fig-tree or any other fruit tree 
^refuses its guerdon of fruit, and this, not- 
withstanding that the season of its fruit- 
bearing is long passed. 

That line of trees over yonder, each as 
straight and stately as a grenadier, as tall 
and nearly as slim as the Lombardy 
poplar is tho “gum tree,” or the spired 
eucalyptus, with pendant branches as 
graceful as those of the weeping willow. 
A tree of wonderfully rapid growth; one 
on the street just above having already at 
tained a height of 40 or 50 feet, with 
dimensions generally such as beloug to 
our maple when it is 40 or 50 years old, 
and yet it was set out, a tender slip, only 
four or five years ago. 

But I must not aggravate your readers 
itoo much, who, unhappily, have in fact a 
far different view from their windows 
from that I have but began to present. 

I have spoken of the afternoon rain as 
exceptional. Day after day for weeks to- 
gether is often marked by bright sun- 
shine. Then the glory of the sunset, 
night after night, and night after night. 
But, Mr. Editor, I should have to dip my 
brush in just such colors to give your 
readers any conception of this inexpressi- 
ble glory. 

Pasadena, “tho Crown of the valley,” 
blessed are they who are they who have 
their home within thy borders! Man, in 
his constant struggle against adverse 
•conditions of nature has largely made 
New England what she is, but God made 
♦Southern California and tho divine smile 
seems ever resting upon it. Medicus. 


The Railway Crossing Accident. 

The adjourned inquest upon the recent 
fatal accident at the Washington street 
•crossing, inwliicii three men were killed, 
took place last Friday morning in tho 
Police Court room at City Hall. Judge 
Park conducted the inquest. William Gal- 
lagher saw tho gates down at the time of 
tho accident; saw the team containing 
tho men crash through tho gate. 

Richard Birnagan testified that at the 
time of tho accident ho was delivering 
Jlsh at tho house of Mrs. Maher on the 
(north side of the crossing; heard tho 
•crash and helped pick up the bodies and 
remove the debris; the flagman was at 
the crossing; tho gates were down. 

Thomas Keefe, the flagmnn, corrobo- 
rated what he had said at tho previous 
hearing; he attended to the duties of 
ilngmnn and also did some shoe repair- 
dug in the gate house while not employed 
at tho gates; there are only two lanterns 
at tho crossing, one on each side of the 
street; at the time the team struck the 
gate and crossed the tracks, if 1 bad lift- 
ed the gate near mo it would not have 
been in season to have averted the acci- 
dent; I bad my hand on the gate crank 
while the team crossed the tracks; my 
duties are from 0 a. m. to 10.30 p. m. 

W. B. Whittier was recalled, and stated 
that as bo crossed over tire tracks an in- 
ward train was standing at the Newton 
■station ; it had not started, but heard the 
hissing of steam from that direction; 
saw the express coming; tho gates bad 
just started to come down and tho flag- 
man held up the one on the north side 
until 1 passed under; stepped six paces 
away and heurd the crash of the collision; 
am sure the inward train was at the 
Newton station; didn’t stoop to pass 
under either gate. 

Patrick Gorman, the only man of tho 
four in the team who escaped, testified; 
As we approached the crossing the gate 
•on tho south side was uotdowu, nor was 
it seen by any of those in the team ; 1 was 
driving; as 1 struck the tracks heard a 
noise, as of something striking the top 
.of the vehicle.; Charles Hannon called 


my attention to it, and beliove it war the 
gate striking the top, and explains, to 
my mind, how it became broken; saw the 
gate on tho north Ride and which war 
down, at the same time I raw tho engine 
of the approaching express, and if the 
gate had been elevated for me could 
have got through in season. 

JUDGE TARK’S FINDING. 

The following is tho text of the finding 
of Judge Park: 

Tho track of tho Boston A Albany 
Railroad crosses Washington street, in 
Newton, (a much traveled highway,) at 
grade. Tho vehicle, (in which the de- 
ceased war being driven westward,) while 
attempting to crosR tho track of the fiaid 
railroad at this crossing, was struck by 
an outward-bound express train which 
was moving at the rate of a mile in two 
minutes. In consequence of this collision 
the deceased was so injured that ho died 
in two hours. 

A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined and testified on the two days. 
They all agreed that the evening was 
dark; and that tho disaster occurred after 
tho time for lighting and exhibiting 
signal lights. The important fact to bo 
ascertained was whether the bar-gates, to 
which signal-lanterns were attached, were 
lowered and in their proper places at this 
juncture. 

On this point there was some conflict- 
ing testimony. 

There were four persons in the vehicle, 
on their way homo from tho race-course 
at Allston. Three of these wore killed. 
The fourth (who was tho driver, and es- 
caped with some serious injury, Jtestifled 
to facts which had a tendency to Drove 
negligence on the part of the gato-lceej)- 
er; a man who it appeared had been in 
the employment of tliat railroad, at that 
station, for fifteen years. 

A witness, who crossed the trackj on 
foot, at a moment before the collision, 
testified to tho same effect. 

Eleven others, all intelligent persons, 
testified ns to what they saw from eleven 
different standpoints of view— some 
very close to the point of collision, others 
a little further off, but in plain sight, and 
with unobstructed vision— all oi whom 
stated facts, corroborating each other, 
but entirely at variance with the testi- 
mony of the two first above named. 

Tho Court, after a careful examination 
at the hearing, and after duly weighing 
and considering all the testimony, found 
that no blame attaches to any one. 

And hero the duty of the Court, strict- 
ly speaking, ends. 

But, whereas, it appeared that at this 

f jrade-crossing of a much traveled public 
lighway, in that city, there is but a 
single person in the Company’s employ- 
ment, whose duty is to raise and lower bar- 
gates on both sides across said highway, 
which bar-gates, when lowered on each 
side, meet in the centre, and cover a width 
of eighty -five feet, and upon which, after 
dark, there is suspended on each side of 
the road but a single globe glass lantern 
encased in wire; and, whereas, it also ap- 
peared that there is no person with or 
without a llajj or signal on the side oppo- 
site to which the gate-keeper stands, 
the .Court takes occasion to suggest 
that the provision for the protec- 
tion of the public at this crossing is hard- 
ly adequate, although it may be all that 
the Railroad Commissioners require. 

If, instead of a single lantern in the 
centre of a bar covering a space of 
eighty-five feet, the traveller was con- 
fronted by a row of four lanterns affixed 
to the bars, about fifteen feet apart, tho 
warning would be more conspicuous and 
effective. 

Or, if an additional man was stationed 
on the side opposite to the gate-keeper, 
the protection of the public would be 
more assured. 

These suggestions are commended to 
the consideration of the Corporation and 
the Railroad Commissioners. 



GRIT TELLS. 


AN IMMENSE DUSINEBK, AND WIIAT 
MADE IT. 


Byron A. Atkinson was born in Sack- 
villo, Now Brunswick, and is 34 years of 
age. When 12 years old ho loft home to 
follow the sea and made a number of 
foreign voyages, sailing mostly from 
London and Liverpool, England, Glas- 
gow, Scotland, and St. John, Now Bruns- 
wick, and although his seafaring life 
lasted but about (1 years, he visited dif- 
ferent parts of Europe, Asia, Africa, 
Australia, East and West Indies, North 
and South America.

lie commenced business June 0, 1873, 
under tho name and stylo of B. A. Atkin- 
son A Co., in an old wooden building on 
tho corner of Shawmut avenue and Pleas,

In addition to the above B. A. Atkin- 
son & Co. are to bo found on the corner 
of Shawmut avenue and Pleasant street, 
carrying on a large business in the build- 
ing which they erected in 1870, under 
the name and style of the Shawmut 
Furniture|Co.

THE NEWTON CLUB. 


The opening of the Newton Club house 
will be a notable event in ‘the history of 
the city, as the club can not fail to exert 
a powerful influence. For one thing it 
will bind more closely together tho 
residents of our “seven distinct munici- 
palities” and tend to bring about a more 
united feeling. It will enable citizens to 
meet together on a common footing, with- 
out waiting for the yearly political con- 
ventions. 

« Newton has a great future, as Ex- 
Mayor Hyde lias so often predicted, but 
the best results will not be gained as 
long as the different wards are rival vil- 
lages. each looking out mainly for its own 
interests, without much regard for the 
interests of the city as a whole. Such 
an organization as the Newton Club 
ought to do much towards changing all 
this, and any influence or organization 
that will tend to bring about the feeling 
that whatever benefits Newton, benefits 
equally every part of Newton, will ac- 
complish a highly desirable work. It is 
said that there have been cases, when 
a citizen of one ward was nominated for 
some bigli office, the other wards imme- 
diately turned the cold shoulder, from a 
feeling of petty rivalry. This state of 
things was of course before the days of 
the Circuit Railroad, when Newton 
Comer, for instance, was much nearer 
Boston than it was to Newton Centre, 
from the lack of any means of communi- 
cation. Such a spirit has passed away, 
let us hope, and such organizations as 
{lie Congregational Club, the Newton 
Boat Club, the Newton Club, and the 
various other societies which call to- 
gether residents from the different sec- 
tions, will make Newton feel as much one 
city as the United States is now one 
nation. '.In the early days of our history 
the different states had no community 
of interests, or any national feeling, but 
that has long passed away. 

There is no reason why Newton should 
not double her population within the 
next ten years. The Circuit railroad has 
opened up a very desirable tract of un- 
occupied land, tho street railroad will 
bring more within easy reach of the 
railroad stations, and with enterprise 
and public spiritedness on the part of 
the leading citizens, there is almost no 
limit to the city’s growth. Few places 
within a half hour’s ride of Boston can 
offer so many advantages to the better 
class of residents, who would be willing 
to help pay our taxes and contribute to 
the public improvements. So far but 
little has been done in this direction. 
Land has been held at exalted prices, the 
few houses that were to let have been 
equally out of roach of tho majority, and 
any increase of population has been dis- 
couraged. 

Recently, however, there have been 
signs of a change, especially in Newton- 
ville and Newton Highlands, aud the us. 
tonishing growth of these two places has 
been the result. The latter place has been 
called one of the model villages of New 
England, from the taste displayed in th c 
erection of its numerous private resi- 
dences, and the interest shown in the 
care of the grounds attached. There is 
no reason why villages of equal size 
should not spring up all along the new 
Circuit road, if only a beginning is made 
and their growth encouraged. 

There is no fear but that the Newton 
Club can find plenty of work before it. 
Many other cities date back the beginning 
of their prosperity and patriotic senti- 
ment to tho foundation of similiar organ- 
izations, which have wielded a powerful 
influence. 

From the character of the men who 
have been prominent in forming tho 
Newton Club, there is every reason for j 
great expectations in regard to its future ! 
usefulness and the salutary influence it 
will have upon tho prosperity of tho city. ; 
The Jersey Stock Club has demonstrated 
w hat can be done by a social organization 
in Newton, although its membership was 
limited, aud it could not boast of u club 
house. 


This annual dinner for members of 
the new and old members of the city 
government will be givou at the VI ood- 
land Park Hotel within a few weeks. 
There will be only a few invited guests, 
aud the affair will not be iu auy sense a 
junket, as each member pays his own 
bill. 


There is a general interest over the 
question of the next President— not of 
the United States, but of our Common 
Council. It is customary to choose the 
president from among the old members, 
and next year these will he Messrs. 
Powell of Ward 1, Gore and Moody of 
Ward 4, Burr and Read of Ward 0, and 
Kennedy of Ward 7. Mr. Kennedy is the 
senior member, but he is unfortunate in 
coming from Ward 7, as four of the seven 
presidents since Newton became a city 
have come from that ward, and the peo- 
ple are asking if the Newton Corner peo- 
ple really think they have a mortgage 
upon the office. * 

The first president was Mr. Goo. E. 
Allen, who served live years; be was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. John Q. Henry, who served 
one year; Mr. C. C. Barton, one year; Mr. 
Henry, another year; Mr. E. W. Gay, two 
years; Mr. S. L. Powers, two years: Mr. 
James W. French, one year, and Mr. L. 
E. Coffin, whose term is nearly ended. 
Of course, Ward 7 is not to blame if it 
sends the men host, fitted for presiding 
officers, but this fact is likely to injure 
Mr. Kennedy’s chances. It is also urged 
against his election that bis duties as 
Captain of the Claflin Guards would in- 
terfere with the discharge of tho duties 
of the office, as he has to be at the Ar- 
mory a portion of every Monday even- 
ing. 

Another member whose name has been 
prominently mentioned for the position 
is Councilman Burr of Chestnut Hill. 
That section of tho city has had very 
little recognition in the city government, 
and the locality claim is strongly urged 
in Mr. Burr's favor. He has been one of 
the leaders in tho council the past year, 
always being found in his seat, and al- 
ways displaying a lively linterest in the 
matters under discussion. He has a thor- 
ough knowledge of parliamentary rules, 
which is another point in bis favor. 

As the President of the Common Coun- 
cil has a seat on the school board, the 
office has greater importance than it 
otherwise would have, and for this rea- 
son Mr. Burr is looked upon as the one 
man in the council best fitted for the 
position. He was educated in the New- 
ton schools, graduating from the High 
School in 1873, and from Harvard in 1877. 
He therefore is fitted to act intelligently 
and wisely on all school matters. He 
will represent that large and steadily 
growing class of voters who have a per- 
sonal interest iu all that relates to the 
schools, and who ought to be represent- 
ed by one of their number. His inde- 
pendence of character and habit of care- 
ful investigation would make him an es- 
pecially valuable member of the board. 

The result of the caucus of the com- 
mon Council will be awaited with unu- 
sual interest this year, and it will be 
held a week from next Tuesday evening. 


The school committee question enter- 
ed into the Boston city election also, and 
tho general excellence of the Democratic 
nominations for the school board issaid to 
have saved Mayor O’Brien from defeat. 
If the Boston Republicans had really 
desired to carry the day they would nnt 
have made a party nomination for Mayor. 
The Boston board of aldermen has been 
rescued from the ring that controlled it 
last year, and perhaps this is an even 
greater victory for reform than the elec- 
tion of Mr. Hart would have been. 


The recount of votes for councilman 
from Ward 5 only added one to Mr. 
Greenwood’s majority. It is said that 
the ward officers counted the ballots five 
times, reaching a different result each 
time, which was the reason Mr. Hyde 
asked for a recount. Mr. Greenwood 
will make an excellent member of the 
council, and he is thoroughly familiar 
with the needs of his ward aud of the 
city. He has received many congrat- 
ulations over his victory.

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THE NEWTON CLUB. 

A DESCRIPTION OF TI1K HANDSOME CLUB 
* HOUSE. 


On Monday evening tho Newton Club 
will open its now olub houso with n re- 
ception, which in character and appoint- 
ments will be the social event of the 
season. Tho need of a social organiza- 
tion, in which gentlemen from the sev- 
eral villages of the city could find a 
common meeting place, has long boon 
recognized. To meet this want, a club 
composed of about a hundred and fifty 
of the leading people of tho city will, on 
the evening mentioned, establish itself in 
its now homo and extend its hospitality 
to its friends for tho first time. Tho his- 
toric old Roberts mansion, or ns it was 
known for years, the Gen. Hull house, 
will be the scene onco more of a gay aud 
brilliant assemblage. Onco more, for 
there is probably no house in Newton 
that has witnessed moro gatherings of 
beauty and fashion in the past, or offered 
more generous hospitality, than this 
largo old-fashioned mansion, once the 
residence of Gen. Hull. At different 
periods in its history it has boon, under 
several hostesses, the center of the social 
life of the community, and very properly 
in its old ago it substantiates its claim to 
the title of “the most hospitable man- 
sion,” by sheltering the leading social 
organization in the city. Apart from tho 
traditions connected with it, tho house 
possesses special advautages for its in- 
tended purpose. Centrally located, it is 
accessible from all parts of tho city, and 
the rooms are large aud pleasaut. The 
building lias been thoroughly renovated, 
and re-papered, painted and decorated 
throughout, and bandsomoly furnished. 

Entering from tho piazza, the guest 
finds himself in the spacious square hall, 
with its old-fashioned stairway. The 
walls are handsomely papered, the pre- 
vailing tint beiug buff, with a dado of a 
darker shade; the ceiling is also papered 
.in an attractive pattern, the whole being 
illuminated by a handsome lantern. To 
tho right is the large parlor in which the 
receptions will be held. In this room 
the finish of the walls correspond to that 
of the hall; the ceiling, however, is fres- 
coed. It is brilliantly lighted by a hand- 
some chandelier, in the shape of candel- 
abra, of cut glass and gilt, adding much 
to the attractiveness of the apartment. 
Upon tho walls are a number of fine en- 
gravings. etchings and photographs, in 
the selection of which the committee 
have shown admirable taste. A Chicker- 
ine upright grand piano, near which 
stands a handsome Hollings piano lamp, 
is a noticable piece of furniture. The 
furnishing of the room is plain but rich, 
a tone of quiet comfort and elegance 
pervading the whole. Across the hall- 
way from the reception room is the 
library, very attractive with its fire- 
place, broad oak tables, and comfortable 
arm-chairs. Adjoining the library in the 
rear and opening into the hall, is the 
dining room, which is intended for use 
only on special occasions, as not much 
catering will be done except at recep- 
tions. It may not be out of place to re- 
mark that the club is to be conducted on 
strict temperance principles. 

On the second floor over the hall is tho 
secretary’s office, a cozy little room iu 
which the carpet and paper blend very 
pleasantly. Over the parlor is the bil- 
liaid rnniu a 1 <**•£<>»• room wtirch may 
be used for social purposes. Thero are 
several of these apartments, one of 
which is brightened by a bay window, 
and will be used for cards. One of the 
prettiest rooms is the pool room, the 
vaulted ceiliug and walls of which are a 
rich yellow, relieved by a dado of blue. 

In addition to the apartments men- 
tioned there are bath-rooms, kitchens 
and pantries. Ample accommodations 
for horses and vehicles are provided iu 
stables in the rear. 

On Monday evening flowers aud potted 
plants will be liberally used to decorate 
the apartments; Lee will furnish a fine 
collation and an orchestra of six pieces 
will provide music. The President, the 
lion. R. M. Pulsifer and wife, will not 
receive the guests, owing to the recent 
death of Mrs. Pulsifer’s father. The 
vice-presidents, Hon. Levi C. Wade, Hon. 
Robert R. Bishop, Mr. I. T. Burr, and 
the chairman of the executive commit- 
tee. Mr. Henry E. Cobb, with their wives, 
will oflieially represent the club. Each 
member is entitled to an admittance for 
himself and lady, and an invitation for 
another couple. The invitations are thus 
very limited and are in great demand. 
Those favoied are considered fortunate. 


Mr. Fulton iu Trouble. 

Rev. Justin D. Fulton, who is fond of 
controversy, caused quite a sensation 
last Sunday in Boston, by denouncing 
the Rand Avery company for refusing to 
print his book “Why Priests should 
Wed.” The company replied in a letter 
which was printed iu the Boston papers, 
stating their reasons in such an energetic 
manner that Mr. Fulton was compelled 
to accept the company’s offer to arbi- 
trate. They say that the book contained 
such obscene passages that tho priuters 
refused to work upon it, aud after an ex- 
amination of the book they felt com- 
pelled to refuse to carry out their con- 
tract. They offered, however, to leave 
the matter out to arbitration, and public 
opinion was so changed by the letter that 
Mr. Fulton lias accepted the offer, and a 
committee of three is to be selected to 
consider the objectionable passages. The 
company have received a great muss of 
letters, both applauding ami condemning 
this action, but the reputation of the 
company and the men who compose it is 
a sufficient guarantee that they would 
not take such action without good and 
sufficient reasons for it. It would hardly 
do for such a publishing house to publish 
u book which was unfit for circulation, 
no matter how praise-worthy might he 
the motives of the author, and the 
general opiniou is that Mr. Fulton’s 
writings would be much improved by a 
skilled committee ot revision, with 
! power to act.

It 
was organized by a constitution being 
drawn up, with by-laws .and a choice of 
officers, consisting of Mr. H. M. Walton 
of Newton as president; Miss Edith 
Marsh, vice-president; Mr. E. R. Metcalf, 
secretary and treasurer, with tho addi- 
tion of Miss Eddy and Miss Lincoln of 
Allston, acting with them as executive 
committee. They propose to take up 
music, both vocal and instrumental, only 
of high order, and the reputation of its 
director, our most efficient teacher of 
music in the public schools, warrants tho 
expectation that a high standard will be 
maintained, and win a worthy and im- 
portant recognition with other musical 
circles of our city. The first meeting 
will be hold Jan. 10. The new society is 
launched without a name, but that, and 
other particulars, we hope to be able to 
give later. 

—Miss Hunt spoke to a very interested 
audience of tho Women’s Educational 
Club last Friday evening, on the subject 
of ‘‘Education Among tho Rocky Mount- 
ains.” She first alluded briefly to her 
interesting work among the Chinese In 
California, chiefly in their schools, and 
of their eagerness to obtain instruction. 
She thou gave some of tho incidents of 
her mission among the Mormons. She 
went among them four years since, and 
established the first Gentile school. In 
Salt Lake City there aro *25,000 inhab- 
itants, and all but 5,000 aro Mormons. 
They are not confined to Utah, but num- 
bor as many in Arizona. They aro obliged 
to pay one-tenth of all they have to the 
support of their institution. The women 
are educated to believe that their souls 
cannot be saved unless they marry, and 
the men are promoted in the church ac- 
cording to tho uumber of wivos they 
own. Education of the children in tho 
schools is difficult, as the work is looked 
upon with distrust, uud they are after a 
while taken away, though no allusion is 
made to their religion or institutions. 
She left among her hearers the general 
feeling that it was not necessary to go 
far for tho work of foreign missions, 
when the necessity lay so near our owu 
door. A number of those present sub- 
scribed for a paper she advocated, show- 
ing the efforts made to Christianize these 
people. Tho annual reception will he 
heltl January 2, when the members aro 
privileged to invite their gentlemen 
friends. An interesting program is prom- 
ised. 

—Chief Bixby read a paper before tho 
recent state firemen’s convention at 
Taunton, iu which he took strong ground 
for towns providing themselves with 
proper fire apparatus. But few have 
seen more of the evils of this needless 
custom thau Chief Bixby, who for years 
saw Newton taking care of Needham and 
Wellesley fires. When he came into the 
chief’s office he proposed that these towns 
should pay for the services they received. 
They refused to do so, and an order was 
issued forbidding any portion of the 
Newton department responding to calls 
from those towns. The result was, effi- 
cient tire appliauces were iu a very short 
time purchased iu both towns, aud 


Wellesley introduced an excellent system 
of water works. The same result would 
ensue in all other localities if the same 
heroic hnt only adequate measures lor 
the suppression of deadheading fire pro- 
tection would bo adopted. In his paper 
tho chief says: ‘‘This topic liAving been 
nssigned to your humble servant ny the 
executive committee can he readily 
answered In these few words: ‘The Lora 
helps those who help themselves.’ (Ap- 
plause.) Tho subject-matter of this ques- 
tion requires no elaborate argument to 
establish tbo fact that, in these days of 
the many and useful fire appliances pro- 
vided by tho manufacturers, consisting 
of varied patterns and sizes of steam lire 
engines, hose reels, chemical engines, 
trucks, etc., no city or town can reason- 
ably neglect to provide for its safety: and 
where such provision is neglected, they 
aro entitled to no consideration from 
their more provident neighbors. No 
head of department can justify a weaken- 
ing of liis force to furnish apparatus to 
these thanking communities, for tho 
maintenance of which they have in no 
way contributed. Neither is lie justified 
in exposing the lives and limbs of bis 
men to protect those who can, but will 
not, protect themselves. Manufacturing 
interests are removed to these ‘penny- 
wise and pound foolish’ localities to 
escape tho tax which efficient fire and 
police protection necessitates, and to 
which all good citizens cheerfully sub- 
scribe. In case of fire these ‘tax dodgers’ 
are tho first to call upon their more for- 
tunate neighbors for help.”

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BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


THE OVERLAND. 

Tho Overland Monthly for December in 
evidently a holiday number, though no 
story or artiole denlH directly with tho 
holiday aonaon. This appearance is Riven 
to it by the illustrations. The delightful 
bits of river scenery surpass tho views of 
tho Santa Clara Valley that made tho 
Juno Overland a marked number. This 
time it is Shasta County and tho upper 
Sacremonto River that have boon present- 
ed, and tho work is done in that con- 
scientious and artistic style, both in the 
selection and execution of tho pictures 
and in the descriptive article by Ninetta 
Eames, that always distinguishes the 
Overland’s work in illustrating tho 
various sections of tho State. The value 
of such articles cannot bo over-estimated. 
There is also an illustrated article on San 
Diego County, by T. S. Van Dyke. He 
speaks in an authoritative and convincing 
style of the resources and possibilities of 
southernmost California. “Down the 
Nootaack” is an article telling of the 
scenery to be found in Northern Wash- 
ington, with some romarkable fish 
stories added, and “Mid-winter Days at 
Monterey” is a charming picture of that 
famous resort by M. H. Field. In fiction 
tho issue is strong. “X, An Unknown 
Quantity” is a most novel story. “A 
Mexican Lover” is a close analysis of a 
phase of character that Americans are 
prone to misunderstand. In addition to 
these there are stories, poems, and de- 
partments all of the highest degree of 
merit. The Overland finishes the first 
five years of its second series and the 
twenty-five since its beginning in 18(38 
with the possession and promise of a 
growth as sturdy and surprising as that 
of the great country that it represents. 

THE AMERICAN MAGAZINE. 

The American Magazine for December 
is in all its features a Christmas number. 
The leading article, “Clirist-Ideals in 
American Art,” by Wm. H. Ingersoll, 
gives occasion for the frontispiece, “The 
Boy Christ Disputing with the Doctors,” 
eugraved from a picture by Frank Moss; 
and a sculptured “Head of Christ,” by 
Launt Thompson, is reproduced in line 
engraving on the cover. The article is 
replete with descriptions and illustra. 
tions showing how our leading painters 
and sculptors have represented the ideal 
Christ. A very interesting account is 
also given of tho origin and history of 
this ideal, which, according to early 
traditions, may bo traced to a portrait 
taken iii tho lifetime of .Jesus. Charles 
Gayarre tells how various means of amuse- 
ment were provided for rich and poor fifty 
years ago in Now Orleans. “Christmas in 
the Grand Army” is the story told by one 
of the surviving members of a society 
founded among our soldiers during tho 
war. In Mr. hawcett’s story, Olivia be- 
gins to find out what sort of a husband 
she has acquired, and he in turn meets 
equal surprise in attempting to control 
her. Salmon fishing in tho Casapedia 
river is described in an illustrated article. 
In another illustrated article, Z. L. White 
has a pleasant sketch of the discoverer 
of natural gas at Findlay, O. An inter- 
view with Walt Whitman and an ancient 
version of the love story of Miles 
Standisli will interest literary readers; 
there are some finished stories, a discus- 
sion of new books by Julian {Hawthorne, 
a paper on Home Decorations by Jenny 
June; Health Jottings for December by 
Dr. Hutchinson, and poems by Edith M. 
Thomas, Charles Henry Luders, George 
Edgar Montgomery, Charles Lotin Hil- 
dreth, Hamlin Garland, and Andrew 
Hussey Allen. The Portfolio has three 
illustrated articles by well-known 
authors. 

Our Dumb Animals for November is as 
bright and beautiful as possible. It is 
finely illustrated, and contains many 
touching experiences and pleasing 
stories. In finding a voice for those 
who cannot speak, Geo. T. Angell and 
his noble band of followers deserve to be 
heard by every one, and Our Dumb 
Animals should have a place in every 
Sunday and day school, every reading- 
room, and every home in the land. It is 
doing a grand work, and merits the 
hearty, sympathetic aid of us all. 


The School Suffrnge Law. 

The last issue of the Woman’s Jour- 
nal has a very pertinent article in regard 
to the workings of tho school suffrage in 
Massachusetts, which explains why so 
few women avail themselves of tho law. 
It says: 

“School suffrage does not exist in 
Massachusetts; only school committee 
suffrage, a very different thing. The 
workinggof woman suffrage for school 
committee in Massachusetts is good as 
far as it goes, but it does not go very 
far. Tho number of women who have 
registered in this State during the five 
years it has been in operation is between 
r>,«00 and 7,000 annually. The number 
varies from year to year, but does not in- 
crease. The average number of women 
who actually vote is about two-thirds of 
that number. There are from 400,000 to 
500, 000 women of voting ago in tho State, 
most of whom can read and write, and 
could therefore become voters by the 
payment of a poll-tax of fifty cents, and 
a personal application, annually re- 
newed, to be registered, accompanied by 
a receipted tax-bill. Of tho whole num- 
ber who apply, from 800 to 2,200 are cit- 
izens of Boston. The women who vote, 
both in city and country, are above the 
average of male voters in character and 
social position, and are animated solely 
by public spirit in so doing. In Boston 
they have several times taken the initia- 
tive in pominating superior candidates 
for tho school board, who havo sub- 
sequently been taken by one or both par- 
ties and elected. Among others whom 1 
now recall are President Francis A. Wal- 
ker, of the Institute of Technology, and 
Mr. Samuel Eliot, principal of tho Girls’ 
High School. lint, for several years 
past, no candidate has been elected upon 
the Boston School Board who has not se- 
cured the regular Democratic nomina- 
tion. Merit has nothing to do with the 
election, which is simply a question of 
tickets. The quality of the women 
voters lias been all that could be desired, 
but tho number has been too small to be 
an influential factor, except in exception- 
al cases. In Woburn, for instance, an 
attempt having been made by an aggres- 
sive Roman Catholic clergyman to con- 
trol the schools, about one tliousaud wo- 
men registered, one year, to prevent or 
sustain that movement. The result was 
an anti-sectarian ascendeucy, which has 
since been maintained by u very large 
annual registration of American women. 
As a rule, our school committees are 
nominated by party caucuses, aud are 
elected or defeated by party votes. 


Sometimes both parties unite In the same 
enndidate, in which case tho nomination 
is equivalent to an election. There are 
insuperable difficulties in enlisting any 
large number of women, viz: 

1. Tho mere right to vote for one or 
tho other candidate for school committee 
put forward nt a party caucus which wo- 
men aro not allowed to attend, is not 
sufficient to bring out many women, un- 
less, ns rarely happens, some point is to 
be obtained. 

2. To qualify requires annually much 
timo and trouble, and in somo cases 
much expense. Women who own small 
amounts of personal property, such as 
stock, bonds, etc., often escape taxation. 
If taxed they would bo deprived of one- 
third of their little dividends. But our 
school committee suffrage law, until re- 
cently, has required every woman voter 
to render a sworn statement of all her 
property for taxation. It is paying too 
dear for so slight a privilege. Again, a 
woman voter has no voico in regard to 
school matters, such as buildings, em- 
ployment of teachers, amount of tax. 
sanitary regulations, school-books, etc. — 
only for school committee. Again, tho 
period for registration expires, for poll- 
tax voters, months before tho election, 
and at a time when many women are ab- 
sent on their summer’ vacations. In 
towns, women have to attend town meet- 
ings for hours, sometimes for days, be- 
fore tho matter comes up, and oven then 
there is not always a ballot, but some- 
body is appointed “to cast the vote of 
the town” for tho only candidate named. 
Again, only a part of tho school commit- 
tee is chosen annually. A woman who 
pays no poll-tax has to apply to be taxed ; 
then to pay the tax; then- to take her 
tax receipt to tho registrars ; then to show 
that she can read and write; so that it 
takes considerable timo and trouble to 

f ret her name on the list, and all for so 
ittle that women show their common 
sense by declining to do it. unless they 
do it on principle, in tho hope of larger 
rights in the future. Probably not five 
hundred men in our State would vote 
under such conditions, and the fact that 
several thousand women annually do so 
is an unprecedented instance of public 
spirit.

To 
understand them you must know their 
characteristics and tho experiences nnd 
conditions under which they wrote. It 
was not enough simply to know the 
writing, but one should also know the 
experience of the writer. It was neces- 
sary to know also the conditions of the 
people to whom the hook was written. 
But most important was the need of 
knowing the object of the writer and his 
motives. There were many hooks that 
could not bo fully understood, unless 
their motives were known and considered. 
Then, too. the study of individual words 
was profitable, for there was often as 
much in a word as in a whole sentence. 
With this knowledge the teacher would 
come before the class with all helps left 
behind and the attention fixed solely on 
the Bible and an uplifting of the spirit 
never before known.

TWO RESIDENCES ENTERED LAST 
UitDAY MORNING.

The residences of Hon. J. S. Farlow on 
Waverly avenue, and of Mr. E. G. Scrip- 
ture on Monument aveutie, were entered 
early hist Saturday morning, and a largo 
amount of valuables taken. The robber- 
ies oceuried about 4 o’clock. At Mr. Far- 
low’s an entrance was gained through 
the dining room window, which tho 
thieves forced open. Tliev then pro- 
ceeded to Mr. Farlow’s room, got pos- 
session cf his clothing, and finding the 
key to his safe in one of the pockets, 
coolly went to work and removed the en- 
tire coutents. Tne articles stolen were: 
One cluster diamond pin and earrings, 
valued at Hi. 500; silver medal of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society, val- 
ued at $50; one pair silver sugar tongs, 
valued at $10; gold lined silver salt ser- 
vice, valued at $25; silver mug, marked

BURN THOMAS OF RROOKT.1NK.

The topic for discussion 
was appropriate to the near approach of 
Forefather’s Day,— “The self-denying 
spirit of the Filgrim Fathers, the demand 
of the present hour.’’ Kov. Dr. linen 
Thomas of Brookline made the opening 
address, speaking in his usual forcible, 
interesting style. Though an English- 
man by birtli and education, Dr. Thomas 
is thoroughly American in his sympa- 
thies, and appreciates the grand charac- 
teristics of the Pilgrims. The speaker 
prefaced his remarks with allusions to 
the trials and self-denial of the Forefath- 
ers, and paid a high tribute to their char- 
acter in public and private life, their 
steadfastness of conviction, their self-de- 
nial and the grand principles of govern- 
ment which they- put in practice. Turn- 
ing to the, lessons to be drawn from 
their lives, the speaker said wo must 
deny ourselves to-day, must overcome 
the temptations to self-indulgence that 
everywhere present themselves to us. 
Not only the church members, the pro- 
fessing Christians, but all men should 
deny themselves the gratification of the 
lower desires for the sake of the higher. 
And when we want men, nowadays, to 
deny themselves, it is not sufficient to 
say, “It is God’s will,” and expect them 
to accept it as such, and obey; we must 
show that the demands upon them ap- 
peal to their reason, and that the obedi- 
ence will result in good for themselves. 

In addressing Christians it is necessary 
to show that the self-denial is, first, the 
will of’ God, second, that it will cause 
the individual to be happier and better, 
and this i s reasonable. It is a part of 
the nature that God has given us to look 
for reasonableness in all demands upon 
us. 

We cannot do God’s will by simply im- 
itating the Pilgrims and following their 
customs. The principle of action should 
be the same, but the acts must be deter- 
mined by circumstances. The Pilgrims 
lived noble, heroic lives because they 
thought more of the spirit than of the 
body — of the future more than of the 
present. 

Ministers can not bring about a spirit 
of self-denial by preaching it. The most 
elfective way of inculcating self-sacrifice 
is to lift the cross of Christ, to preach 
Uis life and ilis death. Even when this 
is done too many remark, “That point 
was well made,” but they fail, to carry 
with them from the church the lesson of 
the hour. 1 once knew a clergyman in 
Maine who bad the reputation of being a 
little peculiar, lie came before his audi- 
ence one day and told them that he had 
seen no change because of his sermon on 
the Sunday proceeding, and that he was 
going to preach the same sermon again. 
In the old country I once had a similar 
experience though not exactly the same. 

I went to a church where no minister had 
staid more than a year. I preached and 
preached from that portion ofCorinthians 
which speaks of charity suJIering long and 
being kind. Some left the congregation, 
which was the best thing they could do; 
the rest got a new idea of charity, ana 
realized that a true Christian is a true 
gentleman, and there has been no trou- 
ble in that church since. 

it is essential to understand that in 
Christ is life and humanity; not that hu- 
manity is one thing and Christianity an- 
. other; the socialists would have nothing 
to do with Christianity, but plead for hu- 
manity. Now we can take the wind out 
of their sails by showing that Jesus was 
the man of men, and that no humanity 
has ever been equal to that of Christ. 
Wo ourselves must live this humanity in 
all its breadth and depth. 

It is the spirit of Christ that gives us 
the spirit of self-denial. There are many 
desires that are not very low, but which 
call for self-denial. 1 have a desire to 
Booth and Barrett, and 1 don’t think 
it would be very wicked if i did. But if 
1 went to see Booth and Barrett some 
men might go to see the “Black Crook,” 
and for the sake of the weak 1 deny my- 
self. (Applause) The question is, ••flow 
can I best live the life of Christ and not 
of the sin in the thing itself P” The life 
of Christ must be lived out in daily life. 
Doctrines are of use only when they be- 
come sentiments and guiding principles 
of life. We do not want a skeleton reli- 
gion, but a living practical faith which 
we can take with us iuto the family and 
the office. 

In order to successfully teach self-de- 
nial, it must be shown that the greatest 
power comes in denying the gratification 
of the lower for the sake of the higher 
wants. When does one sleep sweetest? 
Is it not after a study of Christ or the 
doing of a good deed? Certainly. Anti 
in all things it will be found that the 
greatest true happiness comes through 
self-sacrifice. The congregation must 
preach half the sermon, and enforce it 
by their daily lives, or else men will not 
be convinced of this truth. 

People to-day are as good or better 
than the people of preceding centuries, 
and although they gratify their desires 
for comfort, luxury and travel more than 
the Forefathers did, they have the means 
to do so. The Pilgrims did not have the 
temptation to go to see Booth or to take 
a trip to California. Their lives were oi 
necessity very simple. But when wo 
deny ourselves to-day, we show ourselves 
to lie true Christians, home of the char- 
acters in George Eliot’s works are types 
of too many men to-day— perfectly color- 
less, doing little, either good or bad; 
practicing no self-denial, but living an 
easy, quiet life. But no man, though he 
regularly attend the church, can be a 
Christian without self-denial. lie sees 
tilt* cross held up before him day after 
day and yet is not affected by it. Truly 
the state ’of such seems more hopeless 
than that of those in the darkness of 
heathenism, who have never heard of the 
cross. 

It was not the possession of the bones 
of Joseph that assured the Israeli tes of 
the presence mid assistance of God, jt 
was the piliar of fire and of cloud. .So it 
is not the tact that we are descendants of 
the Pilgrims that will give us the bless- 
ing of God, but the exorcise and mani- 
festation of the same spirit of self-denial 
icli actuated them. The Christian 
spirit will enable us to do our work, anti 
be true descendants of the Pilgrim Fath- 
ers. 

Dr. Thomas’s remarks were followed 
by the reading of Mrs. 11 email’s well- 
known tribute to the Pilgrims, begin- 


ning “The waves dashed high off a stem 
and rock bound coast.” 

HON. THOMAS WESTON 

was requested Ity President Hyde to n<l- 
dress the meeting, as hc'lmd a short time 
before prepared a paper on the subject, 
and which he had road before the Mon- 
day Club. After thanking the President 
for the honor done him, and expressing 
his reluctance to follow such a speaker 
as had already addressed them, Mr. 
Weston gave an interesting address on 
the Pilgrims. “We are Pilgrims,” he 
said, “Either the blood of the Pilgrims 
courses through our veins or we hold 
the taith for which they suffered so 
much, it seemed as if more and more is 
said every year, as the Christmas season 
comes round, of the Forefathers. No 
student of history can fail to notice the 
wonderful effect that little band has had 
upon our national life. It was in the 
cabin of the Mayflower that that remark- 
able compact was signed. not by soverigns 
or ministers, but by men, which laid the 
foundation of our liberties. The Pil- 
grims established registration, vote by 
ballot, ami election to office. To them 
we are indebted for all wo hold dear— our 
schools, our churches and our town 
meetings. 

Let us consider some aspects of their 
character. The Puritans and the Pil- 
grims were nearly as different as the 
north is from the south. The church 
has suffered much because of the 
slanders put upon the men of Plymouth 
by those who are opposed to their system. 
It is needless to point out the differences, 
but there are some traits of character in 
the Pilgrims which demand special atten- 
tion. First of all, they were honorable 
men, fair in all their dealings. While in 
Holland not one of their band was called 
to court for a crime or a debt. In Ply- 
mouth colony not one foot of land was 
taken from tne Indians without just' pay- 
ment. Even when they found buried in 
the sand several kettles of corn which 
they used to sustain the life that was 
oozing out of their being, they made 
restitution as soon as the rightful owners 
were known. The treaty with Massasoit 
was so sirickly adhered to that even the 
persuasive eloquence of that wily able 
JSoverign, King Phillip, could shake the 
allegiance of but a dozen Indians in the 
Plymouth colony. 

When very poor they exhibited quali- 
fies which we should be proud of, 
and carry into our lives. One of these 
qualities was self-denial. Think of that 
terrible winter during which over one 
half of the one hundred colonists died, 
and of the following spring which found 
only six able bodied men. The ruling 
elder in going from house to house, 
found one in which the head of the 
family was about to ask the blessing of 
God on the miserable meal of stewed 
clams before him— all that the inhospit- 
able land would yield to satisfy the 
cravings of hunger. And this was the 
blessing: “Oh Lord, when in the old 
country we had plenty of meat and corn 
and wine, we thanked Tlieo. To-day 
we thank Thee just as much for these 
clams.” And they suffered thus for con- 
science’s sake. 

What greater examples of self-denial 
can be found than in Win. Brewster; 
Brewster the accomplished scholar and 
deplomat? No better opportunity ex- 
isted in that time of great opportunities 
for ambitious men than that which pre- 
sented itself to Brewster, the assistant 
to the Queen’s secretary. But lie sacri- 
ficed all to go with tne Pilgrims, and 
used his talents, his wealth and his ef- 
forts to found a religious home. Miles 
btandislialso was in a position to achieve 
greatness, having won distinction in 
Flanders, and having been highly spoken 
of at coin t. But he laid all on the altar 
of self-sacrifice for the sake of iii<i con- 
victions. 

Where is there any scene more touch- 
ing than that at the close of that terrible 
winter, when the Mayflower was weigh- 
ing anchor for her return to Europe, and 
not one even expressed a desire to go 
back. They were here to establish a 
government and a church. Wo are pro- 
fessing Christians. Look over this 
country to-day and see how vice and 
irreligion are sweeping over it; how ef- 
forts are being made to undermine our 
free schools. Is there nothing for us to 
do? Can we learn no lessons from the 
Pilgrims? Two hundred and sixty-three 
years ago yesterday the little band from 
the shallop landed on Clark’s lsliiiid. 
There were sick on the ship and in the 
shallop. The clothes of the latter's 
crew were frozen stiff; there was no 
shelter for them; they had found no 
place to settle, yet they resisted these 
temptations to continue their labors, and 
oil the great rock on the island we find 
the inscription, “Here we rested.” What 
a lesson to those who have loose ideas of 
the observance of the Sabbath; what a 
lesson of fortitude for you and for me. 
As has been said, look over this country, 
read Dr. strong’s wonderful book “Our 
Country,” and point out where more 
could be done. To-day there is more 
power and wealth in our churches than 
over, but if tiiis and other countries are 
to be saved, self-denial must be practised 
by us. Believing with the Pilgrims Unit 
God is a prayer hearing and prayer an- 
swering God, is there no lesson in their 
lives for us? 

REV. mu. PATRICK 

said he believed that the self-sacrifice of 
the Pilgrims was so remarkable because 
they did it for tint sake of Christ. In 
several parables Christ exposes the ill- 
sincerity of those who would follow him 
without self-denial. We to-day need the 
spirit of sacrifice that actuated the Pil- 
grims. Happiness is obtained only hy do- 
ing good to others. 

Mr. Haze n and others made remarks to 
the same effect, all emphasizing the re- 
vival of the spirit of the Forefathers as 
the great thing needed in the churches of 
to-day.

At Eliot Church. 

Because of the incletyent weather, but 
a small congregation listened to llev. 
Wolcott Cnlkins’ sermon lsRt Sunday 
morning, which was full of practical les- 
sons In elaborating tlio thought con- 
tained in the 180 Pasltn, J4tli verse, tlio 
speaker said, “The scriptures every- 
where teach that man is composed of 
body, soul and spirit, tlio latter being tlio 
highest element, and tlio one in which 
the conscience ami superior moral affec- 
tiona reside. Man’s likeness to God is 
spiritual, not physical. It is essentially 
a Christian idea that the body is part of 
the man, not a possession of the true 
man. Tlio soul is the connecting link 
between tlio spirit and the body. In the 
language of Paul, this is nnntuial or 
soul body, the future is to bo a spiritual 
body; not necessarily cthoroal, but 
adapted to the uses of the spirit. 

“This body is a part of tlio man, and 
our physical existence shuts us off from 
our fellow-men— makes us a distinct per- 
sonality. Through the nerve system in- 
telligence is conveyed to and from the 
outer world. The spirit of tlio divine 
part of man dwells within tlio body, 
therefore the body becomes a habitation 
of God, and should bo guarded as such. 
Pain, that ever alert seminal established 
l>y God to warn us of danger, is a bless- 
ing. Tlio great marvel of creation is an 
individuality guarded by pain. God 
does not allow man to destroy himself 
without a struggle; all the instincts of na- 
ture revolt against self destruction. 
Many a suicide is deterred from success- 
fully carrying out his iutontion by the 
intense pain the operation necessitates. 

“The body shoul d be held in true es- 
teem. Christ did trot teach a physical 
redemption, but a spiritual salvation. 
The command of the apostle to present 
ourbodies pure and undefiled should be 
heeded. It is difficult to understand 
how any one can despise the body and 
accept the doctrines of the new testa- 
ment. There can be no complete sunti- 
fication of the spirit without the body 
and soul are pure ami strong. 

“Tiro hope of Christ invigorates the 
body, but the place of the minister in the 
sick room is generally behind the physi- 
cian, though sometimes it is the syul that 
needs heamig before the body can re- 
vive. The body is as sacred as the soul. 
What is meant uy our hospitals and asy- 
lums but that the followers of Him who 
began his ministry by doing good, are to 
do more and more good, and even do 
more good than Christ himself? Faith 
and science are yet to surpass the nine- 
teenth century as the nineteenth sur- 
passes the miracles of the first. Wo 
should aid men to investigate and re- 
move the causes of disease. It may bo 
asked why Christ, if he is the Saviour of 
the body, did not abolish death? We 
must remember the similies used by 
Paul, the body is like a golden bowl sus- 
pended by a silver cord, and containing 
the precious oil; the cord loosening lets 
the lamp tall, the earthenware is shiv- 
ered and the oil escapes. The body has 
returned to the curia and tlio spirit to 
the God who gave it. The soul is with 
the perishing body. T believe in the 
Resurrection’ is the answer of the Chris- 
tiau church and will be of true scieucc 
to this question of the nature of man. 
We are yet to live beyond the grave; not 
with a soul-body, but with a spintual- 
bodv, subservient and fitted to obey 
God" wuen me end is neareil we real- 
ize that this body is as a tent, and that 
there is beyond a temple not made with 
hands. We should beware of a show o! 
righteousness by neglecting the body. 
How many of us pray for our physicians, 
who are so skilfuil, patient and hopeful? 
How many realize that the body is too 
sacred to be neglected or abused? How 
many praise God that they are so won- 
derfully and fearfully made? ’ 


City Government. 

The board of mayor and aldermen held 
its regular session Mouday, Dec. lUth, 
His Honor the mayor presiding. The 
records of the last few meetings were 
read and approved.

Notice of intention to build a dwelling 
house corner of Rustic and California 
streets, Ward 1, was received from 
Henry F. Wellington. 

Alderman Harwood reported from the 
committee on printing, that they had 
given the contract for printing the city 
documents for 1887, to the Rand, Avery 
Co., they being the lowest bidder. 

An order was adopted authorizing the 
city treasurer to borrow $25,000 for cur- 
rent expuuscs to be repaid from taxes of 
1887. 

Wm. B. Jewett was granted a permit 
to build a small store-house 8x10 on 
Richardsou street, Ward 1. 

The acceptances of the members elect 
of the school committee were announced 
by the mayor. 

Mayor Kimball called Alderman Ward 
to the chair, aud a hearing was an- 
nounced on the laying out of the exten- 
sion of Prospect street, Ward 3. Sanford 
11. Dudley, Esq., appeared as counsel for 
Mr. John Barnard, and objected to the 
laying out of said street, as his client’s 
interests would not be bunelitted there- 
by. The Cheesecake brook runs diago- 
nally across his land, and the taking of 
his property fur said street w ould nut do 
him any good. He did not wish to as- 
seut to the laying out of the street un- 
less he received some compensation for 
the same. 

Alderman Nickerson replied, stating 
that he failed to be convinced but that 
•be opening of the street would be as 
much to the advantage of Mr. Barnard 
as the other abuttors. lie pre- 
dicted that the value Mr. Barnard's laud 
would be doubled. No ouu else wishing 
to be heard the hearing was closed. 

Hearings were given on the laying out 
of Park Place, Ward 2, and .station 
avenue, Ward 5, but no one appearing 
the hearings were closed. 

Orders were adopted laying out, grad- 
ing and accepting Park Place, .Statiou 
avenue, and the extension of Prospect 
street. During the passage of the last 
order, on motion of Alderman Nickerseu, 
permission was given Mr. fc>. 11. Dudley to 
address the hoard. 

lie stated that bdth Mr. Barnard and 
himself had been laboring under an error 
in regard to the consequences of the lay- 
ing out of the street, and having con- 
sulted w ith the city engineer lie withdrew 
all objections he might have made to the 
laying out of the street. 

There being no further business the 
board adjourned at 8:8b p. ui. to the 2*th 
iust.

To the Editor of The Gbapiiio: 

If any one of your readers found the 
-outlook from my window of a weok ago, 
upon nature in hor best, conditions of 
beauty and bounty, an agreeable chango 
from the dead and dull, cold and cheer- 
iess view presented by a Now England 
landscape, perhaps such reader may find 
it pleasant to accompany me in a desul- 
tory valK about tho beautiful town of 
Pasaden.o. If the question arrise,“Whoro 
is Pasadena?” the reply is, “Just about 
.9 miles due east from Los Angeles— about 
.25 miles east from tho Pacific, the shim- 
mer of the sun-shine upon which, 
•through tho clear California air, may 
-ofton be seen from elevated places 
throughout the town, ns indeed from tho 
roof of our own houses. 

As we leave the front door, wo come 
in view, to the left, constituting tho 
.northern boundary of Pasadena, and 
.stretching far away to tho east and west, 
of a long chain of mountains, chiefly the 
JSierra Madre. The associated foot-hills 
.are scarcely two miles distant. Califor- 
nia mountains generally, afid these in 
particular, present a strange appearance 
•to one who comes from tho East, and 
tho first thought is Bure to be, “How 
•different from tho familiar mountains of 
Now Hampshire and Vermont.” The 
Whito Mountains, e. g., have each its 
•own individuality, those most closely 
packed, so to say, have their respective 
•dome or peak, their separate contour; 
but tho Sierra Madre. although varying 
.in elevation from 5,000 to 7,000 feet, 
■seem rather to constitute one long moun- 
tain chain or wall. Still, as they have 
a character of their own, so they have 
thoir own peculiar beauty, which seems 
to grow upon the beholder day by day. 
The highest summits, as that of Wil- 
son’s Peak, is much of the time crowned 
with snow at this season of the year; 
and great is the contrast between the 
sight of snow and that of semi-tropic 
verdure spread out all around us. 

“Wait till you get to California, and 
aoo the pepper-tree!” How often this 
was said to us during the last 1,000 
miles of our journey. Let us take our 
walk down Marengo avenue aud see the 
pepper-trees. On every hand we pass by 
bushes of roses of every variety in full 
bloom, small hedges of calla-lilly, 
bushes which sometimes are almost 
trees, of the heliotrope covered with 
blossoms; aud speaking of hedges, I can- 
.not go farther without a word about the 
Monterey Cyprus. What we may imag- 
ine the best hedges of the arbor-vitae at 
home (before they get winter-killed, 
which is sure to bo their destiny first or 
last) might be to a traveller from the 
Arctic Cirelo, such is the Cyprus to the 
visitor from tho East. Its shade of 
green is not unlike that of the arbor-vi- 
tae, but its leaf is much finer and more 
•closely set. Planted in slips at right 
intervals and properly cut back, growth 
here being continuous throughout the 
year, we have in about four years an im- 
penetrable evergreen fence, at least a 
.yard in height aud a yard in breadth. 
The Cyrus may also be fashioned into the 
most fantastic shapes; and you may see 
pitchers and urns of this “evergreen as 
perfect as if sculptured from marble. 

But I was to speak of the pepper-tree, 
.and such is a constant experience in this 
country, you can hardly look at an ob- 
ject of wonder or beauty, but some other 
object immediately obtrudes to divert 
attention. In five to seven years the 
pepper-tree has attained a size equal to 
that of the largest weeping willows, as 
found in the North. By moonlight one 
might think the long vista upon Marengo 
avenue and many of the other streets 
was made by rows of fully developed 
weeping-willow; but seen nearer and by 
•daylight, we find that the willow suiters 
greatly by the comparison. Its separate 
ieaves are much more beautiful, its shade 
•of green more beautiful, it is always 
.green throughout the year, and much of 
the time filled both with clusters of 
white blossoms and of red berries; al- 
together, the most attractive shade-tree 
1 ever saw. 

Here also the banana grows.but chiefly 
only as an object of ornamentation. 
The largest in town is upon the estate 
of a Mr. Webster, still upon 
Marengo avenue; a man, who, 
as common report has it, came to 
Pasadena six years ago with but 50 cents 
in his pocket. In fact, probably his 
fortune theu was nearer that small 
figure than it is now far from half a 
million. Fortuues grow as rapidly here 

• as the eucalyptus and cypress and 
pepper; and like these keep growing 
throughout the year. Even the minis- 
ter may get rick by simply attending to 
kiB pulpit aud parisk duties, his land 
growing meanwliile in value with rapid- 
ity and with dimensions like those of the 
mustard-tree of scripture, or of southern 
•California. 

I made a special visit to the banana 
yesterday that I might not exaggerate in 
my description. The separate canes, of 
which there may be 15 to 20, up to the 
issue of the first leaves, are as large as a 
man’s body; at least the largest are, and 
the height of the entire bush must be us 
.much as 40 feet 

But I must hasten to a close, although 
.1 say nothing of the olive-orchards, the 
lime hedges, the beautiful rows of 
Euglish walnut, the caster oil beans, 
.perennial are sometimes as large as a full 
grown apple tree. If your readers are 
not already wearied 1 may fiud material 
for a final letter from this place in which 

• allusion will be made to the wonderful 
in-rush of people from all parts of the 
Union, to tue “real-estate boom,” to the 
almost unparalleled advance of property, 
a growtkjof more than tropic rapidity and 
strength, and a few other kindred sub- 
jects.

WEST NEWTON.

SUBURBAN TOWN. 

Tho following sketch of tho attractions 
of West Nowton appeared in the Boston 
Record’s series of model suburban 
towns: 

West Newton, Nov. 9. 
Boston is justly colobrated for tho 
character and boauty of her suburban 
towns; with any of those Nowton 
challenges comparison. Tho “Garden 
City of Massachusetts,” with a popula- 
tion of 21,000, and an area of 20 sauare 
miles, lios contiguous to Boston Jand tho 
Charles River. 

. With an area of about 20 square miles, 
she counts nine villages, connected by 
smooth and generally macadamized 
roads. Like a fancy hotel, she is sup- 
plied with all tho modem conveniences: 
water, unrivalled in its purity, gas ana 
electricity for street and house, a 
thoroughly appointed and efficient fire 
department, two main lines of railway, 
and, in common with Paris alone, of all 
the cities of the world, a circuit surface 
railway— which roads, as elevators, con- 
nect the different parts or villages. Two 
horse railways penetrate her borders, and 
an electric railway is chartered for 1888. 

Tho different villages have their 
peculiar characteristics. No one is 
superior to another in all respects. 

A BIT OF TOPOGRAPHY. 

West Newton is one of tho oldest of 
these villages. It lies both in the valley 
of tho Charles and on the not thorn slopes 
of a charming range of low hills. No 
one who has stood on those hills in spring 
time and watched tho morning mists 
from the Charles creep up the slopes of 
distant Prospect Hill in Waltham, or lio 
in silvery masses over the parent stream 
below, whoso hidden mcandcrings they 
thus betray— no one who at noon of suin- 
mor has rested tho weary sight with tho 
thick masses of foliage that, in their 
luxuriance, partially hide the distant ham- 
lets or nearer dwellings on every side— or 
again, in autumn time has caught the re- 
flection of the sotting sun in tho gorgeous- 
ly arrayed colors of these same masses of 
foliage— no such privileged person, I say, 
need sigh for Naples before lie dies. 

STEAM AND STREET CARS. 

Along tho valley at the base of these 
hills runs tho Boston & Albany Railway. 
A four track road, which, in conjunction 
with the circuit road connects it with 
Boston, nine miles away, and with tho 
other villages. Tho electric railway will 
run along Washington street, the princi- 
pal thoroughfare, its entire length in this 
village, connecting w’itli three other vil- 
lages, as also with Waltham, Cambridge 
and Boston, while an independent horse 
railway connects with Waltham, two 
miles to the north. 

VERY HEALTHY. 

The healthfulness and beauty of West 
Newton early attracted an intelligent 
population. Horace Mann, Lydia Maria 
Child and Nathaniel Hawthorne were 
among the early comers in maiden rail- 
way times. Here was established the 
first normal school, on property owned 
by the State, in Massachusetts— the first 
in America, and the first, for young 
women, in the world. Hero flourished 
OU years ago the Davis Academy, whose 
veteran teacher Mr. Seth Davis has just 
celebrated his centennial. Almost with- 
out a break, and in the normal building, 
vacated by the State, and reverting to 
Horace Mann by the conditions of the 
donor— Hon. Josinli Quincy— the English 
and classical s dio ol of the Messrs. Allen 
continued the work of higher education, 
fitting its pupils then, as now, for college, 
for scientific schools, for teaching or tho 
active business of life. 

A village thus situated and developing 
under such conditions, from a population 
in 1847 of 510, to that of 3100 in 1887, oc- 
cupying 540 houses, will have marked 
characteristics. Education is universal. 
Certainly no native born person can be 
found who cannot read and write. In- 
telligence is all-pervading and of a high 
order; the homes generally are the centres 
of a refined and cultivated family life. 

CHURCH AND STATE. 

There are four large and commodious 
buildings for tho public common schools. 
Each has four, and some live rooms. Tho 
reputation of these schools for thorough- 
ness and efficiency is second to none in 
the state. 

Tho morals of the community, seem- 
ingly, reach high-water mark. No drink- 
ing saloon is tolerated, and crime and in- 
temperance are almost unknown. 
Churches of four denominations are here 
found; Unitarian, Orthodox, Baptist and 
Catholic, while just outside the ward, 
within easy and delightful walking dis- 
tance, on concrete sidewalks, are Metho- 
dist, Universalist, Episcopalian and 
Swedcnborgian. All are well supported 
and the centres of much charitable w r ork. 

The early abolitionists stamped their 
character on this village. Here was an 
active station on tho “Underground Rail- 
road,” and here was recruited largely 
that bodyguard that surrounded Wendell 
Phillips in 1801. 

To this village naturally gravitated the 
“contrabands” from tho South in war 
times, aud a flourishing community of 
their people now exists here, enjoying 
equal privileges with their whiter fellow- 
citizens, and stamping out purely Ameri- 
can prejudice against the race, by their 
exemplary conduct and inter-association. 

Nor was this village passed over by the 
Irish immigrant. A large active settle- 
ment was made on the Waltham border. 
These two people are the bone and sinew 
of the community, so far as her physical 
labor is concerned ; while one generation 
at least has been educated under our 
free institutions and in our free common 
schools into Aniorican citizens with new 
hopes, now aims and new aspirations. 

THE LYCEUM. 

A marked feature of this village of 
West Newton is the Lyceum. This in- 
stitution, offering among other peculiar 
features a free platform to all, has en- 
tered into its thirtieth year. It may per- 
haps modestly claim rank with the 
church and the common school iu the 
beneficent work it lias accomplished iu 
disseminating truth, iu giving courage to 
the meek and discretion to the proud; 
in softoning'Uiodifying or breaking down 
those uitificiul society distinctions that 
too often maim, if they do uot strangle, 
gouius aud talent iu the poor or less fa- 
vored. 

But one manufactory is to be found in 
this village, a steam saw and planing 
mill, while carpenter’s and builder’s and 
smith’s shops are in healthful competi- 
tion. 

THE 1‘ltICK OF LAND. 

Not a tenth part of the available build- 
ing laud iu this delightful village is oc- 
cupied. It is rapidly euhanuiug in value, 
but can be had at from 5 to 75 cents per 
foot, according to location, ull within ten 
minutes’ walk of a railway station. 
Some of the most desirable sections are 
now being opened up, aud uow streets 
are being made. 

There are thirty direct trains to Bos- 


ton, on nil of which the fare is 9 3-4 
cents by package ticket; and Almost a» 
many indirect traina, via Brookline at 
higher rates. The running time direct 
to Boston in from 20 to 30 minutes. 

Rents vnry from $5 to $25 per month. 
Homo large houses are rented as high an 
$45, but bonnes of thin kind are usually 
owned by the occupantn. 

Taxes are higher thin year than ever 
before, viz, $15.80 per $1,000, but it* 
valuation cannot be connidercd high; and 
there is reason to anticipate a lessening 
of thin abnormal rate another year. The 
citizens of thin village have tiiis solace: 
They can just step into the city ball and 
nay both taxes and water rates; for 
West Nowton is the business centre, and 
all city business is done here. 

THE PRICE OF LIVING. 

The groceries and dry goods stores, 
tho markets and bakeries, are good and 
fairly reasonable, for the m.rketsand 
stores of Boston, and the fares and ex- 
press charges aro a perpetual menace to 
“rockety prices,” whilo butchers’ and 
bakors’ wagons, from the surrounding 
towns, aid in disseminating the news as 
to falling prices. 

The close proximity of farming towns 
brings milk, eggs, fruit and vegetables 
to tho very door at reasonable prices. 

The healthfulness of this village is 
phenomenal. Our oldest citizen was 100 
years old two months since, a second is 
nearly 95, several are over 90, aud a good- 
ly number over 80. 

SPECIAL ATTRACTIONS FOR MUGWUMPS. 

With this bill of health, with facilities 
for walking, driving, riding, boating, 
swimming, and bathing at the very door, 
with the only establishment in fact 
where ladies as well as gentlemen can 
receive systematic instruction in swim- 
ming in summer time anywhere in this 
part of the State— with experienced and 
skilful physicians of both schools of 
practice; with the social, intellectual, 
moral and spiritual life, such as is here 
indicated; with charitable organizations 
incorporated and otherwise— Odd Fel- 
lows, Legion of Honor, Good Fellows, 
Iron Hall, Golden Cross, Sons of St. 
George and Foresters, with a village im- 
provement society, a civil service associ- 
ation and a woman’s educational club, 
with an Athenaeum holding an independ- 
ent and free library of .4000 volumes, and 
a reading room in connection, well sup- 
plied with papers and periodicals, with 
all these in a nourishing condition, who 
can hesitate, when looking for a country 
borne ne&r the great city, to visit West 
Newton and examine for himself? And 
if this he does, it is comparatively cer- 
tain that lie will bring his wife and bis 
children, if not his uncles and his aunts, 
aud join the chorus of bis fellow-citizens 
in chanting the beauties of his suburban 
home.

Rumblings. 

A short time ago a fine large clock 
was discovered in the Free Library of 
which, however, nobody connected with 
the building could give any account. 
Several friends of the library were ques- 
tioned, but each denied being the gener- 
ous donor. At last it was decided that 
to Mr. Henry F. Ross was probably due 
the credit of making this welcome gift. 
Mr. Ross lias a most delightful custom 
of adorning houses that lie builds for 
young couples with handsome clocks, 
aud it is supposed that ho has done the 
same for the library. However that may 
be, the clock lias boon placed in Cliaflin 
Hall, wliero its handsome face and ever 
moving bauds (for it is a “self-winding” 
affair,) are ornamental and useful. 

I dropped into a friend’s house|the 
other night, and found the family dis- 
cussing the recent burglaries. The con- 
versation turned to queer places of con- 
cealment of valuables. Among the stories 
told was one of old Mam Harris, who 
was supported by the town in a little cot- 
tage on Crafts street, years before New- 
ton was a city. My friend declared that 
she used to hide her mince pies between 
the mattresses of her bed. “Nonsense,” 
some one interrupted, “it was potatoes 
not mince pies.” Well, he retorted, “I’d 
rather sleep on mince pies than on po- 
tatoes!” 

The Boston & Albany has made an im- 
provement in the tunnel, which all but 
the children will appreciate. The young- 
sters have been deprived of the minia- 
ture pond in which they used to wade 
after every storm, but across which pe- 
destrians made hazardous trips on floating 
planks. A broad firm plank walk has 
changed all this, we hope, aud in future 
the tunnel will be passable at all seasons. 

Why would it not be a good plan to 
have the reference department of the 
library open until nine o’clock or later? 
Books can bo returned or taken from the 
library before eight o’clock, but there is 
not time between that hour and supper 
to allow of any extended consultation of 
the reference books. This depaitment, 
so splendidly equipped through private 
and public generosity, is practically 
closed to business and professional men 
whose duties requiro their attention dur- 
ing the day. It would not bo necessary 
fo have more than one attendant, whose 
duties would be merely nominal, to see 
that improper use was uot made of the 
books or injury done to the property of 
the library. A change such as is pro- 
posed wculd be welcomed by many who 
are deprived of tho benefit of this part of 
tho library because of the early hour of 
closiug. A very small portion of the 
people are at liberty during the day, and 
the reference department is doing there- 
fore a very small part of the good it is 
capable of were the conditions more fu- 
vorable.

Poor Business Blocks. 

A gentleman residing in one of the 
suburbs said this week that tho system 
of assessing business property in some 
suburban towns resulted in the building 
os a very poor class of blocks. The as- 
sessors value it at much less than the 
market value aud place more stress upon 
the actual valuation of the buiidiiig than 
upon the land. 

The owners, however, obtaiu in many 
cases very high rents, and very Inrge re- 
turns are thus received on investments. 
In one instance a building, the actual 
value of which was not above $500, 
yielded annually a rentage of $500. While 
this was the case of course the owner 
would not build a belter building, for oti 
such lie would be unable to obtain any- 
where near the return as at present. In 
one suburban city this method of assess- 
ment has resulted in about aspoora class 
of business blocks as could well be im- 
agined. If, however, the assessors 
should turn over a new leaf and make 
the assessments upon the renting value, 
there would be a great change. The old 
buildings would soon come down and 
new buildings would be erected iu their 
place, which would bo ornaments to the 
place. In this respect the assessors in 
many of the subuiban cities aud towns 
could study the methods of assessment 
in Boston with great profit. —[Boston 
Traveller.

THE CITY PRINTING. 


The awarding of. the contract for the 
city printing to a Boston firm has justly 
caused some surprise, and the wisdom 
of such a course is certainly to l>e ques- 
tioned. It is not good policy for the 
city government of Newton to set an ex- 
ample of going to Boston to get work 
done, when the same work can be done 
by a home concern, at about the same 
price and in a satisfactory manner. Tiie 
Graphic did not bid for the work, this 
year, owing to an unavoidable delay in 
certain contemplated improvements in 
onr office, and so its business is not af- 
fected by the action of the committee. 

The case is just here: The Newton 
Journal has done this work for years— it 
has gone to great expense for type and 
machinery, all of which is taxed to help 
.^pay the city expenses; it gives employ- 
ment to a large force of men who live in 
Newton, and the Journal, like any other 
local paper, does a great deal for the 
city, for which it gets no pay whatever. 
In job printing there is a margin of 
profit, and when such work is to be given 
out, the local papers ought to have the 
preference, all other things being equal. 

In the case under consideration, the 
Journal’s bid was $702,05, while that of 
the Rand Avery Co., a foreign concern, 
was $700.45, two dollars and twenty cents 
less. The committee were not bound to 
give the contract to the lowest bidder, 
and the saving was so small as to make 
ridiculous any plea that the action was 
taken on the score of economy. If it 
had not been for the competition ex- 
pected from the Newton printers, the 
Boston firm’s bid would have been much 
higher, and if the local printers are 
starved out, it will prove -an expensive 
thing for the city, as then Boston prices 
will have to be paid for all city printing, 
aud the large Boston firms will not con- 
descend to go to the trouble of putting 
in bids for every two dollar job, as the 
local printers have to do. 

We hear a great deal nowadays about 
protecting home industries aud encour- 
aging home trade, and we are told that 
this is the great American principle, yet 
here is this very principle violated, the 
home industries are passed over, and 
patronage given to a foreign concern, 
which contributes in no way to the pros- 
perity of Newton, and all for the paltry 
saving of two dollars and twenty cents. 

Although The Graphic and the Jour- 
nal are in a certain sense rivals, we be- 
lieve in the principle of fair play, and 
that either one or the other office should 
be given the city printing, if they can do 
the work satisfactorily, |and at prices not 
in excess of what the work could be 
done for elsewhere. In this case, what 
appears to he a great injustice has been 
done, aud if possible it should be recti- 
fied. 

In this connection, it might be said 
that it is the duty of Newton people to 
patroniza the local stores and tradesmen, 
whenever possible. There is altogether 
too much of this practice of going to 
B >ston for things which could be ob- 
tained just as cheaply of the local deal- 
ers, aud the sale of which would benefit 
them. The Newton tradesmen are a ne- 
cessity, at times, but they should be pat- 
ioiiiz«d at all times, and the local in- 
dustries built up. The more trade they 
have, the greater variety they can offer, 
ami a careful investigation will show 
that in a majority of cases, not only is 
nothing saved by going to Boston, but 
that the prices are higher there than 
here. 

A newspaper has some funny exper- 
iences in this line. It has happened that 
some of the cluhs or societies have 
sent to the local papers a circular or 
program hearing tjie imprint of a Bos- 
ton printer, advertising some entertain- 
ment, and accompanied with a request to 
give the entertainment as long a free puff 
as the paper can afford. The putt at the 
lowest advertising rates would amount 
to more than the money paid for the cir- 
cular, but the free notice is usually given 
aud hundreds of others besides for the 
same organizations. Merely to spare the 
feelings of the publishers of the local 
papers, we would suggest that it would 
he a kindly thing to do, when giv- 
ing orders for printing to Boston 
firms for local entertainments, to ask the 
Boston printer to leave off his imprint 
We do not ask for the printing. nor would 
we hint that if the printing is given to 
out of town printers, the putts should be 
paid for, but if the circular bore 110 
name, those who saw it might think that 
it was done by the local printers, as 
ought to be the case. The papers would 
then be much better natured, and the 
puffs would he both longer and more 
hearty. 


ECONOMY AND REFORM. 


Mayor Kimball is hard at work upon 
IiIr annual message, and it is probable 
that lie will tell the people what they 
must do if they desire an economical city 
government. His long experience will 
enable him to give some very valuable 
advice. Tho election is ovor, but the 
need of economy in the expenditure of 
the city’s money isjjust as urgent ns it 
was a month ago. The expenses of the 
city linve increased for the past few 
years out of nil proportion to its income, 
and the tax rate is ns high as it can be 
made, without serious injury to the fu- 
ture prosperity of the city. 

The outcry that was raised this year 
was merely the expression of public 
opinion on this matter, and unless a de- 
cided change is made, public sentiment 
will be so strong by anothor year as to 
make itself felt in an emphatic manner. 

In the school department especially, 
there is need of a thorough reform, and 
it is hoped that the nfew members will 
bo content with nothing less than a 
thorough investigation of the school ox- 
ponses, to discover if possible why our 
schools cost so out of all proportion to 
the cost of schools in other cities. 

It has been said by those who have 
looked into the school system of Newton 
and that of other cities, that in the 
matter of apparatus and school appli- 
ances, our schools are inferior to those 
of other cities where the expenses are 
less than half those of Newton. This 
is certainly a surprising statement, and 
it should be inquired into. With the 
exception of our High School teachers, 
the salaries paid are not largely in excess 
of the salaries paid in other cities, and 
it is difficult to induce new teachers to 
come here without paying them the 
maximum salary at the start. Some 
other cities have adopted the plan of 
graded salaries, by which an induce- 
ment is held out for teachers to reniain 
for a long term of years, and in this way 
new teachers are willing to begin on a 
smaller salary. Such a plan has many 
arguments in its favor. 

The present system of (furnishing just 
half the number of books required, and 
dividing the classes into two divisions, 
is the cause of somo confusion, and is 
also believed to be an extravagant one, 
as the books are worn out m uck faster 
and becomes in a short time shabby and 
dirty. The old'Vay of furnishing each 
child a book, and making him responsi- 
ble for the care of it, cost more it first, 
but it is believed to have been much 
more economical. So far our schools 
seem to have been run without any re- 
gard to the expense incurred, and a thor- 
ough reform is needed. A committee 
might be sent to other cities, for the 
purpose of discovering their secret of 
having admirable schools at half the cost 
of those of Newton. 

The old year is nearly ended, 
and it is now an excellent time 
to be planning a 'set of good reso- 
lutions for the year to come. Our city 
officials, both in the city government 
and on the school bov.rd, should remem-' 
her that much is expected of them in 
the way of economy and reform, and 
they should get their good resolutions 
ready.

Formal Opening of Its New Home.

mains. In fact the city Is suffering from 
tho first-class demands brought about by 
an exceedingly rapid growth in detached 
sections. 

Nowton Highlands has had its growth 
largely within the past 10 yoars, while 
the Newton Circuit road is opening up 
new and beautiful building sites beiweon 
tho Highlands and Riverside. Sewerage 
is needed very much in tho more thickly 
settled parts. Like otlior placos in the 
Charles river valley it will have to con- 
nect with Boston by means of a trunk 
sewor. The building of a network of 
sewers will soon involvo another heavy 
expense and increaso the burden of bona- 
ed dobt. 

Still the city hns many priceless advan- 
tages as a place of residence. In some 
mirts, such as Nonantum aud Newton 
Upper and Lower Falls, there aro manu- 
factories whero a large number of hands 
are steadily employed. It in generally 
felt that the tondoncy of Newton pooplo 
is toward exclusiveness, and that the en- 
terprise which would establish mills and 
factories here lias been given tho cold 
shoulder. 

Efforts have boon made to secure a 
large central public park for Newton, but 
have failed thus fallowing to the expense 
and a feeling that it is not required. 
Public spirited citizens have done much 
toward making the whole city a park. 
«• S. / arlow ’ 8 generous gifts have estab- 
lished a small, attractive park in Nowton 
and a fine mortuary chapel and conserva- 
tory in the Newton cemetery. 

Tho schools of Newton aro among tho 
foremost in the State, the public library 
is in a main building of stone and has 
branches iu the several villages. The 
Baptist church at Newton Centre is 
building a stone church edifice to cost 
$75,000, while at Nowton the Eliot Con- 
gregational Society will expond the com- 
ing season nearly $200,000 on what it is 
expected will bo the finest stone church 
in the city. Near the site of the latter 
stand the Baptist stouo church, Chan- 
ning Uuitariau church of stone, and 
Grace Episcopal church of stone, each of 

which, cost nearly $100,000, and allbuilt 

TlieVcity has a num- 
ber of millionaires as residents, and 
moves along on a high plane, having 
nearly every public advantage. The 
Catholics have a fine brick and stone 
church and parochial residence at New- 
tonville and a flourishing society at 
West Newton. 

An electric railway has been, granted a 
location and is expected to be ruuning 
through the main streets somo time. Tho 
Electric Light and Power Company is 
inteuded to furnish the motive power for 
this railway service. At present tho 
electric light is being rapidly extended 
and is proving exceedingly popular. 

1 ublic bath houses and swimming places 
are needed in the different ponds and 
streams of the city, and could easily bo 
arranged.

It begins with the words, “7)a 
puer plectrum,” I think that it has never 
before been translated into English, 
though its great heauty of conception 
and its resounding pomp of language 
render it a favorite with scholars.

Could it really be that this dis- 
gusting object was his own sou? 

He had seeu other men’s sons in a sim- 
ilar condition, but they never appeared 
so loathsome. 

lie had sold liquor to some in a worse 
state of intoxication, but the awfuluess 


of such n traffic novor appeared to him 
as it did now. 

bov a few minutes ho stood speechless 
watching the mad antics of his drunken 
boy. Then lie came to a sudden de- 
cision. 

“Send everybody out,” ho said to his 
assistants, “and close up.” 

The crowd in the saloon heard these 
words with some surprise, and some re- 
belled against being forced out after they 
had settled themselves lor au evening’s 
carousal, hut in a short tiino tho saloon 
was cleared and the lights were put out. 
A hack was called and tho saloon-keepor 
and his drunken son were rapidly driven 
homeward. 

The poor boy was in such a condition 
that he could give no account of himself, 
and the wretched father was too crushed 
to make any attempt to find out how ho 
had come into such a pitiable state. 

His boy, helplessly drunk! 

He never realized until that moment 
what an awful thing it was for any ono 
to bo helplessly drunk. Ho had seen 
many drunken men.

What ought I to do for other men’s 
sons? Is it right for me to go on with a 
business that brings such misery?” 

All night long he sat there thinking, 
thinking, thinking. He could not sleep. 
He did not try to sleep. 

His whole nature was stirred. 

Fiuallyjust as the day was breaking he 
heard the sound of a bell. 

What was it? Fire? No, not an alarm 
of tire. It was a church bell, calling 
people to au early service on Christmas 
morning. 

He listened intently. He pictured to 
himself the worshippers going into the 
church, the organ pealing, the singing, the 
solemn service of joy because Christ had 
come into the world bringing peace and 
good will to all men. 

Many a month had passed since Gurri- 
gan had beeu in church. 

His Suudays had usually been spent in 
his saloon, or in rambling about, or 
asleep at home. 

Now as he listened to the bell ringing 
so cheerily in the early dawn of that 
new Christmas morning, he said to him- 
self, “What a difference there might 
have been in my case, if I had cluug to 
my church.

The strauge fact that Bernard Garri- 
gan had not opened his saloon on Christ- 
mas day excited the deepest commotion 
all through the neighborhood. 

Even the policeman ou that beat 
thought it was very strange, and it was 
about the first time lie had exuressed 
auy surprise at anything. lie was so 
perfectly self-possessed usually, that had 
lie met a group of Christinas angels ou 
the street corner, he would probably

side-walk, gentlemen. Pass on. Its 
against tho law.

But. to And “the International” shut 
un — why, that w*s enough to move even 
officer 070 from his gravity. Every body 
thought it strange, but- Rone ot Gairignn’s 
customers or friends thought of going 
up to his house to sympathize with him 
if ho happened to be in trouble. 

Oh, no, they were not that kind of 
people. The friendship that is sworn to 
over tho sparkling glass does not live in 
tho day of trouble. It fails when 
yon noed it most. It seems very promis- 
ing in all the glow ol good fellowship 
and merry company, but friends made in 
the bar room aro not friends that stand 
by you when you ncod them. 

Well, Garrigan's saloon remained 
closed all of Christinas Day, and Garrigan 
spent the day at home. He had sent 
messengers out early in the morning to 
his saloon assistants, telling them to take 
a holiday, aud they, suspecting nothing, 
had gone off very gladly. 

While the customers and tho police- 
men and the people generally were won- 
dering what was tiie trouble with the 
International, the proprietor was busy at 
homo looking over old account books 
and papers. 

Occasionally ho stopped to write a 
letter and to make out a check, but the 
greater part of the day was spent in try- 
ing to recall the memory of people 
whose names ho had jotted down in lus 
book.

He spent all of Christmas Day going 
through the awful account. It was a 
veritable day of judgment with him, for 
he saw more clearly its he studied the 
matter that he had beeu guilty. While 
he was absorbed iu money making he 
had been blind to the wretchedness he 
was causing, but now he saw that he had 
been putting temptation in tho way of 
his fellow inen aud causing them to 
stumble and fall. 

He had no excuses to make for himself. 
All he could ;say was that he had beeu 
bliud, but now no could see. He knew 
that men would laugh at him, but what 
need any one care for the scorn of others 
if he is doing right? 

If we may 
take the testimony of some of the wives 
and children of poor drunkards he was 
doing very right.

1 have no idea how much money he lias 
spent over my counter in that time, but 
I have no doubt that some money was 
spent there which should have gone to 
you aud to your children. I have gone 
out of the saloon business, and enclose 
you a check for $50, which is your share 
of the prolits.

A poor little crippled boy, tho son of 
another customer, got tiie following 
note: 

Dear Boy — Your lather has ofteu 
spoken o* you wnen he lias been in rey 
saloon. I am afraid that you are not as 
comfortable as you might nave been had 
1 not kept a saloon. Take this check lor 
$50, got a new suit of clothing and some 
books, aud write to me what you need 
most. Yours, «&c., 

Bernard Garrigan. 

Two sad eyed sisters who worked in a 
paper box factory got a note containing 
a $100 check. It ran thus: 

Young Ladies— I knew your father 
years ago. lie ofteu spent his money Ut 
my place. 1 thought a little lilt at 
Christmas might help you, and so I send 
the enclosed. Yours yery truly, 

Bernard Garrigan. 

There were a number of letters like the 
following. They were addressed to poor 
widows: 

Dear Madam — If I am not mistaken 
you are having a hard time to get aloug 
since your husband died. He was one 
of my friends, and I beg you to accept 
the enclosed order for coal aud groceries, 
which you can renew every month for 
tho next year. 

All you have to do is to present it at the 
office of Smith & Eccles ou the lirst day 
of each mouth. Yours, <fcc., 

Bernard Garrigan. 

Ono of the hardest notes to write was 
one he sent to the poor old parents of a 
young fellow who had died during a 
drunken brawl in Tho International. 
After many attempts the ex-saloon keep- 
er put it in this shape: 

Respected' Sir and Madam — Your son 
was one of my customers, but I regret 
bitterly that I ever sold him intoxicating 
drinks. I know you must miss his help, 
and so I beg you to accept the enclosed 
order, which, if presented at tho office 
of Jones & Rockwell on the lirst of each 
month, will secure you regularly the sum 
of $50. This will continue for the whole 
of the present year. 

Youra very respectfully, 
Bernard Garrigan. 

To all his patrons who had accounts 
against them, he sent notes saving that 
he was out of the business, and did not 
intend collecting his bills, hut he would 
be pleased if they would send what they 
owed him to some of the Hospitals. 

Not all of them did this, but some 
were touched aud the Hospital funds 
were made larger. 

Garrigan found that he had under- 
taken a very heavy task if he were to 
make any sort of reparation for the evil 
he had done. 

In fact he soon found that it was utter- 
ly impossible to balance the accounts 
with widows and orphans aud brokeu 
down people. 

Although during the next week he 
called iu the assistance of a clerk whom 
1 he kept busy for three months — it was 
impossible to trace up some of the men 
who bad once been hia regular customers, 
and whose families needed help. And 
{ then the greut gates of wretchedness and 
suffering yawned open so wide that it 
seemed us if all the money in the world 
might lie swept in, aud sunken utterly 
out of sight. 

He had uot caused all this wretchedness 
and suffering, hut it was hard to tell 
w hat was his work and what was not. 

He told one of his friends once that it 
seemed to him sometimes as lie was go- 
ing arouud through the miserable places 
into which some of his once genteel 
customers had fallen, that evil was so 
linked together no one could tell where 
the end would reach. It seems to have 
the power of self multiplication when 
ouce started, aud it gathers force as it 
proceeds. 

Well, for nearly six mouths Garrigan 
kept at work. 


Tho liquors In tho saloon were sent off 
to the different HoRpltAls to ho used for 
the sick under tho direction of tho 
physicians. 

The saloon was convortml]„into a drug 
stoic. 

How much money Garrigan distributed 
among the families of his former custom- 
ers no ono know. 

Ho never would toll, but it was pretty 
well understood that quito a number of 
thousands of dollars went in that way. 
Ton thousand dollars ho gavo in one gift 
to the Inebriate Asylum, and llvo thous- 
and more to an Orphanage. 

It was an expensive reformation com- 
pared with most of those we hear of, but 
tho man said k “IIow can 1 use money that 
has como to mo through the sufferings of 
othor poople, their orphans and widows, 
poor old parents, helpless children and 
cripples? No, I will pay it back to thorn 
as far ns I can, and I would rather pay 
too much than too little.” 

You seo it was a very genuino reforma- 
tion. Bernard Garrigan was a different 
man. Ho saw things with different eyes. 
He was doing, the best ho could to 
make some amends for the past and the 
Lord blessed him. 

Why, that boy who was in such a con- 
dition on Christmas Eve had a long spell 
of sickness, hut when he got well bated 
tho very sight and smell of liquor, and 
hogged his father to move away into the 
country. 

Tho father was glad enough to do so, 
and now Christmas fluds Garrigan a 
happy, contented farmer off in tho west. 
Ho is not making money vory fast, but 
he says it is all cleau money that comes 
to him from the fnrm. 

Whenever Christmas Eve comes ho sits 
down to think over the experiences of 
that strange Christmas Eve when his eyes 
wero opened to seo how terrible it was to 
be helping down to perdition those 
whom the good Christ came into the 
world to save.

A Novel Bnalnr<« Cnlendnr nml Minarf. 

A most novel, convenient, and valuable 
business calendar for 18881s the Columbia 
Bicycle Calendar and Stand, just issued 
by the Tope Mfg. Co., of Boston, Mass. 
In this calendar a new departure Iihr 
been made, decidedly unique and differ- 
ent from any previous attempt in calen- 
dar constmcton. The calendar propol- 
is In tho form of a pad, containing MW 
leaves, one for each day in tho year, to ho 
torn off daily. Tho loaves aro 5 1-8 by 
2 d-4 inches, and a portion of each leaf 1 h 
left blank for memoranda, so arrangod 
that tho memorandum blank for pny 
coming day can bo turned to immediate- 
ly at any timo. Tho pad rests upon a 
portable stand, and when placed upon 
the desk or writing-table the entiro sur- 
face of tho date loaf is brought directly, 
and loft constantly, before the eye, fur- 
nishing dale and memoranda, impossible 
to be overlooked. Upon each slip appear, 
as in tho previous Columbia calendars, 
quotations pertaining to cycling from 
leading publications and prominent 
writers. Tho paragraphs aro entirely 
new from previous years’ calendars, and 
although tliera seems to he but little 
when read from day to day, altogether 
the items would make a medium-sized 
pamphlet, and, added to the collections 
of other years, a largo volume— a collec- 
tion of quotations which illustrates tho 
popularity and universality of cycling tho 
world over.

The first of a series of thoughtful and 
oharmiug essays, by Robert Louis Stev- 
enson, is entitled “A Chapter on 
Dreams.” The origin of “Dr Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde” is incidently related. 

The leading article of the number — 
“Tho Manat Arms,” byE. H. Blashtield 
and E. W. Blashfield— is very richly il- 
lustrated by the former. The paper des- 
cribes the man at arms from the time of 
Charlemagne (8U0) to the perfection of 
armor (about 1450), and is the result of 
study and research continued from time 
to time for several years. In the Febru- 
ary number the decline of armor will be 
traced in anut.ier handsomely illustrated 
article. 

Mr. Edward L. Wilson contributes an 
interesting account of “The Great Pyra- 
mid” of Cheops. 

Another attractive illustrated article is 
“Japanese Art, Artists, and Artisans,” 
by Win. Elliot Griffis, the well-known 
author of “Mikado’s Empire.” Tho pic- 
tures are made from drawings by a Jap- 
anese artist. 

The fiction is also an exceptionally 
strong feature of the number, and much 
of it is abundantly illustrated. The lirst 
of a three-part story by H. C’. Gunner, 
entitled “Natural Selection. A Romance 
of Chelsea Village and East Hampton 
Town,” is a delicately humorous sketch 
of New York life. “The End of the Be- 
ginning” is a short story, with a subtle 
motive, pleasingly told by George A. 
Hibbard. 

The serial of the year, “First Harvest,” 
by F. J. Stimson, who signs to it his real 
name instead of his well-known pseu- 
donym of “J. S. of Dale,”is the first long 
novel written by its author sinee the 
publication of “Guerndale.” 

The essays include another of W. C. 
Brownell’s admirable critical papers on 
“French Traits” — this ono dealing with 
“Intelligence;” a short, clear exposition 
of some phases of “Municipal Finance,” 
by Clayton C. Hall, an expert in tho sub- 
ject; and “A New Light on Balzac,” by 
Edward S. Ilolden, President of the Uni- 
versity of California, who is a thorough 
Balzac student. 

The poetry includes “White Edith,” 
by Thomas Bailey Aldrich ; “American 
Antiquities,” by Andrew Lang, with a 
full-page illustration; “The Poet,” by 
Charles Edwin Markham; and others by 
C. P. Cranch, Graham R. Tomson, Ren- 
nell Rodd, and E. Cavazza. 

THE FORUM. 

Senator Dawes i„lias written for the 
January number of the Forum an argu- 
ment to show why Utah should not he ad- 
mitted into the Union by tho present 
Congress or by any Congress so long as 
polygamy is practiced or upheld. He 
will review tho arguments that have been 
advanced for admission and laydown the 
principles which have hitherto regulated 
the creation of States.

A gentle Southern girl 
who is strangely lacking the supposed 
Southern tire and intensity is the heroine, 
und about her revolve three luckless 
wights who have lost their heuds and 
hearts.

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THE HISTORY OF CHRISTMAS.

This Rlad festival, which not only 
brings suoh happiness to hearta and 
homes, but' also presents tho welcome 
light of Christians of many namog unit- 
ing in a common observance of tho birth 
of tho world’s Saviour, is only a part of 
an entire system of holy days by which 
tho church from early times hns marked 
out the succeeding months by the events 
in Christ’s career, and thus formed the 
Christian year, as distinct from tho year 
that is moroly secular. Tho first festival 
established was Easter. At once, upon 
the foundation of tho church, Christians 
began to observe tho first day of tho 
week, instead of Saturday, as holy, in 
order to celebrate tho resurrection of our 
Lord. But they soon resolved also to set 
apart an annual day for a great com- 
memoration of that event, and Easter 
was established and general within a 
hundred years of Chiist’s time, although 
for a wliilo there was discussion whether 
it should bo according to the date of the 
old Passover, or always on a Sunday, un- 
til the latter prevailed. 

But, then, other anniversaries sprang 
up to recall other incidents of the story 
of Christ, and soon the year was laid out 
and the services shaped to tell all the 
story of that redeeming work, including 
Wliit-Sunday, or the gift of tho Holy 
Ghost, and the founding of the church. 
In this way Christmas came into being, 
or the anniversary of tho birth in Beth- 
lehem. 

Of course, because of the precautions 
and humbleness of the early Christians, 
of the small amount of their literature, 
little has survived, and so there are lack- 
ing many data for their history. Yet the 
main points regarding tho origin of this 
festival are as follows; 

The first notice of its observance, al- 
though not the earliest reference to the 
idea, is about A. D. 130, when some think 
Telesiphorus, Bishop of homo, fixed the 
date. Anotliei refeience to iis keeping 
is found about A. D. 100. But about A. 
D. 275 it was made tho occasion oi a 
great tragedy. The emperor Diocletian 
was then conducting a vigorous persecu- 
tion, and resolved to striae a blow. Ho 
oidered that while the believers in Mi- 
comedia wore holding their; usual Christ- 
mas service in the catliedial, tho doors 
should be fastened and the edifice 
burned. All tho worshippers perished in 
^the flames. 

As to the day, no one claims that the 
date of tho Saviour's birth can be set- 
tled by the Bible, although many have 
tried to do so by tho few data afforded 
by tho Gospels. The fact is that the 
Gospels were written for people who al- 
ready knew about Christ and His lite. 
and the writers did not liud it neces- 
sary to put in details which were tiieu 
latniliar, in many other respects than 
this. Wo must never forgot that the New 
Testament was not written to found the 
the chuich, but to preserve the truth lor 
a church that already believed in Christ 
and knew of lliin from those who had 
associated with Hun. But lrom the first 
there had been agreement in celebratiug 
His birth about tne tune of mid-winter, 
or what we call tho New Year, although 
the civil year then begun in March, as it 
continued to do in all lands until about a 
century ago. In the Eastern church, the 
day observed for a while was me sixth of 
January, which was also made the anni- 
versary of tne Epiphany, or the visit of 
the Wise Men, which represented tho 
heathen world comiug to Jesus, and so 
had deep significance. But iu the West- 
ern land, or Europe, Dee. 25th was the 
primitive date. At length about A.D.35U, 
Bishop Julius, of Koine, instituted a 
careful inquiry and decided that the 
soundest tradition clearly indicated that 
the latter date was more correct, anil 
then all Christians accepted it ovpr after. 
This is not a matter of certainty, we ad- 
mit. Yet it is not to be assumed that so 
important a date as that of the birth of 
Jesus would be wrongly remembered for 
a time much shorter than the time that 
has now elapsed since the landing of the 
Pilgrims, buch things are handed down 
very easily. 

The custom of making Christmas a 
time of general festivity arose in this 
way. In many lands it was usual, iu 
heathen times, to celebrate the winter 
solstice, or tho date when the days begin 
to grow longer, with various ceremonies 
and expressions of joy. It was natural 
that such importance should be attached 
to the period when the sun begins again 
to mount in the heavens, and us warmth 
and promise to increase from day to day. 
When these people became Christians, it 
was also natural, and not improper, that 
they should retain these public and pri- 
vate festivities, associating them with 
the additional glad fact that Christ then 
arose on tho world, a better son than 
that in the sky. in this way, such prac- 
tices as the Yule Log and tne Mistletoe 
Bough and home gatherings passed over 
into Christian days, as also the giving of 
presents, and even, among some, more 
extravagant customs and less innocent 
ones. 

The observance of Christmas continued 
universally until the Keformation. At 
this time, Protestants in France and 
.Switzerland and Scotland, under the in- 
fluence of Calvin, threw it aside, with all 
the other festivals, and many other 
things, such as liturgies, bishops, and 
still more that had come down from the 
past. In this, some sects joined that 
arose in England a century later. The 
reason given was that these things were 
not in the bible. But the Protestants of 
Germany and England and Scandinavia 
replied that, although not in the Bible, 
yet if anything was good and valuable 
and allowable for Christians, it might be 
retained. So iu these countries, the 
Christian festivals, us well us other 
things named, have not been given up. 
Their surrender, we must remember, 
was not a part of the Keformation, but 
<>nlv section of that movement, and 
that the smaller one. This argument iu 
their favor is leading to the resumption 
of Christmas, as also of Easter and other 
ancient festivals by those whose ances- 
tors felt averse to them, and it is gratify- 
ing to see how many about us are thus 
coming to restore what is seen to help 
Christianity, and wlmt has the sanction 
of devout feeling, as well as what tends 
to unite Christians in the observance of 
the facts of the faith they hold in com- 
mon. —[Cambridge Chronicle.

Tliack- 
aray’s wife, as is well-known, beenmo 
permanently insane early in their mar- 
riage life; and lio, being thus debarred 
from any personal share of domestic 
happiness, found what consolation was 
possible in the contemplation of the 
felicity of tho Brookliolds. The husband 
was an Episcopalian clergyman; but he 
had no vocation lor the ministry, his 
taste lying almost wholly in the direc- 
tion of the stage; aim h naokcray, there- 
fore, did hmi and hi* wile a good service 
in inducing jail'd Lamisdowne to appofnt 
In. n u> uu an inspector ol state-aided 
sciioois, wit.t a salary oi from two 
thousand to four thousand dollars a 
year. Mrs Brookfield was the original 
wt Amelia Hi “Vanity Fair,’ Thackeray 
being the Major Dobbin of tho menage. 
Laura, the heroine of “i’endeimif,” was 
taken noiu unooicr of ii.acKcray’s pla- 
tonic loves, nameiy, Miss Laura Smith, 
the youngest daugnter of Horace Smith, 
one oi mo authois ot the celebrated “Ke- 
jeeted Addresses,” of whom there is 
more than one touching and atTcctionatc 
mention in the letter. Mr. Brookfield’s 
theatrical tastes and mimetic faculties 
have been transmitted in a marked de- 
gree to his son, Mr. Charles Brookfield, 
of tho Haymarket Theatre, one of the 
most finished actors oil the English stage. 
When Mrs. Brookfield found licrseli in 
“low water” iu money matters, she 
bethought her of the desk full of Thack- 
eray letters, and thereupon addressed a 
very pressing appeal to Thackeray’s only 
surviving daugUier, Mrs. Kichmonu 
ltitohie, for leave to print her b lined 
treasures. Thackeray, as is well known, 
had lett solemn instructions time his life 
was not to be written; and Annie Tlmck- 
uray (Mrs. Kitchie) had interpreted tins 
injunction as precluding her from over 
publishing her father’s letters to hcrsuli 
and her sister, the late Mrs. Lessie 
Stephen. She was, therefore, at .first 
minded to refuse Mrs. Brooklielu s 
prayer; but tho importunities ol the 
“cooing friend” wore too much for her 
in the cud, and, ill and worn out with 
headaches, she g ive way. By doing so 
she incurred much covert odium among 
lier father’s friends, lor there are many 
other holders ol Thackeray letters be- 
sides Mrs. Brookfield, wuo consider 
themselves aggrieved by tho exceptional 
privilege accorded her. Among tlie 
best oi the unpublished Thuckeiay col- 
lections, in the hands of living pcisous, 
are probably those held by Mrs. Proctor 
(aged eighty-six), widow ol “Barry 
Cornwall,” Carlyle’s early friend; by Miss 
Perry (aged seventy-one), daughter oi 
Editor Perry of tho dcluuot, out once 
famous, Morning Chronicle, wnose name 
is so often mentioned in tho memoirs ot 
the first half of this century; and by the 
eldest surviving daughter ot Horace 
Smith (aged eighty-one). It is not im- 
probable that more collections will now 
bo published, and that in the end the 
American and Engligh public will possess 
a complete record of a singularly intei- 
estiug life and character.

Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke 
and Rev. Mr. Spaulding of this city had 
characters given them, and the drama 
was made very attractive. It was one of 
the most successful meetings of the club. 

— Notwithstanding the had weather of 
Wednesday night a goodly number of 
the members of Grace church Sutiday 
School attended the Christmas entertain- 
ment in the parish house. Two original 
Christmas stories were read, and gifts 
were distributed. The Poinroy 'Orphan 
Home was remembered as usual. 

— Tho Newton and Watertown Metho- 
dist churches will unite at the Methodist 
church next Saturday evening in a watch 
night service, beginning at nine o’clock. 
The meeting will open with a servicejof 
song, followed by a sermon by Rev. Hr. 
Richardson of Watertown, .after which 
there will he a prayer meeting, closing 
with watching the old year out, and 
greeting each other with a happy New 
Year. All are cordially invited. 

—There was a very pleasant Christ- 
mas party at Hotel Iiunnewell, Christ- 
mas Eve, given by the guests at the hotel 
to their friends. There was a Christmas 
tree filled with gifts with a veritable 
Santa Claus to distribute them, and after- 
wards the dining room was cleared and 
the guests enjoyed a hop. It was a very 
happy affair for the younger portion of 
the guests, as they w’ere liberally remem- 
bered. 

— Mr. John F. Anderson, who died at 
Portland, Me., on Sunday, was the father 
of Mrs. C. W. Lord of this city. His 
death was due to heart disease, and he 
was 04 years old. He was one of the 
leading railroad engineers of the country 
and has been chairman of the Maine 
Railroad commissioners for several years. 
He has held many public positions of 
trust and honor, and was one of the 
leading citizens of Portland. He leaves 
a widow and three daughters.

—The reception and dance given by the 
High School Review Staff on Wednesday 
evening in Armory Hall, proved to be 
more successful even than was anticipa- 
ted. In spite of the inclement weather 
between sixty and seventy couples en- 
joyed a program of twenty dances to 
music hv six pieces of Cole’s Orchestra. 
The liall was tastefully decorated, long 
festoons of green being draped from the 
center "to the walls. I he arches were 
hung with laurel, and hunting was used 
to good effect on tho stage and gallery. 
Barlow catered, the supper being served 
in the lower hall. Mrs. S. A. D. Shep- 
pard, Mrs. Henry E. Cobh, Mrs. C. W. 
Bassett and Mrs. C. E. Whitmore received 
the guests and acted as matrons. The 
dancers were very reluctant to disperse, 
which they did however, about midnight. 

—The new journal of forestry, land- 
scape art, and the higher branches of 
horticulture, although published in New 
York, will have a special interest for 
Newton people, as Prof. Farlow of Cam- 
bridge, son of lion. J. S. Farlow, will he 
one of the prominent botanists to con- 
tribute to its columns. It will he illus- 
trated and published weekly, and will he 
called, “Garden and Forest.’’ Writers of 
the first rank have been secured from all 
parts of the country, as well as from Eu- 
rope, and the journal should he wel- 
comed by all who appreciate rural scen- 
ery and are interested in discussions upon 
the proper planning and management of 
their home grounds, whether small or 
large,. and in the designing and mainte- 
nance of city parks on village squares, 
railway stations, school grounds, ceme- 
teries, roads and roadsides, and, in short, 
all public places. 

—At the meeting of the Baptist Social 
Union held in Boston on Monday even- 
ing, Mr. George s. Harwood was one of 
the speakers, and told the members in a 
most interesting way about the Newton 
church of which he was a member. He 
paid a high compliment to the founders 
of the church, and particularly to the 
pastors.

After reverently 
paying affectionate tributes to the mem- 
ory of certain deceased members of the 
church, Mr. Harwood invited all present 
to come out and visit the Newton church.

Hememvay’s generous gtft with thou- 
sands of others, enabled the superintend- 
ent and matron to buy for every boy a 
knife, harmonica, Jews- harp, game, pair 
snsponders, pocket-handkerchief, and a 
necktie, as well as the hag of candy, pop 
corn and nuts. In addition to these, 
many had presents from relatives and 
friends. They had mince pie for break- 
fast and roast beef and vegetables with 
plum pudding for dinner. Ou Monday 
tlie tree presented by the centenarian, 
Nr. Davis, was placed in position and 
trimmed in usual manner, and the pres- 
ents hung thereon. Over the arch at 
the hay window were the words “Merry 
Christmas,” while the entire room was 
tastily decorated with evergreen and fir 
boughs by Miss Underwood, the teacher, 
assisted by Miss Andrews from tho State 
■ Normal School at Bridgewater. The 
neighbors and Sunday school teachers of 
the hoys with others had been invited to 
lie present in the evening. Ou entering 
the house the first object of interest was 
the yacht made by Commander R. B. 
Forbes, now 84 years old, and presented 
to tho Children’s Aid Society, to he sold 
for its benefit, it having been bought by 
some friends for one hundred dollars and 
presented to Pine Farm. On tho table 
wore about lorty hooks for hoys, present- 
ed by Mr. Thus. E. Stutson of West New- 
ton, a most timely and acceptable gut. 
All who came were assured of a hearty 
welcome, as the arch containing tnat 
word was placed over tho hail-way. 
About 7 o’clock in the evening the boys 
inarched into the reading room, which 
was brightly lighted. Alter a short pro- 
gram of music and recitation by the 
boys, the venerable Santa Claus entered 
the room and read his records of the 
boys tor the past year, ami with its hits 
at their nicknames and foibles interested 
them greatly. Then began the distribu- 
tion of presents and every one was re 
membered, and it can easily be believed 
there was some noise win n these were 
received. Rev. Mr. Patrick, wife and 
diughterwere present to represent the 
directors, with some twenty-five otlieis 
who were interested in the hoys. Just 
before U o’clock the boys sang "Let us 
w ith a gladsome mind praise the Lord 
for lie is kind;*’ and bidding all good- 
night, retired happy but sleepy.

TIIE SCHOOL BOARD. 

LAST MEETING OF TIIF. MKMRF.RS FOR 
Tills YF.AR. 

The School Board for 1887 held its last 
meeting on Wednesday evening. Mayor 
Kimball, President Coffin, Messrs. Con- 
verse, Stone and Shinn, and Miss Sinead 
were absent. Mr. Ames was elected 
chairman pro tern. A communication 
from the city clerk was read and referred 
to next year's board, declaring the elec- 
tion and acceptance of Mrs. Davis, Mr. 
Barnard, Mr. Parker, I)r. Baker and Rev. 
Mr. Hornbrooke as members of the 
hoard. 

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

Mr. Emerson made his annual report, 
going into details and giving a number 
of valuable tables. The schools were in 
session 40 weeks during the school year 
of 1880-87, and during that time the pro- 
gress made had been very satisfactory. 
Statistics were submitted, giving the num- 
ber of pupils, teachers, school houses, 
cost of maintainance and the attendance. 
In May 1&S7 the population of the city 
was 19,759, of whom 3,893 were children 
between the ages of 5 and 15 years; 
3.220 between 5 and 15 were enrolled in 
the public schools, 193 in private schools, 
and 480 not attending school. Of this 
number 47 worked in the mills, 19 un- 
accounted for, and the rest mostly under 
seven years of age were at home. 

There were 21 school buildings in the 
city, 20 occupied; one school is held iu a 
rented building; 91 rooms are occupied 
out of a total of 99 In addition there 
are 5 halls. The total sittings provided 
by the schools are 4,525. The school 
houses and grounds are valued at $578,- 
100. The total force of teachers is 103; 
pupils 4337, an increase of 231 over 
1SS5-S6. Average number enrolled 3655, 
a gain of 12S; average daily attendance 
3357, a gain of 118; per cent of those en- 
rolled, 91 3-10; 1S85-86, 91 8-10. There 
were 5214 cases of tardiness. 109 more 
than during the preceding year. The 
evening school iusuucted 120 pupils. 32 
less than in 85-S0. Since 1878 there had 
been an increase in enrollment of C33, in 
average daily attendance 916. 

Repairs and alterations had been made 
as follows: Bigelow school, new water- 
closets and drainage; Lincoln, repainted 
and additional windows put in: Adams, 
roof repaired and new system of ventila- 
tion; Claflin, roof repaired and an iron 
railing put on stairway: the hails of the 
Davis school had been snpplied with 
water and new windows put in; new 
furnaces had been put. into the Oak Hill 
and High schools, and in the latter, (new 
building.) an approved system of venti- 
lation. Minor repairs had been 
made in the Williams, trankliu, and 
other schools. Sanitary reasons called 
for changes, especially in ventilation, in 
the Lincoln, Franklin, Pierce, Oak Hill 
and old High school buildings. It is ex- 
'pected that the new school at Thompson- 
ville will he ready for use at the opening 
of the next school ye ir. 

The superintendent called attention to 
the crowded condition of the Hyde 
schooi. There are 218 pupils under 0 
teachers: every room, except on the 
third floor, was occupied. The third 
floor could he used, hut its use he con- 
sidered unwise. During the past year 
thirty new houses had been erected in 
this village, and it was probable that 
additional accommodations would he 
needed before they could he provided. 
The present building could he enlarged 
or a new structure built, either plan re- 
quiring the purchase of uo more land. 
Mr. Emerson suggested that a two- 
room building on Walnut between Beacon 
and Homer streets might be the best 
plan. 

The attendance was not satisfactory, 
there being an average daily attendance 
of only 91.3, the absences being equal to 
7 rooms of 40 each. Of the 437 cities 
and towns in the state. Newton stood 1<*5 
in this regard. The total number of ab- 
sences amounted to 59,600 days. From 
this cause nearly 10 per cent of money ap- 
propriated was wasted and here seemed 
to he a chance for practical retrench- 
ment. and it ifv in the hands of the 
parents entirely. The eases of tardiness 
aggregated 5214. far too large a number. 
The tardiness is confined principally to 
a few schools, the High school having 
about two-fifths of the number. 

cost of schools. 

Exclusive of evening schools and new 
building; the average cost per pupils 
during t lie last ten years has been about 
$32.50 per annum. The aggregate for 
the eveniug schools had been $6,441. 
During the past year there had been ex- 
pended under tho directum of the school 
hoard $115,390 or $31.56 per pupil; under 
orders of tin* city council, chiefly for 
permanent repairs, $12,000, making a 
total of $127,390. or an average of about 
$34 per pupil. The pay of teachers ag- 
gregated $86,078. 16; superintendent 
$2800; janitors $6,438.34; fuel $7,228 55; 
secretary $300; conveyance? of pupils 
$076.25; incidentals $11,898.48, total 
$115,300.38. 

COMPARATIVE COST. 

According to the per cent, of valuation 
• devoted to use of schools, Newton stands 
twelfth among the 23 cities of the state; 
there aie 33 towns iu tile county ami 220 
in the suite which pay a greater per ceut. 
than New ti ll tor their schools. New- 
toil being divided into nine villages 
makes it much more expensive to main- 
tain schools than H more compact. The 
very things which make Newton sub- 
tractive as a place of residence make 
the maintenance of its schools and 
streets very expensive. 

TRUANCY. 

During the year 270 cases of alleged 
truaucy have beeu investigated, and 48 
truaucies discovered. Due habitual tru- 
ant has been sent to Lawrence, and 10 
are now ou probation. The superiuteud- 
eut agaiu recommended joining iu a pe- 
tition for the establishment of auother 
truant school. 

FREE TEXT BOOKS. 

The city own* 32,147 free text books 
ami 1,789 reference books. The cost of 
new book* had beeu $3,&27 06* or an 
. average ot $1.05 per pupil, iu the even- 
ing school the work has l ecu satisfactory,

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NEWTON SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Editor of Thr Graphic: 

A blundor.if not a crime has been com- 
mitted. The writer has taken no sides in 
the unhappy controversy concerning the 
Newton High School question. Stand- 
ing in the position ho does, it hns always 
appeared the part of Rood citizenship to 
aid in every legitimate way to sustain 
and improve the noblest and richest in- 
heritance bequeathed to us from our 
ancestors, “The free public schools.” 

My acquaintance with the late head- 
master of the Nowtou High School is 
such as to command my high respect and 
warm regard. 

That gentleman has my sympathy in 
the experiences which have come to him 
the past season. 

Notwithstanding the above it was in 
my esteem a gross blunder, closely allied 
to a crime, for our people to allow Mr. 
Walton, a gentleman of such rare abili- 
ties, and of unequalled and successful ex- 
perience in school management, to bo de- 
feated and dropped from our school com- 
mittee. 1 am confident that hundreds of 
our good citizens, who voted against Mr. 
Walton, will acknowledge that they did 
so for one act of his only, and consider 
him a valuable man for the position in all 
other poiuts. Since the writer became a 
citizen of Newton, in 1848, there have 
been two notable instances where mere 
prejudice, I may add, blind prejudice, 
has conspired to oust noble school men 
and deprive the cause of our public 
schools of their most able and accom- 
plished advocates. 1. Horace Mann, 
honored throughout the world, was, to 
quote his own words to the writer, 
“kicked” from the secretaryship of the 
Massachusetts board of education, 
through a narrow and party prejudice, 
thus depriving Massachusetts of the ele- 
vating influence of that matchless 
champion of free schools. 2. In 1851 or 
1852, the honored name of Henry Bige- 
low, then chairman of the school com- 
mittee of Newton, was dropped from the 
nominated list at the Whig-Democratic 
and Free Soil caucuses, through the same 
narrow prejudice. It was on the Satur- 
day afternoon preceding the Monday’s 
voting day that the writer ascertained 
the above. Had it not been for the per- 
sistent and protracted labors of several 
teachers on the intervening Sunday, New- 
ton would have lost her most honored 
schooi-man, for he was triumphantly re- 
elected, though hid name was not on 
either the three printed tickets. It is my 
wish to show that in dropping Mr. Walton 
a similar and very serious error has been 
committed to the great injury of the 
public schools. W T ho is George A. Wal- 
ton? A gentleman, who after teaching 
successfully, entered the Normal school 
at Bridgewater, then under that admira- 
ble educator, Nicholas Tillinghast, who 
was a graduate of West Point and had 
served as professor at the Military Aca- 
demy, selected by Horace Maun to prove 
that Normal schools as professional 
training schools lor teachers were indis- 
pensable to the success of the new de- 
parture in public school instruction and 
management. From this, Mr. Walton 
graduated amoug the most honored with 
'those who have since occupied and now 
occupy in the public school system the 
highest positions in the couutry. Mr. 
Walton was soon iuvited to take the 
charge as principal of the model depai t- 
meut of the State Normal School, then 
at West Newton, when Cyrus Pierce was 
at its head. Mr. Walton’s duties em- 
braced in addition to the ordinary 
care and instruction of the youth com- 
mitted to his charge, the training and 
direction of the young lady students in 
the normal department, in their work of 
instruction, with classes in the model de- 
partment under him. 

That he served here with distinguish- 
ed success, is well known to those men 
and women now residents of West New- 
ton, then pupils of his, as also to the 
writer, who succeeded him in the school. 

Mr. Walton accepted a position in 
Lawrence, where he organized and man 
aged the only Grammar school then in 
that city, and with marked ability 
for 17 years. During these years Mr. 
Walton projected, wrote and published 
those admirable text books ou arithmetic, 
the influence of wl#h reorganized the 
subject, as is seeu in the score or more 
dilterent text books which quickly fol- 
lowed ou that subject. 

He was early engaged by the Massa- 
chusetts board of education and while at 
Lawreucc, to lecture at the teacher’B in- 
htitu es of the state instructing thous- 
ands of our Massachusetts teachers iu 
methods. He was soon after engaged by 
the board of education as its permanent 
agent to visit the towns of the state, meet 
the school committees and, to iustruct 
and advise as also to lecture befoie the 
citizens upon school impioverneiit. 

This honorable and responsible posi- 
tion Mr. Walton has tilled tbe past lb years 
not only to tbe satisfaction, but admira- 
tion of all parties concerned. Confirma- 
tion of tbe above cau be found by con- 
sulting teachers and school committees 
in all portions of Massachusetts. If 
there is a oerson in the state who can be 
considered an expert iu all matters relat- 
ing to organization, instruction and 
training in our free public schools it is 
George A. Walton, whom the people of 
Newton have ignorautly or wilfully drop- 
ped from our school board. 

The schools will surely sutler directly 
aud indirectly from this wrong action. 

1 had supposed the people ol New ton 
or the controlling minds of our city, were 
sufficiently intelligent to know that it is 
no Tyro we wish among those who have 
the cure of our costliest aud most vitally 
iinpmuut work of the city. When the 
present excellent superintendent of our 
streets was appointed to his important 
positiou, it was only after a protracted 
inquiry iuto his own and others qualifica- 
tions; yet nieu have repeatedly been 
elected to this infinitely more responsi- 
ble and important position ou the school 
board, to deal with minds rather thuu 
gravel, whose whole recommendation 
was that they had been to school them- 
selves aud were successful merchants, 
mechanics or tanners. 

In no other country are such blunders 
made, in Geiinuuy, where the schools 
are far superior to ours iu most respects, 
they aie placed under the control of ex- 
perts— men who have proved their abil- 
ity for this position, theoretically aud 
practically by work done iu the schools 
as teachers themselves. 

Not even clergymen, lawyers or phy- 
sicians are considered necessarily suit- 
able or coinpeteut as school men.

Read Fund Lecture.

Mrs. Dr. Mary K. Bates held her third 
lecture on Henlth in Armory Hall, Tues- 
day, Decomber 12th. It was very inter- 
esting and n large attendance present, be- 
ing about 275. The kidneys were spoken 
of. Water should always bo taken at rising 
and retiring, and should bo sipped and 
not drank all at once. One should be 
very careful about eating and drinking. 
The heart was also spoken of. The 
blood is dividod into two parts, cealom 
and corpuscles. In one drop of blood 
there is a million corpuscles. Exercise is 
needed very much, and one should tako 
some exercise every day. Whon a person 
is woll and strong tho heart beats slower 
than whon a person is weak. Hippoc- 
rates, the greatest doctor that ever 
lived, was born in 400 B. C. It was not 
known at that time about the circulation 
of tho blood, and was not known until 
Dr. Harvey’s discovery concerning it. 
One eighth of the weight of the body is 
blood, so that if a person weighes 100 
1-8 of that or 20 lbs. would be blood. 
The heart is situated between tho lungs, 
although some people think it is situated 
on tho left side. The cause of that is 
that the left side of the heart is greater 
than tho right, and the boat is felt on 
the loft side. If a person is tired it is 
better to eat a little something before go- 
ing to bed. The heart beats 70 times a 
minute, Jbut when lying down about 60 
times a minute. If a person lays down 
during the day it is very beneficial. 
There are seven layers of muscles to the 
heart and four chambers. A man of 40 
years of age should never run for a run- 
ning train, as it does very much harm. 
Electricity will cause instant death, and 
will in tho future take the place of hang- 
ing. Tobacco is very bad for the heart, aiid 
it is better for a man to use liquor than 
tobacco, as tobacco will injure the con- 
stitution more. It is also very hard for 
a man to stop using it when he has once 
commenced. Besides human beings 
using tobacco there are also animals. 
The Rock Goat of Africa is very fond of 
tobacco. The brain of a man is larger 
Ilian a woman’s, but the lack of a quan- 
tity is made up by the supply of quality. 
It is very injurious to wear tight cloth- 
ing and tight shoes as it stops the circu- 
lation of the blood somewhat. The cir- 
culation of tho blood is much slower in 
the heel. A hot water bath is very bene- 
ficial and one should be always cheerful. 
The illustrations were very nice indeed, 
and tho speaking excellent, and every 
one thnt did not attend the lecture lost a 
rare opportunity.

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A NOVELIST IN ITALY.. 


SOMETHING ABOUT TIIK HOME LIFE OF 
MARION CRAWFORD. 

The acquaintance of Crawford I proba- 
bly owe to the favorable report of a young 
English artist with whom I have estab- 
lished friendly relations, writes H. A. 
Huntington from Sorrento whore Mr. 

• Crawford lives. Be this as it may, after 
due exchange of calls, 1 had recently the 
honor to dine with him at the Villa 
Crawford. Than this air-bung villa, 
clinging to the edge of a towering cliff, 
whose precipitous lines are reflected by 
the blue waters below, and ^commanding 
a wliolo incomparable panorama of the 
gulf, a fairer home was never fashioned 
even in a poet’s dream. Duo wholly to 
Mr. Crawford’s imagination, founded on 
fiction and roofed with romance, it is the 
literal translation into masonry of a cha- 
teau on Espagne. 

To the interior of the Villa Crawford 
only the pen of t-lio author of “Cousin 
Pons’’ could do justice. Not that either 
Mr. or Mrs. Crawford is a rabid collector 
of bibelots, but becauso both have been 
great travellers, and have chosen to re- 
turn from their innumerable journeys 
laden with those “chefs d’couvre de la 
main ot do la ponsee’’ which mark the 
artistic instincts of.a people, rather than 
with those ephemeral trifles which indi- 
cate its rapacious confidence in the igno- 
rance of tourists. 

Inveterate lovers of literary gossip will 
perhaps care to know that Mr. Crawford 

• produced at least one of his novels while 
the oocupant of the apartment in which 
1 write. This was before he had imag- 
ined his present dwelling place. The old 
Cocumella, from which the Jesuits were 

. expelled in tho last century, and which 
for 110 years has been kept as an jinn by 
the same family, with its subterranean 
galleries and mysterious coiners, might 
well inspire a romancer; but it was not 
under its shelter the story of which I 
speak was written. Mr. Crawtord has a 
sensitive ear, and the noises ot the hotel 
drove him to spend his hours of compo- 
sition elsewhere. Near at hand is a cliff 
whose summit is crowned by a villa that 
belongs to the Roumanian wife of a Rus- 
sian prince, from whom it goes without 
saying that she lives apart, while its 
base is honeycombed with corridors and 
caves that once resounded to the song of 
the sirens. In one of these caves Mr. 
Crawford took refuge. For two weeks 
he passed the hours between breakfast 
and dinner in this picturesque seclusion, 
writing at the rate of a chapter a day. 
At the end of that time he had complet- 
ed ..the 14 chapters of “To Leeward.” 
During that fortnight tho gray old cliff 
presented a dramatic contrast. The 
rincess in her villa, plunged in feverish 
issipations and surrounded by syco- 
phants— the author in his still cave, with 
no companion but the sea. 

Over six feet in height, with a manly 
face, straight nose, bright blue eyes and a 
mouth of remarkably delicate shape, 
fringed, not hidden by an adequate brown 
mustache, skilled in all athletic sports 
and famous at 84, Mr. Crawford, were his 
modesty less, might well serve as model 
for the hero of one of his own novels. 
And yet with every accomplishment of a 
finished man of the world he is simplici- 
ty itself, devoted to his literary work, to 
which ho gives six hours daily,— equally 
divided between morning and afternoon. 
— and faithful in the performance of all 
the humdrum duties that are commonly 
so tiresome to the man of genius. 

It is needless to say that his manners 
are polished, and that he is an entertain- 
ing talker. Many of his remarks are 
•quotable. For example: Apropos of 
tne wife of a celebrated sculptor, in 
whom he had observed a real indifference 
to art coupled with great success in 
pushing her husband’s works, he said. 
“She bears the same relation to art that 
the battering ram did to Julius Ciesar. ’ 
.From time to time he looses a picturesque 
phrase, or dolivers one of those “sabre- 
cuts of Saxon speech,” which are the 
cachet of the American. “She looks like 
a doll that has been rained on,” he said 
•of a bedaubed Russian Princess; and 
of soiuo one he disliked he remarked: 
“When one thinks of such people it is 
consoling to reflect that though hell 
yawns it never sleeps.” 

Besides all this there was of course 
some talk of fiction, but it was con- 
fined chiefly to Maj Kirkland’s ”Zury,” 
.the reading of which Mr. Crawford had 
just completed. At our second interview 
1 had spoken of the book in such terms 
that he carried away my copy under his 
arm; and at our third, though he had 
read only as far as what the French call 
“lo moment psyehologique,” 1 was 
pleased to find that he did not think my 
praises exaggerated. That his own were 
unfeigned 1 have the testimony of his 
nearest relative by marriage. “What 
sort of a book did you lend Mr. Craw- 
ford tho other day?” she asked. “I 
went into his room this morning and 
found him rolling witii laughter.” Mr. 
Crawford’s final comments would be 
difficult to report. It will suffice to say 
that he pronounced the story one of the 
best dialect novels he had ever lead, and 
Zury himself a masterpiece of character- 
ization. 


Poultry Show. 

The Massachusetts Poultry Association 
will hold its annual exhibit in Mechan- 
ics Building, Huntington avenue, Bos- 
ton, from Jan. 12 to 18, inclusive. Over 
$5,000 iu cash premiums will be offered. 
The present indications aie that this will 
be the ffuest display ever given by this 
association. The entire exhibition will 
be cooped witii patent wire coops, sucli 
as were used at the great Birmingham 
show in England. The following gentle- 
men will ltuvu entire charge of the 
poultry show exhibit: John Lowell, Jr., 
Lewis A. Shaw, C. M. Weld, W. F. Ba- 
<0OD, and W. B. Atherton. Among the 
.attractions will be a great display of 
peacocks, pheasants, pigeons, rabbits 
and laud and water fowls. A very 
unique feature of the affair will be the 
steam incubator, iu whioh chickens 
and ducks will be hatched out con- 
stantly. 


Keeping Out of Debt. 

It is not a pleasant way of putting It, 
but there is a mixture of the sober truth 
in the statement that “if you are in debt 
somebody owns a part of you.” One can- 
not fence himself off from bis environ- 
ment; his place in the ranks, bis circum- 
stances and responsibilities, are in a very 
practical sense a part of his life; and so 
it is that his obligations to other men put 
him in bondage to them. 

The law is against him, society is 
against him, credit with his follows is 
against him, so long ns bills that should 
bo paid, remain unsettled. 

The old maxim, that “bo who sleeps 
too soundly should borrow £ho pillow of 
a debtor,” is the world's bitter witness 
to tho nervousness and unrest that come 
to one from unpaid bills. They are a 
perpetual torment, especially to people 
whoso conscience and sense of propriety, 
make such bondage intolerable, but who 
lack tho courage and decision to live 
within their means. 

To bo sure there is a class of people to 
whom debt is simply an inconvenience, 
and who are always ready to pay ono 
creditor by making another. But to 
the better-minded, debt is a calamity, 
from which they desire no other relief 
than that of an honest payment of every 
dollar. With such people no bankruptcy 
law removes tho obligation; it rests on 
them by day and night, as a sacred duty 
that must bo met. 

“Now the lesson of this is “to keep 
out of debt.” With the average man or 
woman, this rule is simple and practical. 
The world is stocked with plenty for all, 
and its storehouse is accessible to the 
most humble worker. Let tho real needs 
and the actual income be the stakes 
within which the outlays are made. 
Drop out of your mind tho stylo of living 
among neighbors, throw to the winds 
wasteful fancies and desires either in 
dress, appetites or home, and rest down 
content, when the income requires it. 

There is not a bit of stain or dishonor 
in plain living; indeed many a brave 
heart has done so, not from necessity, 
but that there might bo more to give 
away in benevolence. 

It was Sir Henry Taylor who said, 
“The art of living is to pitch your expen- 
ditures one degree lower than your in- 
come.” This done, debt will not fasten 
his hands on you; and more than that, 
you will have a bit of capital for such in- 
vestment and valuable use as come now 
and then athwart every path.’ 

Do not, in this matter of daily watch- 
fulness against wasteful expenditure be 
afraid of a neighbor’s smile: your name 
will grow in lustre, your patronage »and 
your favor will bo sought after, as tho 
years slip by, finding you free from debt 
and with a growing ability to avail your- 
self of the good things Providence puts 
in your way. — [Tho Contributor. 


Rumblings. 

At a Christmas festival which I attend- 
ed this week, among the many children 
present, ono youngster particularly at- 
tracted my attention. His dress showed 
him to be one of the poor, and the open- 
eyed wonder and interest with which he 
watched the proceedings confirmed the 
supposition that from the Sunday school 
tree lie was to get his only present. He 
was too young to be able to do much in 
the reading line. Well, one by ono the 
children received their gifts from the 
hands of the great fur-coated Santa Claus 
and at last it came Tommie’s turn. With 
what pleasure he untied tho string, his 
mind in tho meantime being filled with 
visions of knives and goodies. Can you 
blame the child for tho look of intense 
disappointment which covered his lace 
when the loosening wrapper disclosed a 
New Testament which he could not 
read? Will it be strange if for many 
years to come, every mention of that 
holy book will be coupled with a remem- 
brance of the most bitter disappointment 
of that year of his early life? 

The fatal accident at Riverside and 
the serious oue at Newtonville on Satur- 
day, calls public attention to the dangers 
attending the crossing of the railroad 
tracks. It is evident that something will 
have to be done to prevent the occurrence 
of these fatalities. There is auother 
source of danger which is little thought 
of, and which will not be, I suppose, un- 
til some frightful casuality startles tho 
public. I refer to the boarding of trains 
while they are in motion. Several times 
have narrow escapes occurred at the 
Newton station. Special cure should be 
used now that the platforniB are slippery 
with snow and ice. Tho timo is not far 
distant when fences along the front of 
the platform with sliding gates will make 
it almost impossible tor peoplo to jump 
on to a train after it has started. 

Three or four of us were having a chat 
iu a secluded corner at a reception the 
other evening, when the conversation 
turned upou newspapers. Oue of the 
party declared that the indiscriminate 
praise given to every one by many news- 
papers was disgusting. To this auother 
objected, saying that upon its circulation 
a newspaper depended lor its success, 
and that it was not always free to criti- 
cise.

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THE SCHOOL HOARD’S REPORT. 


the past five years, on the ground that ! have been left to the collector and hi« 
the same man should not hold the posi- I assistants. When the surplus is so large 


The annual report of the school board 
has been awaited with some interest, and 
the brief summary which we give in an- 
other column gives a fair idea of its 
character. From an educational point 
of view it can hardly be called a valuable 
document, as is contains almost no in- 
formation in regard to the schools, and 
especially the High School, othor than 
bare assertions of prosperity. Some 
people might bo so unreasonable as to 
call this a serious defect, but at tbis sea- 
son it is better to be charitable, and to 
say that the majority did the best they 
know how. They could not be expected 
to give information unless they had it to 
give. 

As far as could be judged from hearing 
it read, the report consists mainly of an 
uudiscriminating eulogy of the superin- 
tendent, as if that official’s usefulness 
had been called in question, and of a 
somewhat frantic defence of the major- 
ity’s action in regard to Mr. Cutler. This 
defence was due some eight months ago, 
when the action was taken, and seems 
now to be a rather unnecessary tearing 
open of old wounds that were slowly be- 
ing healed by the kindly influence of 
time. It is a relief, however, to 6 nd 
that the board have finally settled upon 
a definite reason, as the vague, various 
and contradictory reasons heretofore 
given by separate members were rather 
confusing, and gave rise to tho suspi- 
cion that the trne reason was being con- 
cealed. We are glad to see something 
like order come out of chaos, and to be 
told by the majority that their action 
was not inspired by petty personal mo- 
tives, but a high and holy regard for Dis- 
cipline, which the committee evidently 
regard as the most important part of a . 
High School education. This is shown 
by their statement that a head master 
should spend three hours of each session 
in Discipline and only two in teaching. 
Some of tho members of the majority 
•are such high authorities in the educa- 
tional field, that it is to be inferred that 
this is an invariable rule, and not one 
formulated merely for Xewton. If 
school boards had a speoial seal, the 
idea would bo expressed by a teacher 
with a ruler rampant, and a small boy 
couchaut. Tbis is the genuine old- 

fashioned idea. The majority evidently 
hold fast to the educational theories of 
their great-grand fathers, and hold that 
no teaching is worth anything unless it is 
properly beaten in. 

Unfortunately, as all through the 
trouble, the majority do not seem to ap- 
preciate the value of careful and ac- 
curate statements in regard to facts, and 
the minority took issue with them on 
several points. Perhaps this was due to 
the haste with which the report was 
written, as it bears evidence of having 
been gotten up since the election which 
so rudely surprised tho majority. They 
found that instead of being surrounded 
by an invincible bed go of sanctify, 
members of a school board were held 
accountable for their acts the same as 
ordinary officials. 

The superintendent's report contained 
many valuable statistics, and an ingen- 
ious effort to prove that Xewton schools 
arc not extravagantly managed, by figur- 
ing the cost per pupil on the basis of 
tho wealth of the city. That is, towns 
tlr.it have less wealth and more pupils, 
spend more in proportion than wo do. 
It is also stated that the cost per pupil 
has now increased to $44, about $0 more 
than two years ago, when Xewton ex- 
pended more pur pupil than any other 
town or cityiu the state. Evidently we 
still retail) the lead in that respect.

tion of water registrar and cleric of tho 
c nincil, and ho presented tho name of 
Mr. J, Edward Hills of Xewton. 

Mr. Burr favored retaining Mr. Glover, 
on account, of his thorough knowledge 
of council business, which was a great 
advantage to tho board, in holping it to 
expedito matters, and also to have all its 
business done correctly and iu proper 
form. 

On the first ballot tho result was a tie, 
each candidate receiving seven votes, but 
on the second one of the new members 
refrained from voting, and Mr. Hills was 
nominated by a vote of seveu to six. 

This is remarkable in one way, as it is 
the first time Mr. Glover has ever had a 
vote cast against him, and it also shows 
that previous boards have recognized 
the fact that the position of clerk is a 
very important one on the board, as far 
as the expeditious and correct transac- 
tions of the businoss of the board 
is concerned. Mr. Hills has every 
qualification for tho office except 
that, of experience, but that is something 
which no new man can have, and if a 
change is made it should be a permanent 
one, for the benofit of future councils. 

The assertion that the offices of water 
registrar and clerk of tho council should 
not be filled by the same man may he 
true of lnrgc cities like Boston, but in 
the smaller cities this is the gcueral prac- 
tice. Iu Cambridge, for example, the 
same man hold the offices for fifteen 
years, and until his death a short time 
ago. There should be something perma- 
nent about our city government, the 
members of the city council are con* 
stantly changing, and if frequeut changes 
were made in the offices of city clerk, 
city treasurer, city auditor, and clerk of 
the council, the city’s busiuoss would 
soon be involved in inextricable confus- 
ion. In these offices, every year of ex- 
perience adds to an official’s value. 
The hearty endorsement given to Mr. 
Glover at the Council meeting, Wednes- 
day evening, shows the value old and ex- 
perienced members place upon his ser- 
vices.

that all sorts of wild plans are favored 
in order to dispose of it, it, does seem 
rather queer that Congress refuses to 
make sufficient appropriations for the ex- 
penses of the customs* department. 

Boston is getting a very unonviahle 
reputation for garroters and burglars, 
who seem to he severely let alone by the 
police force of that city. Tho papers are 
tilled with reports of their crimes, but, 
arrests are infrequent, and it is getting 
to he unsafo to bo ill tho street nlonc 
after dark. If half what is said is true, 
the Boston police force needs a thorough 
re-organization. People in the suburbs 
have a special interest iii tho matter, ns 
tho burglars make raids on the suburban 
districts from their hiding places in Bos- 
ton, which our local police arc powerless 
to prevent. 


All this talk on the tariff is very con- 
fusing. State Treasurer Beard says that 
the taxes on whiskey and tobacco ought 
to bo removed, and that the whiskey and 
tobacco monopolists wish to maintain 
the tax in order to retain control of their 
monopolies. On tho other hand we are 
told that tho cold and iron men and manu- 
facturers generally are monopolists, and 
wish to keep up the tariff, in order to 
make their monopolies profitable. Is 
ono statement true and the other false, or 
are both true, is the conundrum which 
the average newspaper reader is trying 
to solve. 


The inauguration exercises of the city 
government for 1888 will take place at 
City Hall; on Monday afternoon at 8 
o’clock. Thoy are open to the public, 
and both Indies and gentlemen who are 
interested are invited to he present. A 
large number of cards of invitations have 
been sent out, but tho exerciees are open 
to all. ‘ 


The accident at the Riverside station 
last Saturday evening has once more 
called public attention to the danger of 
grade crossings. Within a little more 
than two months six persons have met 
their death on the railroad in tliis city. 
Heretofore the railroad authorities have 
claimed that they have done all that 
could reasonably be expected of them to 
prevent these accidents; that they have 
erected gates and keep gate-men in con- 
stant attendance, yet despite these pre- 
cautions, people through their own care- 
lessness, come in harm’s way. 

There is a good deal of truth in these 
statements, but it seems as if the proper 
care has not been exercised at the River- 
side station. To l»e sure there is no pulv- 
lic crossing there, but the street which 
leads to the crossing is a public thor- 
oughfare and the. way is open from it to 
tho tracks. The railroad company has 
established a station at this point, which 
can only he reached by crossing its tracks 
and yet it has done nothing to protect 
its patrons while so doing. 

All the trains of tho main line pass 
this crossing, but those of the Circuit 
branch off just beyond the street. The 
number of passengers who take the trains 
at this station is increasing, having been 
augmented since the completion of the 
Xewton Boat Club house. Every even- 
ing, parties visit this house, and in so 
doing have to cross the tracks. This is 
especially dangerous at this point be- 
cause of a curve in the road toward Au- 
burndalc. Riverside being a junction, 
there is more or less switching going on 
which would detract one’s attention and 
prevent the approaching train being 
heard until it was nearly upon one. 

Thu poor woman who met her death 
on Christinas Eve, may be only the first 
of a number of victims, unless some 
means— gates, a fiag-man or an automatic 
gong, be placed at this crossing to warn 
pedestrians of approaching danger. The 
railroad company may not he legally res- 
ponsible, but having established this 
station with no other means of access, 
it is under m >ral obligations t» pro- 
tect its patrons. 


Rev. B. K. Pierce gave his farewell in 
this week’s issue of Zion’s Herald, after 
haring been editor of that paper for 
fifteen years and six months, an unusual- 
ly long term, during which Drl Pierce 
has never failed in his weekly duties.

KILLED AT RIVERSIDE. 


A WOMAN RUN OVER BY THE CARS. 

For the fourth time within two months 
a fatality has occurred on the railroad 
within this city. Last-Saturday evening 
Maria Burke, a domestic in the family of 
Mr. Samuel Ritchie, of Evergreen avenue, 
Aubunidule, was struck by the six 
o’clock express from Boston near the 
Riverside station and instantly killed. 
The body was not found without some 
searching, having been thrown about 
thirty feet. It was but slightly mutilated, 
death resulting from a fracture of the 
skull. It is supposed that the deceased 
had been purchasing Christmas presents 
as she had two bundles with her. But a 
small amount of money was found upon 
her person. She was probably crossing 
the tracks from Charles street on the 
north sirie of tho track and stepped in 
front of the engine. 

The unfortunate woman was about 22 
years of age and had two sisters living, 
one of whom liycs in Newton as a do- 
mestic; tiie other is married and in 
Quincy. Medical Examiner Meade 
viewed tho remains, which were re- 
moved by Undertaker Cate to Mr. Ritch- 
ie’s residence. 

The accident occurred near Charles 
street, which comes to an end at the 
railroad track, there being no street on 
tho south side. All, however, who come 
from the north side of the railroad, in- 
cluding the large number who coine from 
the boat clubhouse cross, tho tracks here, 
and there is no signal to warn the pas- 
sers of danger. Toe place is a danger- 
ous one, and should he guarded in some 
way by the railroad company. 

An inquest was held before Judge 
Park on Thursday afternoon. Engineer 
Barnes testified that his engine was run- 
ning less than thirty miles an hour; 
smoke and steam from two trains stand- 
ing at the station so obscured his sight 
that he did not see the woman until 
she was about 85 feet away, when loo 
late to save her. Others testified to the 
finding of the body, the identity of the 
unfortunate girl and the chunctcr of the 
crossing. Judge Park did nut think 
any criminal neglect had been apparent. 
Tho decision was reserved. 


Thu members of tho common council 
for 1888 held their caucus last Friday 
evuuiug at City Hall, to nominate can- 
didates for president and clerk.

A formal ballot was then taken 
and Mr. Burr received ten votes to two 
for Mr. Kennedy, which made Mr. Burr 
the choice of the caucus.

Diplhcria at Auburiulale. 

The death from diptberia of two mem- 
bers of a family in Aubunidale has led 
to considerable comment among the peo- 
ple of that village. The family referred to 
occupied a house near the Weston bridge. 
Tho house is closely surrounded by trees, 
and in front of it is a small pond of 
water. During the summer months tho 
surface of the water is covered with what 
appears to he a green slime, and it has 
been regarded by many as a constant 
menace to the public health. The story 
lias been current that this house had 
been condemned by tho Board of Health 
as being in an unsanitary condition and 
the letting of it forbidden; yet iu despite 
of these orders the house had been let. 
The fatal cases of diptheriu gave color 
to this rumor, hut which investigation 
has proved groundless. The health 
authorities have never ordered the house 
vacated and do not consider it in au un- 
sanitary condition, such as would warrant 
such action, in fact it is claimed that 
w hat appeared to he slime on the pond was 
a wholesome vegetable giowth. Further, 
the pond is not considered prejudicial to 
health, any more than the river with 
which it is probably connect 'd through 
the gravelly hank intervening. These 
seem to hi* the facts iu the case, and us 
the story in circulation laid u heavy re- 
sponsibility upon the owner of the 
premises, it seems important that the 
truth should he known. Nevertheless, 
the eoiisequeuces following the occupan- 
cy of one unsanitary house are often so 
fatal to whole communities that it be- 
hooves tiie public authorities and private 
individuals to exercise proper cure, for 
the sake of themselves and their 
neighbors.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

(Concluded from page t.) 

better equipped than a year ago. There 
has been an improvement, in the methods, 
aud an increaso in interest on the part of 
of pupils and teachers. 

Diplomas to the number of 180 were 
awarded at the grammar schools, and 107 
certificates of entrance to the High 
School. The graduates from the High 
School numbered 82: 48 in the general 
course, 10 in tho classical nnd 20 in the 
throe years course. In closing, the su- 
perintendent thanked the teachers and 
the board for their assistance and the 
uniform courtesy shown him. 

THE SECRETARY’ REPORT 

was then read and accepted. It dealt 
with much the same matters as that of 
tho superintendent, tho figures being 
tabulated somewhat differently. Mr. 
Dickinson suggested thnt statistics of tho 
children between eight and fourteen 
years of ago bo obtained, as the law re- 
quired the attendance of such at least 20 
weeks in the year in somo school. 

ANNUAL REPORT. 

Mr. Frost then read tho annual report 
of the board as prepared by a committee 
appointed for the purpose. It stated 
that the Newton schools were nevermore 
thoroughly organized than at present, 
when the 48th annual report is made. 
This is the fruit of years of liberal ap- 
propriations and careful fostering. Many 
believe a superintendent unnecessary, but 
a careful investigation will prove the 
contrary. The manifold business of the 
schools can not bo carried on except by 
one who has studied the subject and 
thoroughly understands it. During tho 
occupancy of the position for tho past 
three years by the present incumbent, 
great improvements have been made by 
monthly teachers meetings, a careful se- 
lection of teachers, and a close supervis- 
ion of the work. Tho superintendent is 
a thorough and competent business man, 
and ho saved tiie city a great deal of 
money wheu the state law requiring the 
furnishing of supplies by tho city went 
into effect. The superintendent has al- 
ways shown himself to be ever ready to 
execute the will of the committee. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. , 

The law requires the establishment of 
a high school. The high school was an 
incentive to better work in the grammar 
schools. For some years past consider- 
able dissatisfaction with its management 
had existed among the members of the 
board and “many |parents.(?)” At the 
end of the school year of 1880 a commit- 
tee was appointed by the board to meet 
the teachers and frankly tell them of the 
dissatisfaction existing. It was hoped 
that there would be a change for the bet- 
ter. In some departments there was no 
improvement, however, many complained 
of a lack of discipline. ‘‘{Several visited 
tho schools and were satisfied that the 
dissatisfaction was well founded.(?)” The 
opinions of the superintendent as express- 
ed in a special report agreed with tlioseof 
the majority of the board. All the pow- 
er is vested in the head-master, who can 
teach as many hours as he wishes to, 
devoting the rest to supervision. Two- 
fifths of his time has been devoted to in- 
struction, tho rest to discipline. He 
must not only be able to teach, but to 
supervise llie other teachers and must 
understand discipline. The head-master 
did uot possess these qualifications. He 
did not reeommeud any change of teach- 
ers. It became necessary to make a 
change, not a pleasant thing to do. It 
was hoped the change ’might be made 
quietly without that discussion which is 
so prejudicial to private reputation and 
public welfare. 

Anew building, admirably adapted to 
its use had Ueeu added to the High 
school. 

This Mr. Frost explained was the re- 
port of the majority of the committee, 
Mr. Converse alone objecting. Mr. Con- 
verse believes it is not true, but the fab- 
rication of some one’s imagination. Mr. 
Frost believed that Mr. Converse was 
very sincere, and lie had great respect 
for him. But when the time came for a 
change it was evident that matters were 
growing worse aud that tho scholars 
were dictating action in the school. The 
distuibing influence had extended to the 
other schools. This had become appai- 
ent to some of the teachms. 

MR. WALTON 

wished to recall the objection which was 
made to last year’s report at the time of 
its adoption, to the words‘*quite satisfac- 
tory.” Mr. Walton wanted to insert the 
fact of the protest as au amendment in 
this report. He did not think the re- 
port of 1880 was printed as read. 

MR. AMES 

said the report was printed as read, nnd 
that he did not remember any objection 
having been made. He explained the 
use of tho word ‘‘quite” as meaning not 
entirely satisfactory. He also doubted 
the correctness of the report now made 
about the special commit tee. The com- 
mittee was appointed hv the High school 
committee. lie could hardly assent 
to the language used, as at tho teachers 
meeting no dissatisfaction had been ex- 
pressed. The discussion continued for 
some time, and the wol ds “of the board” 
was struck out on motion of Mr. Barton; 
leaving the report “a special committee 
was appointed.” On motion of Mr. Wal- 
ton, the words‘‘these attributes he failed 
to exhibit” were inserted in place of 
“these attributes lie failed to possess.” 
The report was then adopted, all voting 
iu the affirmative excupt Mr. Ames. 
The vote was re-cousidered, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. Dickinson tiie paragraph ob- 
jected to by Mr. Converse was stricken 
out. The ropoit was then unanimously 
accepted and 2,500 were unified to be 
printed. 

Mr. Barton offered an a resolution 
which was unanimously adopted, ex- 
pressing tiie appreciation of the board of 
the long and tuithlul services of Mr. 
Isaac II agar. 

Mr. llagar thanked the members of 
the board. During bis connection with 
tiie committee, a period of 27 3 ears, iiis 
relations had always been of the pleas- 
antest kind with tiie committee and the 
teachers. Mr. ilagar had with him at 
the meeting a very handsome gold-head- 
ed cane, the gilt of tiie teachers 
of Newton Lower Fulls, presented to 
him on last Friday. 

Tin* joint debate between live repre- 
sentatives of the Newton High and the 
Cambridge Latin Schools, will take 
place 011 January 25th, in the Newton 
High School. The debate will be decided 
by live judges selected by the master of 
the Boston Latin School from that 
school. 

The High School Lyceum met on 
Thursday evening, about 150 being pres- 
ent. Tiie orchestra of ’ 88 , ('. B. Ashen- 
den ’88 und A. S. Plummer '88 furnished 
the music. Free trade or protection was 
the question for debate, led by Markham 
’88 for protection and Morton ’88 for free 
trade. Others joined iu the lively de- 
bate which followed. Protection won by 
a vote of 42 to 15.

Bo it ordained by the City Counoil of the City of 
Newton as follows:— 

Seo. 1. The external and party walls of build- 
ings hereafter erected within the City of New- 
ton, except os hereinafter provided, shall be of 
brick, stone, Iron or other hard and non-combus- 
tible material. All such walls shall be properly 
bonded and strongly built with mortar or coinent 
and shall not be less than twelve inches thick. 
The roofs of all such buildings shall be properly 
and securely covered with slate, tin, iron or 
other non-combustible roofing material approved 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

Provided; that wooden buildings to be used for 
dwelling houses only, not exceeding forty feet in 
height above the foundation, and covering an 
area of not more than two thousand square feet 
of land may be erected at a distance not less 
than eight feet from any other wooden building, 
and, 

Provided also; that any such wooden dwelling 
house may be erected at a less distance than 
eight feet from any other wooden building if the 
same is constructed with brick walls at the sides 
or ends thereof us the Board of Aldermen shall 
designate after applicai ion for a permit there- 
for. 

Sec. 2. Except as provided in the following 
section no building within said city shall h© 
altered, rebuilt, enlarged or otherwise added to 
or built upon or moved unless the external walls 
thereof and of the new or added parts are built 
according to the requirements of Section One of 
this ordinance, and no roof of any such building 
shall bo recover, d except with slate or other 
non-combustible material. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Aldermen may grnnt 
permits to erect, alter, rebuild, enlarge or other- 
wise add to or build upon or move buildings 
otherwise than mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tions upon such terms and conditions and sub-' 
ject to such limitations aud restrictions as thoy 
may prescribe for the prevention of lire and 
preservation or life. All applications for per- 
mits under this ordinance shall specify tho loca- 
tion and size of the building, the material of 
which it is to be constructed and the use for 
which it is intended, and any proposed altera- 
tions therein. 

Sect 4 All chimneys hereafter erected shall 
he built of brick, stone, or other lire-proof non- 
conducting material. Ail brick dues shall be 
smoothly plastered inside with mortar, from top 
to bottom and outside below the roofing. In no 
c ise shall chimneys rest upon any dooring with- 
out a footing of masonry or iron, supported by 
iron beams, having a secure hearing on iron at 
either end. 

Hearths of Are places or grates shall be laid 
upon brick or other trimmer arches, or upon 
bars of iron supporting a bed of brick- work. 

No wood-work of any kind shall be placed at a 
less distance than one inch from the outside 
brick-work of any due, and in no case shall a 
nail he driven into the masonry of any due. 

No wood-work shall he placed at a less distance 
than one inch from any tiu or other metal due or 
dues, pipe or pipes, used or intended to be used 
to convey heated air or steam in any building, 
unless such dues or pipes he cased with metal, 
leaving a free circulation of air ull around the 
same. 

No -.moke-pipe shall pass through any stud or 
wooded partitions, whether plastereu or not, 
without being guarded either by a double collar 
of metal, with at least four inches air-space, and 
holes tor ventilation, or by a soap-stone ring uot 
less than throe iuohes in thickness and extend- 
ing through the partition. 

Sect 5. Whoever violates any provision of 
the preceding seettous of this ordinance sliall be 
liable to a due uot exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars. 

Sko. G. No person shall proceed to erect or make 
alterations in the location or grade of uuy fence, 
wall or building, u part of which is to abut upon 
a public street, lane, squure or alley, without 
drat applying to the City Engineer for the lines 
and grade of the street, lane, square or alley up- 
on which he intends to build. Such application 
shall he made ut least dlteeii days before the 
work is begun; and the City Engineer shall with- 
in said time furnish the required Hues uud grade 
without charge, ir in his power to do so. In de- 
fault ut such application the city shall be dis- 
charged from all responsibility for damages re- 
sulting from such defuult. 

Sec. 7. Whenever the City Engineer ascer- 
tains that any structure has been placed iu vio- 
lation or the preceding section, he shall ut once 
give notice to the Mayor and Aldermen, iu writ- 
ing, of such violation ; and upon receipt of such 
uoiice the Mayor aud Aldermen may forthwith 
issue au order to the party offending, directing 
that the structure he removed within the time 
therein speckled ; ami in case of non-compliance, 
the Muyor aud Aldenneii shall direct that the In- 
cumbrance be removed ut the expense of the 
delinquent. 

Sec. 8. Whoever violates any provision of the 
two preceding sections of this ordluauce, shall be 
liable to a line uot exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sec. 9. Ordinance Number Twenty-four of 
the Municipal Register of 1K83, being the Ordi- 
nance relative to Buildings, is hereby repealed.

Death of James D. Hurd. 

Mr. James D. Hurd died at his home 
-on Highland avenue in Newtonville on 
Monday, after a two week’s illness with 
pneumonia. He was a member of the 
publishing firm of Houghton, Milllin & 
•Co., and was one of the most earnest and 
ambitious young business men of Bos- 
ton. His associates feel deeply the loss 
•of such a highly esteemed and valued 
member. Mr. Hurd was botn in Bridge- 
port, Ct., some 35 years ago, but before 
he reached maturity his parents removed 
to Brooklyn, N. Y., and in that city he 
spent his early life. He prepared for 
college in Parker Institute of Brooklyn, 
and graduated from Trinity College in 
Hartford, Ct., when be was a little more 
than 21 years of ago. Immediately after 
his graduation he entered the employ- 
ment of Honghtou, Mittiin <fc Co. aH clerk, 
and in a few years he was taken into 
partnership with that firm, lie removed 
to Boston uhout four years ago, his du- 
ties calling him to the main office of the 
firm, uud took up his residence iu New- 
tonville. 

Mr. Hurd was a prominent member of 
the Episcopal church, and took an active 
interest in its affairs. He was essentially 
what might be termed a "home man,” 
and took but a passing interest in the 
calls of society or politics, in business 
he had received a complete education 
for that part which he chose for his 
work, and he was thoroughly identified 
with, uud understood Aire minutest de- 
tails of the busiuees of publishing. Two 
w eeks ago Tuesday ho was wot at his ac- 
customed place iu the office, and the re- 
port came that he was ill with pueu- 
monta. Last Monday morning, at 9 
o’clock he died. lie leaven a widow and 


one child, a boy of about 7 or 8 years of 
age. 

Mr. Hurd came from a family highly 
connected. His grandfather, Philo Hurd, 
was prominent in social and political 
circles, both in New York and Bridge- 
port, Ct,.. and was president of the Hud- 
son River Railroad Corporation. His 
father, Melancthon M.l Hurd, is well- 
kuow'ti ill business circles, having for a 
long time been a member of the publish- 
ing firm of Hurd «fe Houghton. Tho 
funeral took place from Ills late residence 
in Newtonville this morning at 9 o’clock.

BOTH lift ANCIIKS HOLD THEIR LAST SES- 
SION FOR 1887. 

Both branches of the city government 
were in session at City Hall on Wednes- 
day evening. In the board of aldermen 
all were present except Aldermen Hollis 
and Puttee. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read. 

Margaret Lane gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a dwelling house 33x23 on 
Walnut street, Ward (5. 

On rnotioh of Alderman Nickerson the 
petition for tho acceptance of Freeman 
street, Ward 4, was referred to the next 
city government. 

On motion of Aldermen .Grant $55.05 
was transferred from the receipts from 
water scrip income to the appropriation 
for interest on temporary loans. 

One hundred and twenty-five dollars 
and seventy-nine cents was allowed as 4 
per cent, interest on the Keurick fund. 

Alderman Nickerson reported that the 
sidewalk asked for by S. V. A. Hunter of 
Lake avenue have been laid. 

Alderman Nickerson read the report of 
the highway committee in favor of grant- 
ing the petition for the widening of the 
bridge on IiiRtitlition avenue, the reloca- 
tion of the Boylston street line, the ac- 
ceptance of Eddy street, of Clinton 
streot, and the relocation of the line on 
Chestnut street and the recommendation 
of tho committee were adopted. 

The petitioners for the drainage of a 
cellar on Xonantum street, and the ac- 
ceptance of Walnut place were given 
leave to withdraw. 

Alderman Harwood reported faom the 
committee on fuel and street lights, in 
favor of giving the petitioners for street 
lamps on Carlisle street, Ward 5; Central 
street, Ward 4; Central street, Ward 5; 
Columbia street, Ward 5; Clarendon 
street, Ward 2; Terrace avenue, Ward 5; 
Washington street and Cherry streets, 
Ward 3; Centre street. Ward 0; and 
Cherry street, Ward 0; also for an elec- 
tric light ou the corner of Centre and 
Ml. Ida streets, leave to withdraw. 

The petition for a street lamp on 
Chandler street, Ward 5, was referred to 
the next city government. 

No one appeared at the hearing on the 
relocating and laying out of Lexington 
street, Ward 4; or Chapel street, Ward 1, 
and the hearings were closed. A large 
number of residents aypeared in favor of 
the laying out and acceptance ol Middle 
street, Ward 1, and no one opposed. 

Orders were passed for the laying out 
and acceptance of Chapel and Middle 
streets, Alderman Nickerson stating that 
these were old streets, 40 feet wide, and 
fairly well constructed. Most of the 
laud was built upon, and the streets 
would only need some top dressing. The 
city caits passed over them after gravel, 
and had cut them up somewhat. 

B. 8. Wetlierbee, who asked for a 
street lamp on Xouuutum street, was 
given leave to withdraw. 

An order was passed for tho relocating 
and laying out ot Lexmgtou street, Al- 
derman Nickerson stating that the pur- 
pose was to get rid of a sharp angle at 
the junction ot River street. 

An order was passed lor the accept- 
ance, laying out auJ grading ot Prince 
street Horn Temple street to a new 
stieetou Mr. Day’s laud. 

The u.-uai order creating an excess and 
deficiency account, u which ail uuex- 
peiuicd oalauces suould be tiausferred, 
uud from which ml accounts and over- 
drawn appropriations should bo paid, was 
parsed. 

The unfinished business of the coun- 
cil ot 1887 wa« a. so referred to the coun- 
cil ot 1888. 

John i>i&ud was appointed a special 
policeman without p.iy, to serve at the 
Mjrtle Baptist clntron. 

Tne luguway committee reported on 
the claim «•! ails, iua H. Biaisdell for 
the pay incut ol carnages tor overflow oi 
mud oy suriaee water, mat a dram 
should oe constructed, and that in tne 
opiuiou o» the city solicitor, the petition- 
er had no ciuim tor compensation. 

Reports were made irutn mu commit- 
tee on enrolled ordinances that me ordi- 
nances. relating to buildings uud the oUe 
relating to lue board ol health weie 
properly enrolled, and they were passed 
to be ordained. 

THE EXPENSES OF 1887. 

Alderman Grant called from the table 
the notice given by tlie finance commit* 
teo in regard to the 87,000 needed tor tlie 
iijvv Thompson vibe sellout House, auu 
stated he would move the reference ot 
the matter to tne next eny government. 
There had been a good uiuuy statements 
made uouut tire extravagance ot tlie 
present city government, and tbo recent 
cauipuigu nun been lought in part on 
lliai issue, lie liud taken tile paius to 
compare the appropriations tor 1887 
with those of 1&82, the year beiore 
Mayor Kimball’s election, when Mayor 
BUlsou wns at the ueiid ot the city gov- 
ernment, and iu many cases the appro- 
priations lor 1887 were less than those 
ior 1882. The uoaul ot health cost $1,- 
Too more, but men the council did tne 
work, there was no proper organization, 
and no particular work done. The 
school expenses were $17,500 more now. 
The net increase over 1882 w as only $34,- 
oUo, uud leaving out the school expeuses 
it was only $itl,8O0, not so veiy extrava- 
gant au mcreuse, considering the great 
luciouso iu population uud the nfiiuv im- 
provements in me way ot better streets, 
oetlur lights, and more public conven- 
iences everywhere. During these live 
years $185, uoO worth ot school buimiugs 
and the audition to the public library 
hud been built, uud we are now paying 
tor them at the rate ot $20,000 a y ear. 
There was also au increase ol *20,000 in 
the suite and county lax, and these two 
items made au increase iu the tax-rate 
ol 80 cents ou tun dollar. But we had 
got to provide school buildings, and the 
city owned me property which was ail 
the time increasing iu value. These two 
items alone more man made up the net 
increase iu luxation. We gut troiu 25 to 
50 per cunt, more public improvements 
ami advantages than lour years ago, in 
the way ot police, stieet lights and good 
streets. In view of ull these tacts, Mr. 
Grant moved the reference of the new 
school house at Thoiupsouvilte to the 
next city goveiuiueut, to let them deter- 
mine whether they would go to me ex- 
pense of building it or uot. 

r.uucwiu oukxriNos. 

Alderman Grant said that as this was 
prooably the last sossiou of the city 
goveruuseut of 1887, he look the oppor- 
tunity to say that while he was pleased 

released from the duties of hie 
office, he could uot help regsettiug. the 


many pleasant associations, and the 
frequent meetings with his associates on 
the board, which he had enjoyed so 
mneh. It was due to them thlt he had 
been able to discharge his duties as well 
as he had. He was convinced, however, 
that those who were left would be able 
to take care of the city bn tineas in a 
much better manner, and ho expressed 
Ids best wishes for their success. 

Mayor Kimball said that he was much 
gratified by the remarks of Alderman 
Grant, as they were both concise and 
true. Tlie city of Newton was fortunate 
in having such an aide board of aldermen 
and should be grateful to them. The 
j people should recognize when they were 
served well, as they had been the past 
year. He regretted that Alderman 
Grant was not to be a member next year, 
and continue his usefulness to the city, 
and he was hanpv to bear witness to Ills 
excellence and efficiency. Ho was both 
his neighbor and bis friend, and lie felt 
justified in saying that no man who had 
occupied a seat on the board bad per- 
formed his duties more conscientiously 
or with a more wise regard for the inter- 
ests of the city. Some of the members 
of the board had been reelected so easily 
that they were hardly conscious of the 
fact, and this was a well deserved com- 
pliment, but it sometimes happened that 
j men who had done their duty well were 
not reelected. He would have been very 
glad to have tlie alderman from Ward 7 on 
the board next year, and lie could ibear 
i witness to his good intentions, and his 
efforts to advance tlie interests of the 
city and to perforin his duties conscien- 
tiously. It was not derogatory to tlie 
new members to say that lie hoped they 
would equal their predecessors in their 
care for the city’s interests. Personally, 
lie felt under great obligation to the 
members of the hoard for their unifoim 
courtesy, and as their presiding officer 
he had always endeavored to be impartial 
and fair to each one. Nevertheless, he
